The  Vinolia  show-shop  in  Broad  Street  Station,  London, 
has  this  week  been  dismantled. 

The  only  sample  of  drugs  analysed  in  the  Isle  of  Wight 
last  quarter  was  ammonium  bromide,  and  this  was  genuine. 

On  December  1  burglars  forced  an  entrance  into  the 
shop  of  Mr.  S.  H.  Pryor,  chemist  and  druggist,  Beckenham, 
and  robbed  the  till  of  its  contents. 

The  Perry's  powders  case  was  considered  by  the  Committee 
of  the  Bradford  Grocers'  Association  on  December  3,  and  it 
was  decided  to  write  to  the  manufacturers. 

Writs  for  libel  have  been  issued  against  the  proprietors 
of  the  "Daily  Mail,"  "Daily  Mirror,"  and  "Evening 
News  "  at  the  instance  of  Messrs.  Lever  Bros. 

At  an  important  property  sale  at  Blackburn  last  week  the 
leasehold  chemist's  shop,  49  Lower  Audley  Street,  subject 
to  a  ground-rent  of  Al.  9s.  6d.,  was  sold  for  322?. 

In  a  batch  of  Volunteers  prosecuted  at  the  Tower  Bridge 
Court,  London,  on  November  30,  for  having  failed  to  deliver 
up  their  arms,  accoutrements,  or  kit,  there  was  one  pharma- 
ceutical chemist. 

At  the  Clerkenwell  police  court  on  December  5,  Albert 
Bray  (17),  porter,  was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  embezzling 
17s.  6d.  and  11.  3s.  6cL,  the  moneys  of  the  Icilma  Co.,  Ltd., 
142  Gray's  Inn  Road,  W.C. 

At  the  Lancashire  Court  of  Chancery  on  December  3, 
Vice-Chancellor  Leigh-Clare  granted  the  Saccharin  Corpora- 
tion, Ltd.,  an  injunction  against  Alice  Atkinson,  Burnley, 
who  had  bought  2  lb.  of  saccharin  from  Messrs.  Mack  &  Co. 

George  Bridges  (27),  the  labourer  accused  of  attempting 
•to  murder  Mr.  Frederick  Williams,  chemist  and  druggist, 
317  High  Road,  Ilford,  appeared  at  Stratford  Police  Court 
•on  December  4,  and  was  committed  for  trial  at  the  Old 
Bailey  for  "wounding  with  intent."  Mr.  Williams  was 
well  enough  to  appear  at  the  police  court,  and  he  gave 
•evidence  in  detail  of  prisoi^er  making  an  unprovoked  attack 
upon  him  in  his  back  shop,  hitting  him  on  the  head  with  an 
iron  spanner.

Canadian  Eeciprocity. 
Lord  Strathcona  entertained  at  dinner  at  the  Athenaeum 
Club  on  Friday  evening,  November  30,  sevei-al  representa- 
tives of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  with  the  object 
of  presenting  to  the  Council  of  the  Chamber  a  massive 
silver  vase  from  the  members  of  the  Canadian  Manufac- 
turers' Association  made  in  the  Dominion  as  a  souvenir  of 
their  visit  to  England  in  June  1905.  Lord  Elgin  (Secretary 
of  State  for  the  Colonies),  by  Lord  Strathcona's  desire, 
made  the  formal  presentation,  which  was  acknowledged  by 
Mr.  Thomas  F.  Black  wall  (President  of  the  Chamber). 
Gold  watches  and  chains  of  Canadian  manufacture  were 
also  presented  to  Mr.  R.  S.  Fraser  (a  member  of  the  Council 
and  of  the  Reception  Committee)  and  to  Mr.  Kenric  B. 
Murray  (Secretary  of  the  Chamber).  Among  others  present 
were  the  Duke  of  Argyll  and  Sir  S.  B.  Boulton,  Bart.  (Burt, 
Boulton  &  Haywood,  Ltd.). 

Australia  and  Proprietaries. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  the  letter  from  the  Coloni-il 
Secretary  to  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  referred  to 
in  a  C.  cfc  D.  editorial  last  week  : 

Colonial  OfSce,  Downing  Street, 
November  28,  1906. 

Sir, — I  am  directed  by  the  Earl  of  Elgin  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  22nd  instant,  forwarding  a 
Memorandum  approved  by  a  Special  Committee  of  the 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  regard  to  the  Commerce 
(Trade  Descriptions)  Act  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia. 

After  full  consideration.  Lord  Elgin  has  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  no  useful  purpose  would  be  served  if  he  were 
to  receive  a  deputation  from  the  Chamber.  The  only  action 
which  it  would  be  possible  for  him  to  take  would  be  to 
communicate  the  Chamber's  representation  to  the  Common- 
wealth Government,  with  whom  the  final  decision  must  rest, 
and  this  he  will  proceed  to  do  immediately. 

As  you  are  no  doubt  aware.  Captain  Collins  communicated 
by  cable  with  his  Government  nearly  three  weeks  ago  after 
personal  discussion  with  representatives  of  the  Chamber.

Consequent  upon  this  letter  a  meeting  of  the  Com- 
merce Act  Committee  will  be  held  at  the  offices,  Oxford- 
Court,  E.G.,  on  Monday,  December  10,  at  2.30  r.M.,  to 
consider  the  reply,  and  a  meeting  of  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Section  will  be  held  on  Tuesday,  December  11.  Advices 
have  been  received  by  the  Australian  Agents-General  to 
the  effect  that  Section  16  of  the  Act  has  been  overlooked 
on  this  side.  The  section  provides  that  the  regulations  shall 
not  prescribe  any  trade-descriptions  which  disclose  the  trade- 
secrets  of  a  manufacture  or  preparation  unless  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Governor-General  in  Council  such  disclosure  is  neces- 
sary for  the  protection  of  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
public.  The  view  is  expressed  by  the  Federal  Customs 
authorities  that  when  the  explanations  sent  are  read  manu- 
facturers and  merchants  will  find  that  tliey  have  no  cause 
for  dissatisfaction.  [This  cause  is  partly  based  on  the  f-n  t 
that  the  power  is  contained  in  the  Act,  and  there  are  reasons, 
for  supposing  that  "cranks"  will  force  the  Government  to 
use  it  as  was  indicated  by  the  debate  three  months  ago.] 

Royal  Society. 
The  anniversary  meeting  was  held  on  November  30.  The 
proceedings  were  of  the  usual  formal  nature,  and  after 
the  report  of  the  Council  the  address  of  the  President  (Lord 
Rayleigh)  was  read,  in  his  absence  through  illness,  by  Mr. 
A.  B.  Kempe.  Medals  were  afterwards  bestowed  upon 
those  whose  names  were  given  in  a  previous  issue.  Lord 
Rayleigh  was  re-elected  President,  and  chemistry  is  repre- 
sented on  the  Council  by  Professor  J.  Norman  Collie,  Pro- 
fessor Wyndham  R.  Dunstan,  and  Dr.  Alexander  Scott.  In 
the  evening  the  annual  dinner  took  place  at  the  Hotel 
Metropole,  Sir  William  Huggins  presiding.

Royal  Institution. 
The  lecture-arrangements  at  the  Roj'al  Institution  before 
Easter  include :  Mr.  W.  Duddell,  a  Christmas  course 
of  six  experimentally  illustrated  lectures  on  "Signalling 
to  a  Distance;  from  Primitive  Man  to  Radiotelegraphy," 
adapted  to  a  juvenile  auditory;  Professor  A.  C.  Seward, 
two  lectures  on  "Survivals  from  the  Past  in  the  Plant 
World";  Professor  W.  Stirling,  six  lectures  on  "The 
Visual  Apparatus  of  Man  and  Animals  "  ;  Dr.  W.  N.  Shaw, 
two  lectures  on  "Recent  Advances  in  the  Exploration  of 
the  Atmosphere";  Major  P.  A.  Macmahon,  two  lectures 
on  "  The  Standards  of  Weights  and  Measures  " ;  Dr.  C.  W. 
Saleeby,  two  lectures  on  "Biology  and  Progress";  and 
Professor  J.  J.  Thomson,  six  lectures  on  "  Rontgen, 
Cathode,  and  Positive  Rays."  The  Friday  evening  meet- 
ings will  commence  on  January  18,  when  Sir  Andrew  Noble 
will  deliver  a  discourse  on  "Fifty  Years  of  Explosives."' 
Succeeding  discourses  will  probably  be  given  by  Mr.  Charles 
Welch,  Sir  Almroth  E.  Weight,  Professor  I.  Gollancz, 
Mr.  J.  J.  Lister,  Mr.  Dugald  Clerk,  Professor  D.  J. 
Hamilton,  Professor  J.  J.  Thomson,  and  Professor  G. 
Lunge. 

Institute  of  Chemistry. 
At  the  final  examination  for  the  Associateship  of  the  In- 
stitute in  the  branch  of  biological  chemistry  held  from  Octo- 
ber 23  to  October  26,  the  following  two  Associates  examined 
for  the  certificate  passed  :  Robert  William  Clarke,  A.I.C., 
and  Reginald  Meacl  Filmer,  B.Sc.  (Lond.),  A.I.C.  Conrad 
Theodore  Gilmingham  (University  College,  London)  and 
Wilfred  Ambrose  Whatmough  (King's  College,  London, 
and  under  Mr.  A.  H.  M.  Muter,  F.I.C.)  passed  for  the 
Associateship. 

Preservatives  in  Pood. 
A  conference  was  held  in  the  Lecture  Hall  of  the  Incor- 
porated Institute  of  Hygiene  on  November  29  to  consider 
the  subject  of  "  Preservatives  in  Food  :  their  use  and 
abuse."  Professor  Tunnicliffe  presided,  and  there  was  a  large 
attendance.  The  Chairman  said  that  for  the  purpose  of 
the  conference  the  preservatives  to  which  attention  must 
be  confined  are  the  so-called  chemical  preservatives;  but 
even  spices  and  condiments  and  substances  like  sugar  and 
alcohol  can  be  consistently  regarded  as  chemical  preserva- 
tives. He  mentioned  also  alcohol  and  sugar,  common  salt, 
saltpetre,  boi'ic  acid,  salicylic  acid,  sulphurous  acid,  formic 
aldehyde,  and  the  fluorides.  Dr.  Thresh  read  an  extract 
from  a  letter  from  a  large  firm  in  the  provinces  stating  that 
it  was  impossible  to  do  without  preservatives  in  such  pro- 
duce as  sausages.   Dr.  Otto  Hehner  moved  : 

That  it  is  essential  for  the  protection  of  the  public  that 
definite  regulations  be  made  as  to  tlio  conditions  under 
which  the  use  of  preservatives  in  foodstuffs  shall  be  per- 
mitted, such  regulations  to  deal  with  (a)  the  articles  in  which 
preservatives  may  or  may  not  be  used  ;  (b)  the  nature  and 
maximum  of  extent  of  permitted  preservative ;  and  (c)  the 
conditions  as  to  notice  or  otherwise  under  which  articles 
containing  preservatives  shall  be  sold. 
Dr.  Thresh  seconded,  and  the  resolution  was  carried  unani- 
mously.   Mr.  F.  W.  Beck  (Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby)  then 
proposed  : 

That  for  the  purpose  of  formulating  the  regulations  men- 
tioned in  the  foregoing  resolution  a  standard  advisory  com- 
mittee, or  committee  of  reference,  should  be  formed  con- 
sisting of  official,  scientific,  and  commercial  representatives, 
with  power  to  co-opt,  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  special 
subjects,  persons  having  special  knowledge  and  experience 
of  such  subjects. 
Dr.  Rideal,  who  seconded,  said  the  suggestion  of  a  Court 
of  Reference  was  an  excellent  one,  and  the  second  resolution 
was  also  carried  unanimously. 

New  Magistrates. 

A  new  Borough  Bench  of  Magistrates  has  been  granted  to 
Swindon,  and  among  the  twenty-two  Magistrates  appointed 
is  Mr.  John  J.  Shawyer,  chemist  and  druggist. 

There  have  been  twenty-six  additions  to  the  list  of  new 
magistrates  in  Birmingham.  Among  them  are  Mr  William 
Arthur  Albright,  of  Albright  &  Wilson,  chemical-manufac- 
turers, Oldbury;  Mr.  Thomas  Barclay  and  Mr  Alfred 
Southall,  of  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd.,  manufacturing 
chemists  and  wholesale  druggists,  Birmingham  ;  Mr  Barrow 
Cadbury,  of  Cadbury  Bros.,  Ltd.,  Bournville;  Professor 
Percy  Faraday  Frankland,  F.R.S.,  professor  of  chemistry 


at  Birmingham  LTniversity ;  Mr.  John  Furneaux  Jordon,  a 
leading  consulting  surgeon ;  and  Mr.  Joseph  Sturge, 
manager  of  the  Montserrat  Lime-juice  Co.,  Edgbaston.  Mr. 
Albright  has  taken  a  keen  interest  in  philanthropic  move- 
ments for  many  years.  Mr.  Barclay  (well  known  to  British 
pharmacists)  is  the  President  of  the  Birmingham  Liberal 
Association  and  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  Warwickshire  and 
for  Worcestershire.  Mr.  Southall  is  also  well  known  in 
British  pharmacy,  having  been  for  eighteen  years  a  coun- 
cillor of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.

President  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  and  an  honorary 
LL.D.  of  St.  Andrews,  and  was  for  some  years  an  examiner 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.

133/. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Rtratton  (chemist),  Watton.  is  an  amat-er.f 
poultry-fancier,  and  it  is  largely  due  to  his  activities  fha^ 
an  association,  named  the  "Watton  and  District  Pigeom 
and  Poultry  Show,"  has  just  been  successfully  launched. 

Lieut,  and  Quartermaster  Heyhoe,  chemist  and  druggist,, 
Fakenham,  bore  the  brunt  of  the  detail  labour  essential  to 
arranging  the  annual  prize-distribution  to  the  D  Company 
3rd  V.B.N.R.  at  Fakenham  last  week  by  Viscount  Coke. 
The  gallant  officer  had  also  the  honour  of  being  reviewed  by 
the  King,  together  with  the  rest  of  the  battalion  at  Sand- 
ringham  last  Saturday — the  Queen's  birthday — and  if  dame  • 
rumour  is  to  be  believed  further  honours  are  in  store  as  ai 
sequence. 

Poor-law  Notes. 
The  ".Sheffield  Daily  Independent"  commented  very 
severely  on  the  recent  action  of  the  Ecclesall  poor-law 
authorities  in  connection  with  the  prosecution  of  a  man, 
described  as  a  manufacturing  chemist,  summoned  for  deser- 
tion {€'.  d-  D.,  November  24,  p.  774). 

Mr.  Herbert  Antcliffe  was  re-elected  a  member  of  the- 
Council  of  the  South  Yorks  Poor-law  Officers'  Associa- 
tion on  December  1,  at  the  annual  meeting,  when  Mr. 
G.  T.  W.  Newsholme  was  present  in  his  capacity  as  a'' 
guardian.  Mr.  Antcliffe  was  in  fine  fighting  form  at  the 
meeting,  and  moved  an  amendment  in  opposition  to  the 
principle  of  direct  representation  ef  the  service  in  Parlia- 
ment, which  he  held  to  be  as  undesirable  for  poor-law  officers 
as  for  pharmacists.  The  amendment  was  lost  by  a  large 
majority. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Edmonton  Guardians  with  reference  to 
the  proposed  appointment  of  a  dispenser  at  the  Edmonton 
Workhouse,  the  Local  Government  Board  agree  that  the  ■ 
present  arrangements  for  the  assistance  of  the  medical  - 
officer  in  care  of  the  sick,  including  the  provision  of  medi- 
cines, are  not  satisfactory,  but  the  Board  are  of  opinion ' 
that,  instead  of  the  change  being  confined  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  dispenser,  the  arrangements  should  be  revised ' 
generally  and  with  special  regard  to  the  provision  of  medi- 
cal assistance.    At  almost  all  the  institutions  for  which; 
dispensers  are  appointed,  as  cited  by  Dr.  Benjafield,  the- 
workhouse  medical  officer,  there  is  either  a  resident  medical' 
officer  or  a  resident  assistant.    In  the  first  instance  the 
assistant  medical  officer,  when  appointed,  might  act  as 
dispenser,  and,  if  further  assistance  is  found  necessary,  the 
question  can  be  considered  whether  the  appointment  of  a 
second  assistant  or  a  dispenser  is  more  desirable.  The 
letter  has  been  referred  by  the  guardians  to  a  committee. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Brighton  Board  of  Guardians  on 
November  27,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cocks  moved  resolutions  to 
appoint  a  resident  medical  oflScer  at  the  workhouse,  part 
of  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  train  the  probationers  in 
sick-nursing,  "  together  with  the  discharge  of  the  duty 
now  performed  by  the  dispenser  of  medicines."  In  the 
course  of  his  speech  Mr.  Cocks  pointed  out  that  by  dis- 
pensing with  the  dispenser  under  his  scheme  there  would 
be  a  saving  of  55/.  per  annum.    However,  he  understood 
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there  was  a  general  feeling  that  the  words  "  together  with 
the  discharge  of  the  duty  now  performed  by  the  dispenser 
of  medicines "  would  mean  that  the  present  dispenser 
would  lose  his  situation,  so  he  was  prepared  to  leave  these 
words  out  if  an  amendment  to  that  effect  were  moved. 
An  amendment  was  accordingly  moved  to  delete  the  phrase, 
one  niember  claiming  that  there  was  no  earthly  reason  why 
the  dispenser  should  be  dispensed  with.  Not  a  single  word 
had  been  said  against  him,  and  he  had  saved  the  Board  a 
good  deal  of  expense.  By  twenty-six  votes  to  two  the 
amendment  was  carried. 

Midland  Notes. 
Influenza  in  its  numerous  forms  has  made  Birmingham 
suburban  doctors  busy,  and  dispensers  have  been  unusually 
tried  in  consequence. 

The  Birmingham  city  analyst  has  just  issued  his  quarterly 
:  report,  and  it  states  that  the  proportion  of  adulteration  of 
butters  is  about  twice  that  usually  foimd  in  the  third  quarter 
of  the  year. 

The  medical  men  of  Birmingham  are,  with  the  hospital 
authorities,  taking  active  measures  to  ensure  the  proper  use 
of  hospitals  and  the  prevention  of  their  abuse  by  persons 
who  are  well  able  to  pay  for  medical  advice. 

There  are  now  118  Magistrates  in  Birmingham,  many,  like 
Mr.  Barclay,  qualified  to  sit  in  Warwickshire  and  Worcester- 
shire as  well.  Mr.  Brampton,  one  of  the  new  J.P.s,  was 
originally  connected  with  pharmacy,  but  left  it  many  years 
ago  for  the  cycle-industry. 

To  show  to  junior  pharmacy  the  possibilities  in  our 
midst  it  was  reported  to  the  Aston  Education  Committee 
that  Mr.  F.  Barrow,  a  former  student  of  the  Technical 
School  who  proceeded  to  the  Birmingham  University,  has 
been  awarded  a  scholarship  of  150^.  a  year,  which  has 
enabled  him  to  go  to  Strasburg  for  chemical-research  work. 

The  difficult  question  of  ownership  of  laboratory  note- 
books has  again  cropped  up.  The  Dunlop  Rubber  Co. 
prosecuted  Stanley  Tolson,  now  of  Crayford,  Kent,  for 
wilful  damage  to  the  extent  of  41.  to  fifteen  books  belong- 
ing to  the  company.  He  had  been  their  chemist  for  nearly 
two  years,  and  left  in  October.  The  books  contained 
analyses,  letters,  and  reports.  The  defence  was  that  the 
books  were  only  useful  to  defendant,  but  the  Bench  fined 
him  20.S.  and  costs. 

Photographic  Art. 
An  interesting  gathering  of  members  and  friends  of  the 
Wellcome  Club  and  Institute  took  place  in  the  club  gym- 
nasium at  Dartford  on  December  1,  when  the  sixth  annual 
exhibition  of  the  Wellcome  Photographic  Club  was  opened. 
Mr.  H.  S.  Wellcome  was  present  with  Mrs.  Wellcome  (who 
opened  the  exhibition)  and  their  son.  Dr.  Jowett,  in  his 
prehminary  remarks,  said  that  the  members  of  the  club, 
with  the  aid  of  the  opportunities  afforded  them  by  Mr. 
Wellcome,  had  raised  their  photographs  to  the  highest 
level  in  art.  The  Secretary  of  the  Club  (Mr.  F.  C.  Starnes) 
then  read  the  names  of  the  winners  of  the  club  bronze 
plaques,  a  reproduction  of  which  has  been  given  in  the 
6.  cfc  D.  Three  plaques  were  given  for  single  photographs 
and  one  for  the  best  holiday  set.  After  Mrs.  Wellcome 
'^S?^^^^  exhibition  open  the  Chairman  of  the  Club 
t^'it  ^117  11  ^'^'os'^ie)  expressed  the  members'  appreciation 
ot  Mr.  Wellcome's  generous  support,  which  Mr.  Wellcome 
acknowledged  m  a  feeling  manner.  He  considered  the  pro- 
gress ot  the  club  m  technicality  and  good  artistic  taste 
marvellous,  and  the  walls  of  the  gymnasium  covered  with 
the  members^  work  bore  him  out.  The  first  prize  was 
awarded  to  Mr.  G.  T.  Gale  for  "  A  Road  in  Flanders,"  a 
simple  study  of  the  impressionist  type  of  winter  trees 
containing  nothing  extrinsic.  Mr.  S.  F.  Morgan's  "  Chisle- 
hurst  Common,"  a  presentation  of  a  silver  birch-tree  in  the 
typical  rough  Kentish-common  setting,  took  the  second 
plaque ;  while  the  third  was  given  for  Mr.  F.  C.  Starnes' 
marine  study,  "  Sunset  "  on  the  open  sea,  which  was  a  fine 
enlargement  of  one  print  from  his  holiday  set,  "  To  Edin- 
burgh by  Water."  The  prize  holiday  set  of  direct  prints 
was  Mr.  R.  E.  Jackson's  "  Thames  to  Tyne,"  one  of  which 
("  Outward  Bound  ")  also  received  honourable  mention  in 
the  general  class.  Honourable  mention  was  also  made  of 
Mr.  H.  0.  Sayer's  Cornish  rock  scene,  "  Anstey's  Cove," 
and  of  Mr  A.  Wilson's  "  Child  Study." 


Disinfectants  at  Tottenham. 
The  medical  officer  of  health  of  Tottenham,  in  a  report 
circulated  on  Monday,  stated  that  during  the  preceding 
fortnight  carbolated  creosote  had  been  distributed  to  5,260 
applicants  and  carbolic  powder  to  996.  The  following 
quantities  of  disinfectants  had  also  been  supplied  :  82  gals, 
carbolated  creosote  and  282  lb.  carbolic  powder  for  the  flush- 
carts,  18  gals.  Izol  for  urinals,  1  gal.  creosote  for  mortuary, 
169  half-pints  crude  Sanitas  for  cases  of  infectious  diseases, 
and  9  gals,  carbolated  creosote  for  fish-offal  van. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

Professor  W.  Palmer  Wynne  gave  a  popular  lecture, 
entitled  "  Wealth  for  Waste,"  on  December  1. 

Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme  was  present  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Court  of  Governors  of  the  Sheffield  Univer- 
sity on  November  30. 

The  Heeley  Naturalists'  Field  Club  is  the  latest  addition 
to  local  organisation  with  botanical  objects.  Its  first  meet- 
ing was  held  on  Saturday  last,  December  1. 

Dr.  H.  C.  Sorby,  Sheffield's  grand  old  man  of  science,  had 
an  accident  on  December  1,  which  resulted  in  a  broken  leg. 
Dr.  Sorby,  who  is  an  honorary  member  of  the  Sheffield 
Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society,  has  passed  his 
eightieth  year,  and  the  accident  and  the  resultant  shock 
are  thus  a  serious  matter,  but  fortunately  he  is  reported  to 
be  progressing  satisfactorily. 

The  "  Sheffield  Argus,"  commenting  on  the  annual  dinner 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society,  said  : 

It  may  Interest  you  to  know — 
That  the  Lord  Mayor  was  not  particularly  happy  in  his 

speech  at  the  pharmaceutical  chemists'  annual  dinner. 
That  ho  said  he  was  greatly  impressed  with  "the  smart, 

intelligent  appearance  of  the  faces  "  he  saw  round  the  table. 
That  as  the  pharmaceutical  chemists  are  more  than 

ordinarily  intelligent,  and  often  highly  educated,  they  did 

not  altogether  appreciate  what,  no  doubt,  was  intended  as 

a  compliment. 

The  Sale  of  Spirit  of  Salt. 
In  the  Southwark  Coroner's  Court  on  December  5,  Dr. 
F.  J.  Waldo  held  an  inquest  with  reference  to  the  death  of 
Mary  Amelia  Bowles  (19),  who  poisoned  herself  by  taking 
spirit  of  salt.  Deceased  had  had  both  legs  amputated,  and 
on  November  28  she  was  taken  out  by  her  twelve-year-old 
sister  in  a  Bath  chair.  She  persuaded  the  sister  to  go  into 
an  oil  and  colour  man's  shop  and  purchase  three-pennyworth 
of  spirit  of  salt.  It  was  put  in  the  medicine-bottle  supplied, 
and  was  labelled  "Poison"  in  blue  paint;  but  this  was 
rubbed  off,  and  the  girl  after  she  got  home  poured  a  portion 
out  into  a  cup  and  drank  it.  She  died  in  Guy's  Hospital. 
The  Coroner  said  labels  are  all  liable  to  be  rubbed  off  by  the 
action  of  the  acid ;  but  the  greatest  evil,  to  his  mind,  is  the 
fact  that  anyone  can  sell  such  deadly  poison  with  no  one 
to  say  him  nay,  whereas  poisons  of  perhaps  far  less  deadly 
a  character  are  restricted  by  schedule  to  chemists.  John 
Bird,  assistant  to  Mr.  Trotman,  an  oil  and  colour  man,  of 
71  High  Street,  Peckliam,  said  he  served  the  child  with 
the  spirit  of  salt  in  the  medicine-bottle,  painting  the  word 
"  Poison  "  in  blue  letters  on  the  label  already  there.  The 
Coroner  :  How  much  spirit  of  salt  are  you  allowed  to  keep 
at  a  time  ?  Witness  :  We  are  allowed  to  keep  a  gallon  at 
a  time,  and  I  have  never  heard  of  any  restriction  as  to  how 
we  should  sell  it  or  as  to  the  quantity.  The  Coroner  :  You 
have,  of  course,  the  option  of  putting  "  Poison "  on  the 
bottle  or  not,  not  like  a  chemist  who  has  and  does  take 
every  precaution  ?  Witness  :  I  always  put  "  Poison  "  on  the 
bottle.  The  Coroner  :  But  can  you  explain  to  me  why  a 
medicine-bottle  can  be  used  for  such  a  purpose  when  ob- 
viously it  is  the  very  first  thing  a  person  would  drink  out 
of  ?  Witness  :  A  grown-up  person  would  mostly  know  what 
he  was  doing,  but  a  child  would  be  more  likely  to  drink 
out  of  a  ginger-beer  bottle  or  a  cup  than  a  medicine-bottle. 
A  Juror  :  I  certainly  think  that  the  sale  should  be  restricted 
to  chemists,  so  as  to  prevent  such  affairs  as  this.  The 
Coroner  :  Very  well ;  I  can  only  say  I  am  doing  all  I  can 
to  that  end,  and  if  that  is  your  view  you  must  embody  your 
opinion  in  a  rider  so  as  to  give  some  weight  to  the  idea. 
Mr.  Herbert  Stanley  Webb,  house-surgeon  at  Guy's  Hos- 
pital, said  they  got  a  large  number  of  cases  of  spirit-of-salt 
poisoning.    He  considered  it  is  extremely  dangerous  for 
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oil  and  colour  men  to  sell  such  poisons.  In  his  opinion  that 
'poison  could  be  included  in  the  Poison  Schedule  with  the 
greatest  advantage.  The  Coroner  :  Poisons,  if  scheduled, 
can  only  be  sold  by  chemists,  and  they  would  be  responsible 
for  the  poison-label  on  the  bottle  and  the  person  to  whom 
it  was  sold,  and  they,  with  their  usual  care,  would  see 
that  the  poison  was  not  sold  to  the  public  detriment.  The 
jury  eventually  returned  a  verdict  that  the  deceased  com- 
mitted suicide  while  in  a  state  of  depression,  owing  to  her 
•physical  intirmity.  The  Coroner  :  I  might  say  that  there  is 
a  Bill  before  Parliament  with  reference  to  this  poison. 
'The  Foreman  :  And  the  sooner  it  becomes  law  that  the  sale 
IS  stopped  as  it  goes  on  now,  the  better. 

Charge  against  an  Assistant. 
At  Greenwich  Police  Court  on  December  5,  William  Ross 
'(28),  described  as  a  chemist,  of  Meadowcourt  Road,  Lee, 
was  charged  with  stealing  2.'.  10(1.,  the  money  of  his 
employer,  William  Kennett,  of  349  High  Road,  Lee.  The 
■case  for  the  prosecution  was  that  two  persons  were  sent  to 
make  purchases  at  the  shop,  and  that  the  slip  in  the  check- 
till  did  not  show  these  sums  as  being  accounted  for.  When 
arrested  the  prisoner  said,  "  This  is  very  serious.  I  may 
have  made  a  mistake,  and  not  put  the  money  in  the  till." 
The  prisoner  elected  to  go  for  trial,  and  he  was  accordingly 
committed  to  the  South  London  Sessions,  and  admitted  to 
(bail  in  10/. 

K"o  Customers  to  be  Found. 
At  Chorley  on  December  4,  Robert  and  Frederick  Birt- 
■wistle,  of  the  firm  of  Birtwistle  &  Sons,  veterinary-medi- 
.cine  vendors,  of  Hud  Hey,  Haslingden,  were  summoned 
for  obtaining  11.  3.?.  9f/.  by  false  pretences  from  John 
Coop.  Prosecutor  alleged  that  he  was  induced  to  become 
agent  for  the  defendants'  cattle-medicines  through  the 
representation  that  he  would  be  able  to  earn  13.'!.  or  14.?. 
per  week.  He  was  induced  to  purchase  goods  to  the  value 
of  1?.  7.?.  6d,  for  which  he  paid  1?.  3.';.  9d.  on  account,  but 
found  there  vs'ere  no  customers  in  the  district.  The  defence 
was  that  it  was  a  bond-fide  business  transaction,  but  the 
Bench  convicted  and  imposed  a  fine  of  40.?.  and  5?.  12^.  costs. 

The  Local  Action  of  Chloroform. 
At  the  trial  of  William  Sanday  for  murder  (C.  D  , 
November  10,  p.  700,  and  November  17,  p.  739)  at  the 
Notts  Assizes  on  November  30,  Mr.  Spencer  Howard  Plattin, 
chemist  and  druggist,  said  when  the  prisoner  came  into  his 
shop  he  asked  for  2  oz.  of  chloroform,  and  witness  told  him 
he  could  not  have  it.  "Why  not?"  asked  Sanday. 
"  Because  we  do  not  sell  it,"  replied  the  witness.  The 
jDrisoner  then  produced  a  1-oz.  bottle  which  contained  some 
chloroform,  and  said  that  he  used  it  on  board  ship.  Mr. 
Plattin  told  him  that  if  he  could  give  suthcient  and  legiti- 
mate reason  why  he  should  be  supplied  with  it  he  would 
let  him  have  some.  Prisoner  said  he  was  a  steward  on  the 
'  Oceanic,  and  he  used  chloroform  to  blow  in  the  faces  of 
seasick  passengers  to  prevent  them  from  getting  worse. 
TVIr.  Plattin  believed  in  the  prisoner's  bona  fides  and  let 
him  have  what  he  wanted.  In  cross-examination  the  wit- 
ness said  he  did  not  know  that  chloroform  would  scald 
if  thrown  into  people's  faces.  It  subsequently  proved  that 
the  whole  of  the  prisoner's  statements  as  to  being  a  steward 
on  board  the  Oreaiilc  were  fabrications,  and  Mr.  Moresby 
"White,  counsel  for  the  defence,  suffe-ested  that  tho  prisoner 
never  made  any  statement  about  blowing  chloroforrn  into 
people's  faces,  asserting  that  such  a  statement  would  have 
■excited  the  chemist's  suspicion. 

In  a  letter  to  the  "  Nottinq-ham  Guardian"  on  Decem- 
ber 3  Mr.  T.  Freeman,  chemist  and  druffeist,  pointed  out 
that  pure  chloroform  thrown  on  or  anplied  to  the  skin  of 
the  hands  or  face  causes  for  a  verv  short  time  a  sensation 
of  severe  cold,  owiner  to  the  rapidity  of  evaporation.  In 
five  or  six  minutes  this  passes  away,  leaving  absolutely  no 
traces  of  auv  kind  whatever.  Only  to  an  extremely  sensi- 
tive part  like  the  eye  would  it  give  rise  to  anvthincr  like 
severe  pain  and  inflammation,  which  would  gradually 
diminish  and  leave  no  trace  after  two  or  three  hours. 

Committal  in  Default. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Friday,  November  30, 
liefore  Judge  Rentoul.  K.C..  ]\Ir.  C.  E.  ^Moorman,  chemist, 
Alexandra  Terrace,  Shanklin,  I.W.,  sought  to  have  Mr. 
Philip  Frith,  Mansion  House  Chambers,  Queen  Victoria 
Street,  E.C.,  committed  for  the  non-payment  of  27/.  due 


for  drugs  and  medicines  supplied  to  him  and  his  family 
while  on  a  holiday  last  summer.  It  was  shown  that  the 
defendant  had  3/.  a  week,  and  the  Judge  ordered  payment 
of  IQ.s.  a  month,  with  committal  in  default. 

Tubeless  Feeders  Preferred. 
The  Health  Committee  of  the  Eccles  Town  Council,  says 
a  report,  have  decided  to  ask  the  Local  Government  Board 
to  prohibit  by  law  the  sale  of  infants'  feeding-bottles  fitted 
with  long  tubes,  owing  to  the  clanger  attached  to  their 
use.  Other  Councils  in  the  country  are  to  be  invited  to 
support  the  action  of  the  committee.

Bacteriological  Fees. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Belfast  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee a  report  was  read  fi-om  the  Medical  Superintendent 
Officer  of  Health  with  reference  to  an  account  from  Professor 
Symmeds,  Queen's  College,  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tions. Professor  Symmeds  suggested  that  instead  of  the 
present  scale  of  charges  he  be  paid  a  fixed  sum  of  200?.  per 
annum  for  one  year,  after  which  it  could  bo  determined 
what  was  required  and  what  were  the  actual  expenses.  For 
that  sum  he  was  prepared  to  undertake  such  work  as  would 
serve  the  interests  of  the  city  from  a  bacteriological  point 
of  view,  but  he  was  not  to  be  swamped  with  such  work. — The 
committee  agreed  to  pay  200/.  a  year  for  at  least  a  year. 
Stamped  Medicines. 
In  the  "Sinn  Fein,"  published  in  Dublin,  reference  is 
made  to  taxes  paid  in  England  but  not  applicable  to  Ireland. 
The  stamp-duty  on  medicines  is  given  as  an  instance  : 

Neavlv  all  of  these  patent  medicines  have  to  be  obtained 
from  England,  whore  the  duty  has  been  paid  on  them  by  the 
manufacturer.  The  duty  must  be  paid  before  the  articles 
leave  the  factory,  although  they  are  intended  for  Irish  con- 
sumntion.  The  duty  is  added  to  the  price,  and  the  Irish 
purchaser  has  to  pav  it.  Ireland  is  sunposed  to  pay  no 
duty  yet  it  is  impoRsib'e  to  obtain  in  Dublin  Scigel  s  syrup, 
Beecham's  pills,  HoUoway's  pit's,  ointments,  plasters, 
medicated  wines,  etc.,  without  having  to  nay  for  the  stamp 
attarhod.  This  is  the  case  all  over  Ireland.  Estimating  on 
the  basis  of  population.  I  reckon  that  we  pay  40.000/.  per 
year  bv  this  means.  Of  course,  this  is  collected  in  England, 
in  the  first  instance  from  the  manufacturer,  and  is  credited 
to  Eiiglisli  revenue,  as  it  would  be  unlawful  for  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  English  Exchequer  to  credit  it  to  Ireland. 
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Local  newspapers  containing-  marked  items  of  news  interesting 
to  the  Trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor.

Juvenile  Smoking. 
Sir  Henry  Littlejohn  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Scottish 
Anti-tobacco  Society  held  in  Edinburgh  on  November  21,  at 
which  Mr.  J.  Eutherford  Hill,  Ph.C,  Chairman  of  the 
Edinburgh  Band  of  Hope,  gave  an  address  on  tobacco 
as  a  habit  comparable  with  indulgence  in  opium  or  other 
drugs,  the  effect  being  precisely  the  same  in  kind  though 
different  in  degree.  Mr.  Hill  proposed  a  resolution  craving 
the  Government  to  assist  in  the  suppression  of  juvenile 
smoking,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Strychnine-in-Shortbread  Case. 
The  Chief  Constable  of  Ayrshire  has  issued  a  handbill 
bearing  facsimiles  of  the  addressed  adhesive  label 
on  the  tin  containing  the  poisoned  shortbread,  of  printed 
instructions  on  a  card  found  in  the  tin,  of  the  words 
*'  With  happy  greetings  from  an  old  friend  "  appearing  on 
the  reverse  side  of  the  card,  and  of  the  tin  itself  (with  lid 
off)  containing  the  shortbread.  The  handbill  states  that  it 
is  thought  that  the  shortbread  is  factory-made  and  that  it  is 
sold  without  the  sugar-icing  covering,  the  icing  having  been 
afterwards  applied  by  an  amateur  hand.  The  police  desire 
information  as  to  places  where  such  shortbread  is  made  or 
retailed,  the  names  of  firms  that  issue  printed  instructions 
such  as  were  found  in  the  tin,  or  information  concerning 
anyone  who  sent  the  shortbread,  v;ho  procured  it,  or  covered 
it  with  icing,  or  supplied  the  icing-mixture,  or  who  carried 
the  parcel  to  the  Kilmarnock  Post  Office.  A  man,  named 
Brown,  is  in  Ayr  Prison,  on  suspicion  of  having  murdered 
Miss  McKerrow,  who  died  with  symptoms  of  strychnine- 
poisoning  after  eating  some  of  the  cake. 

Glasgow  Notes. 
Partickhill  can  now  boast  of  having  two  chemists'  shops. 
A  few  pharmacists  still  show  photographic  goods  in  their 
windows. 

It  is  rumoured  that  a  chemist's  shop  is  to  be  opened  in 
the  Shawlands  direction. 

It  is  thought  by  many  who  attended  the  "At  Home" 
of  the  local  association  that  it  ought  to  become  an  annual 
lunction. 

Notwithstanding  the  inclement  weather,  there  are  still 
one  or  two  medicinal  plants  to  be  seen  in  fruit  at  the 
Botanic  Gardens.

Suggested  Medicine  Stamp-duty.— This  proposal  has 
aroused  a  good  deal  of  opposition,  and  everything  possible 
will  be  dene,  on  behalf  of  manufacturers  and  sellers  of 
specialities,  to  oppose  the  measure.  This  attitude  has  taken 
concrete  form  all  the  more  rapidly,  as  we  have  before  us 
the  success  which  attended  the  firm  opposition  to  the  pro- 
posed tax  on  pharmaceutical  specialities  introduced  by  M. 


Rouvier  in  1890.  M.  Vaudin,  President  of  the  General 
Association  of  French  Pharmacists,  is  to  appear  before  the 
Budget  Commission  in  opposition  to  the  Bill.  A  meeting 
of  pharmacists  is  being  held  this  week  to  consider  what 
steps  are  to  be  taken  for  the  purpose  of  combating  the 
proposed  new  measure,  but  the  proceedings  for  the  present 
are  to  be  considered  as  private.  The  proposal  comes  at  a 
time  when  French  phaimacists  are  much  divided  on  the  sub- 
ject of  specialities,  and  agitation  is  progressing  on  various 
sides  concerning  the  price-maintaining  question ;  but  the 
trade  is  sinking  its  differences  for  the  present  in  view  of 
making  a  unanimous  protest  against  a  step  which  would 
be  in  many  ways  detrimental  to  French  pharmacy.  The 
proposed  duty  is  said  to  be  in  the  place  of  that  originally 
suggested  on  mineral  waters,  which  fell  through. 

The  Laboratory  of  M.  Capel,  a  chemist,  of  Pomet,  was 
the  scene  on  Sunday  of  a  terrible  explosion,  in  which 
M.  Capel,  his  wife,  and  three  children  perished. 

Monument  to  Lamarck. — The  Paris  Museum  of  Natural 
History  has  decided  to  erect  a  monumiDnt  in  the  garden  of 
the  museum  to  the  memory  of  the  naturalist  Lamarck,  who 
died  in  Paris  in  1829. 

M.  Mois.SAN  AND  THE  NoBEL  PRIZES. — M.  Moissau  left 
Paris  for  Stockholm  on  Wednesday,  in  order  to  be  present 
in  person  on  Monday,  December  10,  at  the  official  distribu- 
tion of  the  Nobel  prizes. 

The  White-lead  Problem  was  again  discussed  in  the 
Senate  last  week,  and  a  proposal  that  in  three  years  from 
date  the  use  of  white-lead  and  lithargyrated  linseed  oil  be 
prohibited  for  all  indoor  painting-work  was  carried  by  a 
show  of  hands.  The  same  proposal  in  respect  to  most  out- 
side work  was  rejected. 

Fostering  Foreign  Trade. — The  "National  Export 
Trade  Office "  announces  that  M.  Jean  Perier,  French 
Consul,  Commercial  Attache,  to  the  French  Embassy  in 
London,  has  arranged  to  visit  Paris  at  regular  intervals  for 
the  purpose  of  advising  French  manufacturers  and  merchants 
desirous  of  consulting  him  relative  to  possible  British 
markets  for  their  goods.  We  understand  that  it  was 
M.  Perier's  remarkable  reports,  etc.,  which  suggested  to  the 
French  Government  the  recent  decision  to  increase  the 
number  of  "  Commercial  Attaches  '  and  to  create  a  post  of 
this  kind  in  connection  with  each  of  the  important  French 
Embassies  abroad. 

German  New  Remedies  in  Algeria. — French  phar- 
macists in  Algeria  took  opportunity  some  little  time  ago 
to  make  their  "  bitter  cry  "  to  their  colleagues  at  home 
relative  to  certain  anomalies  of  Customs,  etc.  Medical 
wines  which  have  already  paid  duty  are  obliged  to  pay  a 
further  octroi  Je  mer  to  enter  Algeria  ;  while  such  chemicals 
as  salicylates  and  iodoform  are  taxed  as  alcohol.  The 
opotherapic  products  of  a  German  house,  sent  direct 
(ovareden,  etc.),  are  all  stopped  at  the  Customs-house  as 
prohibited  (except  thyraden),  while  when  sent  from  branch 
houses  they  enter  freely.  The  same  observation  applies  to 
another  firm's  goods  (stypticin,  iodipin,  and  bromopin). 
Finally,  goods  are  opened  for  Customs  examination  in 
absence  of  the  consignee,  and  often  thus  damaged. 

Windfall  for  the  Pasteur  Institute. — Following  on 
the  news  of  the  handsome  gift  by  Mr.  Carnegie  in  honour 
of  the  Curies,  mentioned  in  the  C.  <£■  D.  last  week,  comes 
the  news  that  a  wealthy  landed  proprietor  named  M.  Audrac, 
recently  deceased  at  Le  Luc,  near  Draguignan,  has  left  the 
Pasteur  Institute  the  whole  of  his  fortune,  valued  at  least 
at  the  equivalent  of  50,000?.  Interviewed  on  the  subject. 
Dr.  Roux,  the  distinguished  director  of  the  Institute,  stated 
that  he  had  received  a  visit  from  a  lawyer,  who  informed 
him  that  a  will  had  been  found  bequeathing  the  whole  of 
the  property  to  the  Institute.  The  reserve,  however,  was 
made  that  another  document  might  possibly  come  to  light 
making  various  bequests  or  otherwise  disposing  of  part  or 
whole  of  the  property ;  and  consequently,  with  the  cautious- 
ness of  the  true  scientist,  Dr.  Roux  says  that  some  time  must 
elapse  before  the  Pasteur  Institute  can  know  definitely  how 
it  stands  with  roaard  to  the  inheritance.  In  the  meanwhile 
he  is  being  heartily  congratulated  cn  the  subject.

Seventeen  Pharmaceutical  Students  have  been  admitted 
to  the  Tokyo  Imperial  University  this  session. 

Some  Dissatisfaction  is  expressed  among  pharmacists 
regarding  the  third  edition  of  the  Imperial  Pharmacopoeia. 
Some  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  it  is  a  direct  translation  of  the 
German  Pharmacopoeia. 

The  Dispensership  of  the  Imperial  prison  has,  for  the 
first  time,  been  thrown  open  to  qualified  chemists.  The 
salary  of  12  yen  to  40  yen  per  month  is  small  compared  with 
that  of  the  prison  doctors,  who  are  paid  1,200  yen  per 
annum. 

Off  to  Malaya. — Mr.  Yasuzumi  Isaburo,  of  Yasuzumi  & 
Co.,  insect-powder  manufacturers  and  exporters,  Osaka, 
has  gone  on  a  four-months'  tour  to  the  Malayan  Peninsula, 
via  Shanghai,  Hong-Kong,  and  Canton.  He  is  representing 
the  Osaka  Manufacturing  Chemists'  Guild. 

Business  Organisations. — The  Patent-medicine  Im- 
porters' Association  has  at  length  been  established.  The 
first  meeting  was  held  at  Tokyo,  and  directors  were  elected. 
The  Osaka  Association  of  Patent-medicine  Vendors  is  like- 
wise an  accomplished  fact.  The  latter  includes  590  whole- 
sale and  2,245  retail  houses. 

Prospects  in  Saghalien. — A  Japanese  pharmacist,  who 
is  visiting  Saghalien,  states  that  the  "  kombu,"  or  seaweed, 
gathered  in  great  aoundance  around  the  coasts  of  the  island, 
is  not  of  much  value  for  producing  iodine,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  same  plants  in  Hokkado  are  very  productive 
of  iodine.  There  are  very  few  Japanese  chemists  in  the 
various  ports  of  the  island,  and  he  thinks  there  is  con- 
siderable business  to  be  done  there  by  qualified  chemists  and 
medical  men. 

The  Japan  Acetic-acid  Co.  has  increased  its  capital  and 
enlarged  the  scope  of  the  business.  The  company  was  esta- 
blished in  1902  to  manufacture  acetic  acid,  which  had 
previously  been  imported  in  considerable  quantity.  The 
company  now  manufactures  acetic  acid  of  as  good  quality,  it 
claims,  as  the  imported  article.  Acetate  of  lime  is  also 
abundantly  produced  in  Japan.  The  importation  of  glacial 
acetic  acid  is  increasing  yearly,  and  it  is  to  meet  the  demand 
shown  by  the  imports  that  the  company  has  sought  more 
capital. 

Dr.  Jokichi  Takamine,  the  discoverer  of  adrenalin,  taka- 
diastase,  etc.,  who  has  been  for  years  in  the  research 
laboratories  of  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  in  U.S.A.,  is 
in  Japan  on  a  lecturing  tour.  He  visited  Kanasawa,  his 
native  place,  and  from  there  went  to  Osaka,  and  will  pro- 
ceed to  all  the  big  cities  and  towns  in  the  country,  telling 
his  countrymen  all  about  his  chemical  discoveries.  His  title 
of  Kogaku-Hakushi  (Doctor  of  Technical  Science)  is  not 
considered  sufficient  by  his  countrymen,  so  he  has  since  been 
given  the  further  degree  of  Yakugaku  Hakushi  (Doctor  of 
Pharmaceutical  Science)  by  the  Minister  of  Education. 

An  Anniversary. — The  oldest  magazine  devoted  particu- 
larly to  drugs,  chemicals,  and  sundries  in  Japan  is  the  "  Sow- 
raka  Shimbun,"  or  "  Japan  Druggist,"  of  Osaka.  The  pro- 
prietor is  Mr.  J.  Shiomi,  a  qualified  pharmacist  and  the 
proprietor  of  one  of  the  oldest  drug-houses  in  Osaka,  or 
perhaps  in  Japan.  He  is  also  the  founder  of  the  Osaka 
College  of  Pharmacy.  The  "  Shimbun  "  is  now  fifteen  years 
old,  and  the  anniversary  of  its  establishment  was  celebrated 
on  November  10.  Invitations  were  sent  to  all  the  noted 
pharmacists,  scientists,  and  medical  men  in  the  country. 
Even  Cabinet  Ministers  were  invited.  400  invitations  being 
sent  out,  and  speeches  and  ceremonials  were  followed  by  a 
grand  dinner. 


Albert  Lake  Salt-mines.— Mr.  A.  B.  Lloyd  mentions  in  his 
book  "  Uganda  to  Khartoum  "  that  in  the  Kibiro  district  the 
natives  make  salt  from  springs  that  issue  hot  from  the  earth. 
The  method  of  preparation  is  peculiar  :  the  ground  where  the 
springs  ooze  out  is  levelled,  and  the  .  water  spreads  over, 
drying  by  the  heat  of  the  sun.  A  layer  of  salt  thus  forms  on 
the  surface ;  this  is  scraped  off  and  put  into  earthenware 
filters,  through  which  water  is  made  to  percolate.  The  strong 
brine  is  evaporated  until  it  crystallises.  The  salt  is  packed 
into  10-lb.  bundles,  with  banana  fibre  as  a  covering,  and  sells 
at  half  a  rupee  per  lb.  at  Hoima  and  other  markets.

High  Court  Cases. 

The  Iron-Ox  Actio-vs. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  November  30,  the 
cases  of  the  Iron-Ox  Remedy  Co.,  Ltd.,  v.  the  Co-operative 
Wholesale  Society,  Ltd.,  and  of  the  Iron-Ox  Remedy  Co.  v. 
the  Leeds  Industrial  Co-operative  Society,  Ltd.,  were  again 
mentioned  before  Mr.  Justice  Warrington.  Mr.  W.  S. 
Glyn- Jones,  for  the  plaintiff  company,  asked  that  the  motions 
might  again  stand  over  for  another  week.  His  Lordship 
directed  the  motions  to  be  heard  next  Friday. 

Beecham  v.  Still. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  November  30,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Warrington,  Mr.  Martelli  said  he  had  a  motion 
by  the  manufacturers  of  Beecham's  pills  to  restrain  the 
defendant,  Mr.  D.  U.  Still,  chemist,  Woolwich,  from  selling, 
as  Beecham's  pills,  pills  which  were  not  of  plaintiffs' 
manufacture.  Mr.  Joseph  Smith  appeared  on  the  other 
side,  and  agreed  that  there  should  be  a  perpetual  injunc- 
tion in  the  terms  of  the  notice  of  motion,  that  the  defendant 
should  pay  a  certain  sum  as  damages  and  costs,  and  that 
all  further  proceedings  should  be  stayed.  His  Lordship 
assented. 

Sacco,  Ltd.,  v.  Wightman. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  November  30,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Neville,  Mr.  Austen  Cartmell  said  that  in  this 
case  he  had  a  motion  to  make  an  injunction  granted  by  his 
Lordship  {C.  Ji-  D.,  November  17,  p.  743)  perpetual  and  stay 
all  further  proceedings  in  the  action,  except  so  far  as  might 
be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  order.  The  defendant  ap- 
peared in  person  and  was  willing  to  sign  the  Registrar's 
book.  Counsel  explained  the  nature  of  the  action,  and  said 
there  had  been  negotiations  between  the  parties,  and  matters 
in  dispute  were  now  settled.  Part  of  the  terms  of  settle- 
ment was  that  the  injunction  should  be  made  perpetual 
and  that  all  further  proceedings  in  the  action  should  be 
stayed. — Mr.  Justice  Neville  made  the  injunction  perpetual, 
and  stayed  all  further  proceedings  in  the  action,  except  so 
far  as  might  be  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  terms  of  the 
order. 

Ulster  Chemists,  Ltd. 
In  the  Dublin  Courts  on  November  29,  judgment  was  given 
in  the  claim  of  David  Boyd,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
Donegal  Square,  Belfast,  against  the  liquidator  of  the  Ulster 
Chemists,  Ltd.  The  claim  was  for  compensation  in  respect 
to  alleged  breach  of  contract  (see  C.  <L-  D.,  September  1, 
p.  359).  The  facts  of  the  case  were  as  follows  :  The  ap- 
plicant sold  his  business  in  North  Street,  Belfast,  to  the 
Ulster  Chemists.  Ltd.,  in  1897,  at  the  same  time  entering 
into  an  agreement  that  the  company  were  to  employ  him 
as  manager  of  the  business  for  a  period  of  five  years  from 
November  1,  1897.  On  October  29,  1900,  an  order  was 
made  by  Mr.  Justice  Barton  for  the  voluntary  winding-up 
of  the  company  under  the  supervision  of  the  Court.  In  the 
following  month  the  liquidator  endeavoured  to  sell  this 
business,  but  failed  to  do  so.  In  December  1900  the 
liquidator  sold  the  business  back  to  the  applicant,  Mr.  Boyd, 
who  now  contended  that  he  was  entitled  to  compensation  for 
the  failure  of  the  company  to  employ  him  in  the  years  1901 
and  1902,  the  balance  of  the  period  covered  by  his  five-years' 
agreement.  The  liquidator's  case  was  that  the  applicant  by 
buying  back  his  business  had  waived  his  right  to  damages 
under  the  agreement,  and  had  made  it  impossible  for  the 
company  to  carry  out  their  contract. 

Mr.  Justice  Barton,  in  giving  judgment,  said  there  should 
be  a  reference  to  Chambers  to  fix  the  salary  of  the  applicant, 
subject  to  the  consideration  mentioned.  Having  referred  to 
various  English,  Scotch,  and  Irish  cases  bearing  upon  this 
case,  he  said  they  did  not  matter  much  one  way  or  the 
other,  because  they  simply  bore  on  the  question  of  the  con- 
struction of  a  contract.  In  th's  case  there  was  a  breach  of 
contract,  and  there  must  be  a  reference,  because  he  could 
not  say  that  the  damages  were  merely  nominal.  The 
winding-up  of  the  company  operated  as  a  wrongful  dismissal 
of  the  applicant,  and  that  might  be  an  important  element 
in  the  question  of  costs  or  otherwise.    But  the  question 


now  was  whether  there  should  be  a  reference  at  all.  The 
sale  was  irrespective  of  the  claim  for  damages.  That  the 
applicant  had  waived  his  claim  there  was,  he  thought,  no 
suggestion.  The  liquidator  regarded  the  claim  as  having 
been  acted  upon.  The  applicant  might  have  been  shut 
out  from  any  employment,  and  he  did  not  think  the  fact 
of  the  sale  affected  applicant's  right  to  claim  for  damages.  He 
did  not  know  whether  evidence  would  be  taken  before  the 
Chief  Clerk,  but,  having  heard  the  whole  claim,  he  thought 
the  applicant  was  entitled  to  more  than  nominal  damages, 
and,  that  being  so,  there  must  be  a  reference. 

His  Lordship,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Brown,  K.C.,  reserved  th& 
question  of  costs. 

Veedee  Vibrators. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  November  30,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Neville,  Mr.  Petersen,  K.C.,  said  that  in  the 
case  of  Garratt  v.  Harrod's  Stores,  Ltd.,  he  had  a  motion 
to  restrain  the  defendants  from  selling  Veedee  Vibrators 
at  any  prices  other  than  full  prices,  as  set  forth  in  the  con- 
tracts under  which  the  defendants  had  bought  the  same 
from  the  plaintiffs. 

Mr.  Jenkins,  K.C.,  interposing  on  behalf  of  the  defen- 
dants, said  he  was  prepared  to  give  an  undertaking  until 
the  trial.  There  was  a  curious  point  of  law  which  he  did 
not  think  his  Lordship  would  decide  on  the  motion.  The 
action  was  to  restrain  the  defendants  from  selling  goods 
below  a  certain  price.  The  defendants  contended  there  was 
no  such  contract.  It  was  entirely  contrary  to  the  policy 
of  Harrod's  Stores  that  they  should  be  so  bound ;  but  there 
was  a  point  to  be  argued,  and  he  thought  the  better  course 
would  be  to  give  an  undertaking  not  to  sell  the  goods  below 
the  prices  set  forth  in  the  alleged  contract. 

Mr.  Petersen  :  From  selling  or  offering  for  sale  Veedee 
Vibrators  at  any  price  other  than  full  prices,  as  set  forth  in 
the  contracts  under  which  the  defendants  bought  the  same 
from  the  plaintiffs. 

Mr.  Jenkins  said  he  had  rather  give  an  undertaking  in 
the  form  he  had  mentioned  because  he  disputed  the  corr- 
tract. 

Mr.  Justice  Neville  :  The  alleged  contract. 
Mr.  Jenkins  :  If  you  put  "the  alleged  contract,"  it  will 
suit  me. 

On  this  undertaking  the  motion  stood  over  until  the  trial' 
of  the  action,  the  usual  cross  undertakings  being  given,  and 
the  costs  of  the  motion  were  made  costs  in  the  action. 
*  *  *  * 

In  the  same  action  and  before  the  same  Judge  on  Novem- 
ber  30,  Mr.  Petersen,  K.C.,  asked  permission  to  issue  a 
writ  of  sequestration  against  the  goods  of  the  defendants  for 
contempt  of  Court  committed  by  the  defendants  in  wilfully 
disobeying  the  injunction  granted  in  this  action  on  Novem- 
ber 22,  1906,  the  circumstances  of  which  were  reported  in 
our  issue  of  December  1,  p.  814.  Mr.  Jenkins,  K.C.,  on 
behalf  of  Harrod's  Stores,  expressed  his  clients'  regret, 
but  denied  wilful  disobedience.  He  asked  his  Lordship  to 
say  that  the  motion  was  oppressive  and  an  abuse  of  the 
process  of  the  Court,  and  that  it  should  be  dismissed  with 
costs. 

Mr.  Justice  Neville  said  he  was  not  satisfied  with  the 
conduct  of  either  of  the  parties.  Although  it  was  quite 
true  that  the  Court  had  allowed  injunctions  to  be  served  by 
telegram  where  the  persons  to  be  served  were  not  within 
reach  in  any  other  manner,  it  seemed  to  him  a  mistake  to 
take  such  a  course  in  London.  He  thought,  therefore,  the 
plaintiffs  did  not  take  the  best  means  they  could  to  serve 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment  the  injunction  they  got.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  seemed  to  him  the  secretary  of  Harrod's 
Stores  misunderstood  the  obligations  imposed  on  an  officer 
of  the  company  who  received  an  injunction  by  treating  it 
as  an  ordinary  legal  document  and  sending  it  to  the 
solicitors,  presumably  for  advice.  The  secretary  ought  to 
have  known  perfectly  well  that  when  an  injunction  was 
served  it  must  be  obeyed,  and  that  consultation  with  the 
solicitor  was  a  matter  to  be  considered  subsequently.  The 
only  thing  which  had  saved  the  defendants  was  the  action, 
of  the  manager  the  following  morning,  who  took  the  righti 
steps  as  promptly  as  he  could.  Owing  to  the  unfortunate- 
action  of  the  secretary  in  sending  the  papers  to  the  solicitor 
that  action  did  not  result  in  stopping  the  sale,  as  it  woulcJ 
otherwise  have  done.    He  thought,  however,  he  could  not 
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■come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  corporation  was  acting 
wilfully,  and  being  of  opinion  that  the  plaintiffs  were  some- 
what precipitate  in  making  this  motion,  which  he  found  was 
not  well  founded,  he  dismissed  the  motion,  with  costs. 
Leave  to  appeal  was  given. 


Pharmacy  Act,  i868. 

Illegal  Sale  of  Poisons. 
Thomas  William  Daw,  trading  at  383  Soho  Road, 
Handsworth,  was  the  defendant  at  Birmingham  County 
Court,  before  Judge  Harington,  on  November  29,  in  an 
action  at  the  instance  of  Mr.  Richard  Bremridge, 
Registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  to  recover  under 
Section  15  the  penalty  for  the  illegal  sale  of  poison.  It  was 
explained  by  Mr.  Tembridge,  who  appeared  for  the  prosecu- 
tion, that  on  September  3,  and  again  on  September  24,  an 
agent  of  the  Society  called  on  Daw,  purchasing  on  the  first 
day  a  sample  of  paregoric  and  on  the  second  a  pennyworth 
of  white  precipitate. — It  was  stated  in  evidence  by  Harry 
Moon,  clerk  to  Mr.  Bremridge,  that  defendant  is  not 
registered  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  either  as  Thomas 
William  Daw  or  as  Percy  Daw,  the  name  under  which  he 
trades. — Arthur  Faulds,  Manchester,  who  purchased  the 
articles,  said  defendant  was  in  the  shop  on  each  occasion, 
but  the  sales  were  made  by  another  person,  who  represented 
himself  as  Mr.  Daw.  The  name  over  the  shop  on  the  first 
visit  was  "  Thwaites  &  Daw,  seven  years  principal 
assistants  to  Boots,  cash  chemists,"  but  on  the  second 
visit  he  found  this  had  been  painted  out. — Mr.  Thomas 
Tickle,  public  analyst,  Exeter,  said  he  analysed  the 
samples.  In  the  one  labelled  "  Paregoric  "  he  found  no  opium, 
and  therefore  it  was  not  genuine  paregoric.  The  other 
was  white  precipitate  containing  20  grains  of  ammoniated 
mercury. 

Mr.  Tembridge  asked  his  Honour  to  amend  the  par- 
ticulars by  inserting  the  words  "keep  open  shop  for  the 
retailing  and  dispensing  of  poisons." — His  Honour  allowed 
the  addition,  observing  that  his  only  difficulty  was  the 
absence  of  proof  that  the  defendant  kept  the  shop. 

Defendant,  in  his  evidence,  said  he  bought  the  business 
from  Mr.  Thwaites  under  the  hammer.  He  did  not  take  over 
the  shop  till  after  September  3,  and  knew  nothing  of  the 
white  precipitate  having  been  sold  until  he  was  notified 
that  he  had  rendered  himself  liable  to  a  penalty.  He  was 
not  conversant  with  the  Act. 

His  Honour  :  I  am  afraid  ignorance  does  not  excuse. 

It  transpired  that  originally  the  Society  also  made  a 
claim  in  respect  to  the  paregoric,  but  it  was  dropped  when 
it  was  discovered  that  what  was  called  paregoric  was  not 
paregoric  at  all. 

His  Honour  said  defendant  had  clearly  contravened  the 
statute,  and  would  have  to  pay  the  penalty  of  51. — Defendant 
said  he  was  not  in  a  position  to  pay  at  once,  and  Mr. 
Tembridge  informed  him  that  if  he  left  himself  in  the  hands 
of  the  Society  he  would  not  be  harshly  dealt  with. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Fly-catchers. 

At  Bury  (Lanes)  County  Court  on  November  23,  Henry 
Pickford,  of  8  Hempshaw  Lane,  Stockport,  sued  Brown 
&  Co.,  Brook  Street,  Bury,  for  32Z.  15s.  lOd.,  damages  for 
breach  of  contract.  The  defendants  are  makers  of  a  fly- 
catcher, and  the  plaintiff  is  maker  of  the  sticky  substance 
used.  Plaintiff  stated  that  the  defendants  contracted  to 
take  6  tons  of  the  substance  at  42s.  per  cwt.  After  accept- 
ing I  cwt.  the  defendants  declined  to  take  any  more  on 
the  ground  that  it  was  not  suitable  for  the  purpose  required. 
The  defence  was  that  the  substance  was  not  equal  to  sample. 
Judge  Bradbury  found  for  the  plaintiffs  for  the  sum  claimed 
and  costs. 

The  Risk  of  Bursting  Bottles. 
Mr.  Henry  William  Samuel  Palmer,  of  Wakeley  House, 
Wood  Green,  who  had  his  hand  seriously  lacerated  by  the 
bursting  of  a  bottle  of  lemonade  supplied  by  the  Direct 
Mineral- water  Supply  Co.,  sued  that  company,  in  Maryle- 
bone  County  Court  on  November  30,  for  heavy  damages, 
it  being  stated  that  one  of  the  nerves  in  the  thumb  had 
been  severed,  and  it  was  doubtful  whether  the  use  of  the 
hand  would  ever  be  so  good  as  before.    It  was  contended 


that  there  was  an  implied  warranty  with  the  lemonade, 
and  that  it  was  not  "  reasonably  fit  "  when  delivered. 

Defendant's  counsel  submitted  that  every  precaution  was 
taken  in  bottling,  and  his  clients  could  not  be  held 
responsible. 

Sir  William  Selfe  said  the  jury  would  have  to  consider 
whether  a  customer  purchasing  an  article  charged  with 
gaseous  liquid  did  not  take  a  chance  of  one  of  the  bottles 
bursting. 

The  jury  found  that  there  had  been  no  negligence,  and 
that  the  lemonade  was  "  reasonably  fit,"  and  judgment  was 
entered  for  defendants. 


Banftruptcice  anb  ifailures. 


Re  Robeht  McCausland,  Wavcrlcy  Drug-store,  Whitehead, 
CO.  Antrim,  Druggist. — At  Belfast  Local  Bankruptcy  Court  9n 
December  3,  this  matter  came  up  for  examination  of  wit- 
nesses. Mr.  Robert  Seeds,  agent  for  the  bankrupt's  premises 
in  Whitehead,  was  called,  and  said  that  he  had  a  yearly  lease. 
He  proved  his  claim  to  various  fittings  in  the  shop,  which  was 
now  occupied  by  a  Mrs.  Gillespie,  who  had  paid  for  the  articles 
specified  which  the  owners  claimed.  His  Honour  Judge  Fitz- 
gibbon  adjourned  the  matter. 

Be  George  Kemp,  late  chemist,  59  Market  Street,  Hoylake, 
Cheshire. — According  to  the  statement  of  affairs  filed  in  this 
matter,  the  gross  liabilities  amount  to  5,522/.  17s.  8d.,  of  which 
1.2T5/.  9s.  is  unsecured,  and  the  assets  are  estimated  (o  realise 
815Z.  7s.  6(7.  net.  The  Official  Receiver  reports  that  the  debtor 
is  a  qualified  chemist,  and  in  1875  started  business  as 
a  chemist  in  Bridge  Street,  Chester.  He  had  no  capital, 
but  his  father  advanced  him  1,0007.  In  1898  he  was 
advised  to  give  up  business  on  account  of  failing  eyesight, 
and  he  then  disposed  of  the  business  for  1,500/.,  but  he  only 
received  1,250/.  of  this,  the  purchaser  becoming  bankrupt.  Ho 
was  now  carrying  on  a  business  in  Market  Street,  Hoylake, 
which  he  bought  last  year  for  150/.  Debtor's  father  died  in 
1878,  and  the  debtor  took  a  third  share  under  his  will,  which 
consisted,  after  deducting  the  1,000/.  loan  and  interest,^  of 
mortgaged  property  in  Chester  and  a  farm  in  Warwickshire. 
The  debtor  became  guarantee  at  the  bank  for  Messrs.  Evans 
&  Sons,  of  Chester,  to  the  extent  of  1,2507.,  which  sum  he  was 
called  upon  to  pay,  and  in  order  to  find  the  money  he  sold  his 
interest  in  the  farm  in  Warwick  and  also  increased  the  mort- 
gage on  the  Chester  property.  Nearly  all  the  unsecured  liabili- 
ties are  for  trade-goods.

ONLY  two  of  the  eighteen  fatalities  by  poisoning  that 
have  taken  place  during  the  past  week  were  misadven- 
tures.   Dr.  .J.  T.  Brickwell,  of  Falmouth  Road,  Southwark, 
inadvertently    administered    to    himself    a  hypodermic 
injection    containing    an    overdose    of    morphine. — Mrs. 
Stewart  died  at  Peterborough  from  the  effects  of  an  acci- 
dental overdose  of  veronal.    At  the  inquest  Dr.  Alec 
Robertson,  who  had  attended  Mrs.  Stewart  for  neuritis  and 
insomnia,  said  she  was  recently  attacked  by  influenza. 
Since  then  the  insomnia  had  been  worse  and  she  suffered  a 
great  deal  from  nervous  depression.    She  had  had  veronal 
powders  before,  but  did  not  know  what  they  were,  although 
she  could  get  the  tablets  from  any  chemist.    It  was  not  a 
registered  poison,  but  was  a  drug  that  was  fairly  widely 
used  now,  and  cost  about  3s.  an  oz.    The  only  fatal  case 
that  had  been  known  was  of  a  person  who  took     oz.  ;  the 
usual  dose  was  from  5  to  15  grains.    On  November  30  wit- 
ness found  her  absolutely  unconscious.    There  were  evi- 
dences of  her  having  taken  veronal,  and  as  there  were 
no  signs  of  her  improving.  Dr.  Kirk  wood  was  called  in, 
and  he  agreed  that  veronal  was  the  cause  of  her  condition. 
A  dose  of  46  grains  might  be  fatal,  but  witness  could  not 
say  the  exact  amount  as  it  was  not  on  record.    Death  was 
due  to  an  overdose  of  veronal,  which  produced  coma  and 
paralysis.    Witness  added  that  Mrs.  Stewart  did  not  know 
that  he  had  been  giving  her  veronal  powders  when  he  dis- 
pensed it ;  it  was  recommended  to  her  by  a  Market  Har- 
borough  nurse. — Four  suicides  were  caused  by  carbolic 
acid.    The  victims  were  Joseph  Cannell,  of  Ramsey,  Isle 
of  Man  ;  James  Garden,  of  Portsmouth  ;  Mrs.  Samuel,  of 
Abertridwr;  and  Beatrice  Lowless,  of  Peckham. — Suicide 
with  laudanum  was  chosen  by  May  Goodliffe,  of  Stam- 
ford, and  by  Joyce  Butler,  of  Euston  Road,  London. — • 
Henry  Baker  Vaughan,  of  Walthamstow,  ooisoned  himself 
with  arsenic  on  Hampstead   Heath. — Elizabeth  Yanker 
committed  suicide  in  an  empty  house  at  Balham  by  taking 
oxalic  acid. — Edith  Pragnell  died  at  Hammersmith  from 
the  effects  of  a  narcotic  poison  contained  in  a  liniment  which 
she  drank. — Major  William  Alban,  of  Reading,  was  found 
dead  in  his  study,  with  a  bottle  which  contained  poison  by 
his  side. — Herbert  C.  L.  Pond,  an  accountant,  who  lived  at 
Willesden,  committed  suicide  in  Kensington  Gardens  by 
taking  prussic  acid. — A  draughtsman  named  Cattell,  of 
Guildfoid,  poisoned  himself  in  a  lavatory  at  Aldershot 
Railway  Station  by  taking  dilute  hydrocyanic  acid.  At 
the  inquest  the  medical  witness  stated  that  the  label  on  the 
bottle  showed  that  it  had  come  from  Allen  &  Hanburys'. 
It  had  evidently  been  sold  to  some  member  of  the  medical 
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profession  or  to  a  chemist,  as  one  could  not  get  it  in  that 
form  as  an  ordinary  customer.  The  Coroner  said  it  was  an 
extraordinary  thing  how  the  deceased  obtained  such  a  large 
quantity  of  the  poison.  He  should  hand  the  bottle  over 
to  the  superintendent  of  police  and  ask  him  to  make 
inquiries. — The  hydrochloric-acid  ease  at  Southwark  is 
referred  to  elsewhere. — A  Stafford  woman  named  Jane  Hay- 
ward  took  a  fatal  draught  of  potassium  bichromate. — Julia 
Hersey,  a  Barnsbury  dressmaker,  drank  a  quantity  of 
acetic  acid  and  died  in  the  Great  Northern  Hospital. — 
Arthur  James,  a  Brixton  labourer,  poisoned  himself  with 
nitric  acid  in  Brockwell  Park.

Me.  Marcus  Spurwat,  principal  of  the  firm  Messrs>. 
Spurway  et  Cie.,  perfume  and  essential-oil  manufacturers, 
Grasse  and  London,  has,  in  re- 
cognition of  his  services  to  the 
Government  of  Greece,  received 
the  honour  of  knighthood  from 
the  King  of  Greece  under  the 
style  and  title  of  Chevalier  of  the 
Order  of  the  Saviour.  The 
Order  was  presented  to  Mr. 
Spurway  by  the  Ambassador  at 
Paris  on  Thursday.  Mr.  Spur- 
way is  Consul  for  Greece  at 
Cannes  and  Vice-Chairman  of 
the  British  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce there.  He  is,  of  course,  a 
Britisher,  and  acquired  his  pre- 
sent business  fifteen  years  ago 
from  Mesrs.  F.  Brun  &  Co.  It 
was  established  as  far  back  as 
1825  by  M.  Louis  Herman,  who 
was  the  first  to  employ  steam  in  the  manufacture  of  per- 
fumes. Mr.  Spurway  has  put  singular  energy  into  the- 
business,  and  has  greatly  extended  its  connection  during 
the  past  fifteen  years. 

The  persistent  statements  in  a  section  of  the  daily  Press- 
that  there  is  a  secret  understanding  between  Mr.  W.  H> 
Lever  and  other  soap-manufac- 
turers of  the  recent  proposed 
combine  lends  peculiar  interest 
to  a  chat  which  we  had  one  day 
this  week  with  Mr.  Thos.  Alex. 
Cook,  managing  director  of 
Messrs.  E.  Cook  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
Bow,  E.  Mr.  Cook  tells  us  that 
many  chemists  ask  his  com- 
pany's travellers  about  this 
point,  and  he  desires  to  give  them, 
through  the  C.  ct-  D.,  his  assur- 
ance as  an  English  gentleman 
and  man  of  honour,  that  he  and 
every  other  principal  who  at- 
tended the  meeting  on  November 
23  left  it  absolutely  free  to  con- 
duct their  businesses  as  before 
Mr.  Lever's  proposal,  and  un- 
fettered by  any  obligation  to  the  participants.  In  our  issue 
of  October  20  we  mentioned  that  Mr.  Cook  had  informed  us 
that  nothing  had  been  definitely  settled  so  far  as  his  com- 
pany was  concerned,  and  that  there  was  no  intention  on 
their  part,  even  if  they  should  have  decided  to  join  forces 
with  others,  to  lose  their  individuality.  Subsequently  they 
accepted  the  invitation  to  depute  a  representative  to  join 
the  proposed  Central  Board,  the  clear  understanding  being 
that  the  business  of  E.  Cook  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  would  not  be 
interfered  with.  Mr.  Cook  attended  the  meetings,  and 
he  informs  us  that  the  negotiations  never  proceeded  beyond 
the  discussion  of  the  principle  of  co-operation  in  general 
policy  in  matters  common  to  all  participants.  Even  this 
was  subject  to  the  reservation  given  by  Mr.  Lever  before- 
the  first  meeting  that  the  working-arrangement  would  not. 
mean  squeezing  out  manufacturers  outside  it.  The  negotia- 
tions never  reached  the  point  of  receiving  or  discussing 
details,  and  whatever  financial  scheme  may  have  been  in 
Mr.  Lever's  mind  Mr.  Cook  had  the  assurance  before  enter- 
ing on  negotiations  that  it  would  not  involve  the  purchase 
of  the  Cook  business  by  the  combination,  he  and  his  co- 
directors  being  particularly  desirous  that  the  family  inherit- 
ance should  remain  in  the  family.  He  explained,  in  reply 
to  our  questions,  that  the  suggested  pooling  arrangement 
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as  to  profits  was  one  of  the  details  which  had  not  come 
before  the  meetings,  but  it  was  understood  that  if  an 
agreement  on  the  point  had  been  arrived  at,  the  suggestion 
would  have  been  carried  out  by  transferring  the  ordinary 
shares  of  the  participating  concerns  to  the  Central  Board. 
We  had  heard  a  rumour  during  the  short  life  of  the  com- 
bine that  it  was  endeavouring  to  corner  the  tallow-market. 
This  Mr.  Cook  emphatically  denied.  His  company  were 
selling  tallow  to  outside  soap-makers  all  the  time,  and 
there  was  no  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  combine  to  influence 
the  market  one  way  or  the  other.

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 

The  Bill  has  once  more  been  deferred,  now  being  put 
down  for  Monday,  December  10. 

The  interview  which  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris  and  Mr.  E. 
Winfrey  have  now  had  with  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel  has 
attested  the  accuracy  of  the  statement  made  in  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist  so  long  ago  as  November  17  {p.  748),  that 
the  Government  has  abandoned  all  hope  of  making  progress 
with  their  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  uuring  the  present 
Session. 

The  course  which  the  two  hon.  members  now  propose 
adopting,  in  view  of  the  Government's  inability  to  proceed 
further  during  the  present  Session,  is  as  follows.  They  are 
inditing  a  joint  letter  to  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  conveying  a  request  that  the  Society  shall  urge  the 
chemists  throughout  the  country  to  approach  their  Parlia- 
mentary representatives  during  the  impending  recess  in 
regard  to  the  two  Bills.  It  is  suggested  that  chemists 
throughout  the  country  should  ask  their  respective  members 
if  they  will  be  prepared  to  join  Mr.  Idris  and  Mr.  Winfrey 
in  a  deputation  to  Mr.  Herbert  Gladstone,  the  Home  Secre- 
tary, to  urge  that  both  the  Government's  Bill  and  that  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  be  referred  to  a  Select 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons.  Mr.  Idris  and  Mr. 
Winfrey  feel  that  this  would  be  the  best  course  to  adopt, 
seeing  that  there  are  many  highly  technical  points  involved 
in  the  Bills,  which  can  neither  be  appreciated  nor  efficiently 
thrashed  out  by  a  Committee  of  the  whole  House.  This 
prompt  action  is  being  taken  to  allow  of  pressure  being 
brought  upon  members  of  Parliament  during  the  recess,  so 
that,  if  possible,  the  proposed  deputation  may  wait  upon 
the  Home  Secretary  at  an  early  date  in  next  Session. 

Should  the  Home  Secretary  accede  to  the  request  it  is 
intended  to  make  to  him  next  year,  it  is  hoped  that  a  Select 
Committee  would  at  once  be  appointed  and  get  to  work  upon 
the  two  Bills.  Their  deliberations  would  naturally  be  con- 
ducted with  the  greatest  possible  expedition  to  allow  of 
their  recommendations  being  laid  before  Parliament  at  a 
sufficiently  early  period  of  next  Session  to  permit  legislative 
effect  to  be  accorded  them. 

OriUM-CULTIVATION. 

Mr.  Morley  has  explained,  in  answer  to  Sir  Henry  Cotton, 
that  owing  to  recent  good  seasons  the  supply  of  Bengal 
opium  has  been  exceptionally  large,  and  with  a  view  to 
reducing  the  reserve  the-  sales  have  temporarily  exceeded 
the  standard  of  48,000  chests  fixed  in  1901.  He  added  that 
he  had  given  instructions  that  the  area  licensed  for  poppy- 
cultivation  should  be  diminished,  and  that  the  sales  should 
be  reduced  at  least  to  the  standard  of  1901.  In  1895-6  and 
in  the  preceding  and  succeeding  years  the  sale-standard 
was  54,000  chests,  though  the  nmnber  of  chests  sold  in  any 
year  depended  on  the  yield  of  the  crop.  As  regards  the 
import  of  foreign  opium  into  China,  his  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment, Mr.  Morley  said,  had  stated  that  they  would  consider 
sympathetically  any  proposals  which  the  Chinese  Govern- 
inent  may  wish  to  make.  Answering  a  supplementary  ques- 
tion by  Mr.  Lupton,  Mr.  Morley  said  that  it  is  impossible  at 
once  to  issue  wholesale  an  order  to  cancel  the  regulations  for 
a  complicated  industry  whereby  poppy-cultivation  should 
be  ended  in  India  within  a  stated  period.  In  reply  to  Mr. 
Lynch,  Sir  Edward  Grey  has  again  indicated  the  difficulty 
of  obtaining  even  approximately  accurate  estimates  as  to 
the  output  of  native  opium  in  China.  On  Tuesday  he  in- 
formed Mr.  Rees  that  the  Consuls  in  China  will  report  to 
the  best  of  their  ability  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  edict 
will  be  carried  into  effect.  Sir  Henry  Cotton  intends  putting 
questions  about  the  increase  of  poppy-cultivation  in  India 
from  542,633  acres  in  1894-5  to  612,230  acres  in  1904-5,  and 
why  the  Government  of  India  in  1901  fixed  the  standard 
number  of  Bengal  chests  of  opium  for  export  at  48,000, 
besides  other  points. 

Vaccination. 

Mr.  John  Burns  has  once  more  stated  that  the  question 
of  the  amendment  of  the  Vaccination  Acts  is  receiving  his 
attention,  but  that  he  is  not  at  present  in  a  position  to  make 
a  statement  in  regard  to  it. 


Australian  Commerce  Act. 
I  undersand  that  although  Lord  Elgin,  the  Colonial  Secre- 
tary, has  declined  to  receive  a  deputation  from  the  London 
Chamber  of  Conmierce,  the  objects  of  the  Chamber  have 
been  achieved  by  the  Colonial  Secretary's  assurance  that 
he  will  transmit  their  detailed  suggestions  as  to  amend- 
ment of  these  regulations  to  the  Commonwealth  Govern- 
ment. 

A  New  Apothecaries  Bill. 
I  understand  that  among  the  Bills  which  have  been  de- 
posited at  the  Private  Bill  Office  of  the  House  of  Commons 
for  the  next  Session  of  Parliament  is  one  promoted  by  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London,  asking  for  certain  fresh 
powers.     The  Bill  is  officially  described  as  one  for  the 
"  variation  of  style  or  title  of 
'  Licentiate  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries,  London  ' ;  regis- 
tration by  General  Council  of  Medical  Education  and  Regis- 
tration of  the  United  Kingdom  of  new  style  or  title  of  such 
diploma ;    alteration  of  form  of  diploma  or  certificate  of 
Society ;    restoration  of  licentiates  to  Society's  list  in 
certain  cases;  amendment  of  Acts  and  other  purposes." 

The  formal  notice  to  this  Bill  sets  forth  that  application 
is  intended  to  be  made  to  Parliament  in  the  ensuing  Session 
by  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London  (in  this  notice 
called  '  the  Society ')  for  an  Act  (hereinafter  called  '  the 
intended  Act')  for  the  following  or  some  of  the  following 
among  other  pnrposes — that  is  to  say  : 

To  substitute  for  the  style  or  title  of  "  Licentiate  of  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries,  London,"  the  style  or  title  of 
"Licentiate  in  Medicine  and  Surgery  of  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries,  London,"  or  such  other  style  or  title  as  the 
intended  Act  may  prescribe  or  Parliament  may  sanction, 
and  to  authorise  the  Society  to  grant  to  persons  who  have 
already  passed  or  shall  pass  the  qualifying  examination 
prescribed  by  the  Medical  Act,  1886,  and  held  by  the 
Society,  a  diploma  or  certificate  with  such  new  style  or 
title,  and  to  make  such  other  provision  with  reference 
thereto  as  the  intended  Act  may  prescribe. 

To  authorise  and  require  the  General  Council  of  Medical 
Education  and  Registration  of  the  United  Kingdom  (in 
this  notice  referred  to  as  "  the  General  Council  "J  to  enter 
on  the  Medical  Register  prescribed  by  the  Medical  Acts 
diplomas  or  certificates  under  such  altered  or  varied  style 
or  title  when  granted  by  the  Society  to  persons  who  have 
passed  or  shall  hereafter  pass  such  qualifying  examination, 
and,  if  necessary,  to  alter  or  amend  Schedule  A  to  the 
Medical  Act,  1858. 

To  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  Section  4  of  the  Apothecaries- 
Act  (Amendment)  Act,  1874,  and  to  authorise  the  Society  to 
restore  to  the  list  of  licentiates  of  the  Society  the  name  of 
any  person  struck  ofi:  such  list  in  pursuance  of  the  powers 
of  that  section. 

To  vary  and  extinguish  all  rights  and  privileges  incon- 
sistent with  or  which  would  interfere  with  the  objects  and 
purposes  of  the  intended  Act,  and  to  confer  other  rights 
and  privileges. 

To  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  such  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Medical  Acts  and  the  Act  55  George  III.,  cap.  cxciv.,  and 
any  other  Act  relating  to  or  affecting  the  Society  or  the 
General  Council  as  may  interfere  with  the  purposes  of  the 
intended  Act.

Mr.  Carteighe's  Experience 

guided  him  straight  enough  to 
the  proper  thing  to  say  to  the  Sheffield  chemists  at  their 
annual  dinner.  "We  are  going  to  fight  for  what  we  con- 
ceive to  be  our  rights.  We  are  not  going  to  sit  down  and 
see  them  trampled  upon  without  trying  to  get  recognition." 
That  sentiment  brought  the  knife-handles  down  on  the 
table  and  roused  the  York.shire  warriors  to  a  righteous 
bloodthirstiness.  [Applause]  says  the  report ;  [Ironical 
laughter]  would  have  figured  there  instead  if  the  ghosts  of 
our  ancestors — men  who  talked  less,  "organised  "  less,  dined 
less,  but  did  more  than  we  even  plan  to  do — could  have  made 
their  spiritual  voices  heard  at  the  banquet.  Seriously,  to  use 
a  current  phrase,  "  we  have  no  use  "  for  these  heroics.  Our 
popguns  against  the  Government's  artillery  :  there  is  no 
sense  in  the  combat.  No ;  as  it  was  forcibly  argued  in  an 
editorial  last  week,  a 
Select  Committee 

should  be  our  objective.  "Valour  that 
parleys  is  near  yielding."  But  the  choice  lies  between 
yielding  with  and  yielding  without  a  preliminary  parley. 
With  the  parley  we  should  not  get  all  "  we  conceive  to  be 
our  rights,"  but  we  should  not  have  them  all  trampled 
upon.  It  might,  too,  secure  better  terms  for  the  public. 
As  intimated  in  the  article,  the  standard  of  pharmaceutical 
competence  has  been  raised  beyond  the  needs  of  the  nation. 
Say  that  Great  Britain  requires  15,000  safe  vendors  of 
poisons,  but  only  5,000  qualified  pharmacists,  and  we  pro- 
vide for  those  two  demands  10,000  qualified  pharmacists, 
it  is  clear  that  a  condition  has  been  created  which  needs 
rectification.  But  how  to  ensure  this  parley  ?  Asking  for 
it  will  not  get  it — not  even  if  we  grovel.  The  one  effectual 
method  is  to  convince  the  Privy  Council  that  they  cannot  get 
their  way  without  our  consent,  and  this  method  does  come 
within  the  range  of  practical  pharmaceutical  politics.

own  twenty-four  shops;  "scientific  dispen- 
sing pharmacies  "  was  how  they  described  them  in  a  recent 
advertisement ;  and  it  is  fair  to  say  that  they  are  shops  of 
a  rather  high-class  character  in  which  medicines  predomi- 
nate, and  always  in  good  business  localities.  Out  of  these 
twenty-four  shops  tneir  report  shows  that  they  made  last 
year  a  net  profit  of  2,311/. — averaging,  that  is,  a  little  less 
than  lOOZ.  from  each.  This  was  after  the  managers  and 
assistants  had  made  their  livings  out  of  them,  and  after  the 
directors  had  appropriated  nearly  2QI.  for  themselves  from 
each.  But  some  of  the  lOOZ.  must  be  allocated  for  rent,  for 
the  accounts  show  that  out  of  the  paid-up  capital  of  80,080?. 
the  sum  of  43,592/.  is  sunk  in  "  leaseholds  and  goodwills  " — 
an  average  of  1,816/.  per  shop.  Assuming  that  half  of  that 
amount  is  the  value  of  the  leasehold,  it  is  clear  that  the 
business  owes  50/.  of  its  apparent  net  profit  for  rent.  So 
that  if  an  individual  pharmacist  were  carrying  on  one  of 
these  businesses  he  would  make  out  of  it  for  himself  (1)  the 
manager's  salary— say,  150/.  ;  (2)  the  directors'  fees,  20/.  ; 
and  (3)  the  balance  of  net  profit,  50/.  This  in  a  better 
year  than  usual,  after  sinking  some  2,000/.  in  stock,  plant, 
and  fittings,  working  hard  all  through  the  year,  and  as- 
suming the  risks  of  such  an  enterprise.  That  is  the  twen- 
tieth-century idea  of  pharmaceutical  remuneration;  for, 
whether  we  like  it  or  dislike  it,  ordinary  London  chemists 
realise  that  they  have  to  compete  with  that  class  of  business, 
capitalised  by  investors  who  submit,  not  cheerfully  per- 
haps, to  dividends  ranging  from  1^  to  6  per  cent. 


The  Income-tax  Committee 

have  compiled  a  report  which 
pi'obably  will  never  be  acted  upon.  They  make  certain  re- 
commendations, but  they  skilfully  neutralise  these  by  pre- 
senting forcible  arguments  against  them.  Clearly  the  ad- 
ministering officers  of  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  are 
strongly  opposed  to  the  proposed  changes  in  the  direction 
of  further  graduation  and  differentiation  of  earned  from  un- 
earned incomes,  and  these  gentlemen  are  in  the  habit  of 
getting  their  own  way.  Chemists  with  less  than  5,000/.  a 
year  might  expect  to  benefit  a  little  if  the  suggested  modi- 
fications should  be  adopted,  but  scarcely  enough  to 
remunerate  them  for  the  additional  labour  of  filling  in  the 
new  and  more  complicated  forms  which  would  be  neces- 
sitated, and  submitting  to  the  inquisitorial  persecutions  of 
surveyors  who  apparently  cannot  dispossess  themselves  of 
the  ancient  notions  of  chemists'  profits  which  are 
crystallised  in  their  minds. 

Earned  and  Unearned  Incomes 

cannot  be  logically  and  satis- 
factorily distinguished  ;  at  least,  the  Committee  have  not 
been  able  to  find  a  defining  formula.  The  stoker  and  the 
engine-driver  earn  their  wages  undoubtedly  ;  but  does  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  whom  they  serve  in  any 
similar  sense  earn  even  his  fees  ?  The  Committee  them- 
selves suggest  the  case  of  the  owner  of  a  business  who 
superintends  it,  and  in  course  of  time  converts  it  into  a 
company.  According  to  any  definition  that  would  be  likely 
to  be  framed,  he  would  be  earning  his  income  before  the 
conversion,  but  afterwards  would  be  deriving  the  greater 
part  of  it  from  an  investment.  One  man  spends  all  his 
income ;  another,  earning  an  equal  amount,  saves  and  in- 
vests a  portion  of  it.  Differentiation  means  punishment  of 
the  latter  for  his  thriftiness.  It  might  seem  reasonable  to 
surtax  incomes  from  inherited  property.  But  Sir  Henry 
Primrose,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue, 
shows  that  the  death-duties  are  already  equivalent  to  a  very 
heavy  extra  income-tax  on  such  properties  as  they  grow  'm- 
amount.  One  of  the  aphorisms  of  the  Committee  is  worth 
quoting.  "The  smaller  the  business,  and  the  smaller  the 
profit  derived  from  it,  the  larger  will  be  the  proportion  of 
that  profit  which  is,  in  the  strictest  sense  of  the  term, 
earned,"  they  say.  That  is  so;  and  is  that  not  equivalent 
to  saying  that  the  less  we  do  the  better  we  get  paid  for  it  ? 
No  man  becomes  wealthy  by  mere  hard  work. 
A  Cocksure  Doctor 

is  Dr.  Wiley,  Chairman  of  a  Medical  Com- 
mission which  has  been  appointed  by  the  U.S.  Legislature 
to  consider  Bills  which  have  been  proposed  "for  ensuring 
pure  foods.  This  gentleman  has  reported  that  in  Great 
Britain  there  has  been  a  notable  increase  in  deaths  fron* 
kidney-diseases  (which  is  true),  and  that  increase,  he  says, 
is  "  due  no  doubt"  to  the  employment  of  colouring-mattera 
and  preservatives  in  foods.  The  only  shred  of  evidence  for 
this  prejudiced  assertion  appears  to  be  that  certain  of  the 
preservatives — boric  acid  particularly — are  largely  excreted 
by  the  kidneys.  Now,  in  the  "Lancet,"  Dr.  B.  Faraday 
Giles  severely  damages  Dr.  Wiley's  conclusions  by  quoting 
from  the  mortality  statistics  of  Denmark.  In  that  country 
the  use  of  any  preservative  in  perishable  food  of  any 
description  for  home  consumption  has  been  strictly  for- 
bidden for  the  past  fifteen  years,  and  in  those  fifteen  years 
the  deaths  from  kidney-diseases  have  increased  from  an 
annual  average  of  72  to  one  of  147,  which  is  a  more  rapid 
advance  than  is  shown  by  the  British  figures  of  the  sam« 
period.

lEbttodal  Comments, 


Mr.  Robinson  Resigning. 

The  intimation  made  by  Mr.  E.  A.  Robinson  this  week  that 
he  intends  to  resign  the  presidency  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  January  does  not  come  as  a  surprise.  Mr.  Robin- 
son's appointment  as  Chairman  of  the  Moderate  Party  on 
the  London  County  Council  and  the  approaching  triennial 
election  of  that  body  have  brought  him  a  deluge  of  work; 
and  his  resignation  of  the  presidency  is  an  indication  that 
he  can  do  greater  public  service  politically  than  pharma- 
ceutically.  The  Society's  work  now  makes  great  demands 
on  a  President's  time,  and  the  results  are  not  always  com- 
mensurate with  the  time  spent.  Mr.  Robinson  has  been  a 
popular  President  outside  the  Council  and  a  good  admini- 
strator within  it.  He  has  improved  the  Council  business 
in  several  directions,  and  his  personal  influence  at  St. 
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Stephen's  and  Whitehall  has  been  of  advantage.  We  would 
wish  that  he  had  been  more  successful  in  the  latter  place ; 
but  it  is  too  much  to  expect  that  a  single  man  can  remove 
distrust  which  is  the  accum"ulation  of  a  generation.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  in  this  connection  that  Mr.  Robinson's 
fesignation  is  the  second  in  the  Society's  history,  'ihe  first 
was  that  of  Mr.  G.  W.  Sandford,  who  resigned  the  pre- 
sidency on  April  5,  1871,  the  occasion  being  the  rejection 
by  the  members  of  the  Society  of  the  poison  regulations, 
which  he  had  given  his  word  to  the  Privy  Council  would  be 
■passed.  This  rejection  was  the  origin  of  the  distrust,  and 
it  is  worth  recalling  that  the  gazetting  of  the  regulations 
in  1899  was  brought  about  by  Mr.  Robinson  as  a  private 
member  of  the  Society.  Perhaps  the  analogy  may  be  carried 
further  late'r,  and  Mr.  Robinson  come  back  to  the  pre- 
sidential chair  as  Mr.  Sandford  did.  Following  the  prece- 
dent of  1871,  the  Council  will,  we  presume,  appoint  the 
Vice-President  to  the  vacancy.  If  Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young 
is  thus  called  upon,  we  trust  the  responsibilities  of  the 
highest  office  open  to  British  pharmacists  will  curb  his 
tendency  to  oratorical  fireworks.  He  is  as  good  an  admini- 
strator as  he  is  a  pharmacist,  and  his  work  merits  the  honour. 
Should  it  be  bestowed  upon  him,  the  vice-presidency  should 
fall  to  a  London  member.  Mr.  Harrington  and  Mr.  Wootton 
are  both  well  qualified  by  experience  and  knowledge,  but 
neither  is,  perhaps,  sufficiently  within  the  inner  circle  which 
at  present  influences  such  affairs. 


B.P.  Revision. 

The  report  to  the  General  Medical  Council  on  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  by  the  Committee  of  Pharmacists,  which  is 
printed  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  is  good  reading,  and  we 
commend  it  to  all  who  are  engaged  in  pharmacy  and  the 
drug-trade.  A  subject  of  this  kind  ought  not  to  be  reserved 
to  specialists.  The  recommendations  affect  the  interests 
of  everyone  engaged  in  prescribing  or  selling  the  drugs  and 
preparations  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  as  they 
include  some  that  are  more  questions  of  opinion  than  ex- 
pressions of  fact,  any  objections  which  may  be  urged  against 
them  are  better  advanced  now  than  when  the  Pharmacopoeia 
is  published.  The  recommendations  show  the  directions 
in  which  the  Pharmacopoeia  monographs  are  likely  to  be 
altered,  unless  strong  reasons  are  discovered  for  not  doing 
what  the  committee  of  experts  advise.  As  an  example  of 
the  matters  with  which  nearly  every  practising  chemist 
may  have  something  to  say,  we  instance  the  note  on  scam- 
monium,  which  is  : 

This  will  probably  be  omitted,  as  there  is  no  object  in  its 
retention  if  the  extracted  resin  is  official. 

Is  this  a  red  rag  ?  Who  that  has  experience  with  good  scam- 
monium  and  scammony  resin  can  doubt  that  the  natural 
exudation  has  properties  which  make  it  a  more  desirable 
medicine  than  the  extracted  resin  ?  We  would  say  that 
this  superiority  is  a  reason  for  its  retention.  Perhaps 
the  committee's  suggestion  is  based  on  the  fact  that  scam- 
monium  is  no  longer  ordered  in  any  B.P.  preparation,  but 
the  contents  of  the  official  book  should  not  be  measured  by 
such  a  standard.  Of  the  many  important  points  in  the 
report  none  are  so  revolutionary  as  the  remarks  on  belladonna 
•preparations ;  the  retention  of  the  root  for  galenicals  being 
questioned  and  preference  given  to  the  leaves.  When  the 
fact  is  recalled  that  tradition  was  departed  from  and  leaves 
abandoned  in  favour  of  the  root  because  more  constant  pre- 
parations would  be  obtained,  the  committee's  remarks  give 
rise  to  strange  reflections.  There  is  much  food  for  thought 
■ki  the  report,  and  perhaps  extensive  ground  for  criticism. 
That,  we  daresay,  is  what  the  committee  desires.  The 


report  is  a  good  piece  of  work,  and  the  Medical  Council 
is  fortunate  in  having  such  capable  assistance  in  its 
statutory  duty  of  revising  the  Pharmacopoeia. 


Tlie  Great  Unqualified. 

If  we  may  judge  from  the  number  of  copies  of  the  Drug- 
stores Association's  circular  which  have  been  sent  to  us 
by  registered  chemists  who  resent  it,  the  Association  has 
done  as  much  service  as  dis  service  to  the  cause  of  those 
who  have  registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Act.  For  a  con- 
siderable time  we  have  been  pointing  out  to  the  latter  that 
there  is  growing  up  within  the  retail  trade  a  class  of 
"chemists'  shops"  which  are  not  owned  by  companies  or 
qualified  individuals.  The  trade  has  not  quite  realised  the 
significance  of  the  fact,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has 
not  recognised  the  existence  of  this  element  or  done  any- 
thing to  ascertain  what  are  the  conditions  which  have 
favoured  its  growth.  Now  the  Association,  by  its  regis- 
tration scheme,  gets  very  near  to  a  statutory  duty  with 
which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  entrusted  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act.  The  circular  invites  those  who  are  not  regis- 
tered by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  be  registered  by  the 
Drug-stores  Association  of  Great  Britain,  and  for  this 
purpose  asks  (besides  an  annual  fee)  the  following  par- 
ticulars : 

1.  Name,  address,  and  ago. 

2.  How  long  in  business  on  own  account. 

3.  What  examinations  passed,  if  any. 

4.  With  whom  apprenticeship  served. 
6.  How  long  were  you  an  assistant. 

This  process  of  registration,  if  successful,  will,  it  is  obvious, 
consolidate  a  class  of  traders  who  compete  with  registered 
chemists  in  everything  except  the  sale  of  poisons  and  the 
use  of  a  title  which  is  so  poorly  protected  that  those  who 
get  it  legally  have  neither  the  exclusive  use  of  it  nor  any- 
thing like  it.  Some  may  be  inclined  to  ignore  the  Association 
and  its  ways.  Certainly  in  money  and  number  of  adherents 
it  cannot  be  compared  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society ;  but 
its  achievements  within  the  last  few  years  show  energy.  It 
claims  : 

1.  We  have  established  our  legal  position  with  the  Inland 
Revenue  authorities. 

2.  We  have  prevented  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  from 
placing  on  the  schedule  sulphonal,  acetanilide,  and  salt  of 
lemon. 

3.  We  have  successfully  blocked  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 

4.  We  sent  a  deputation  fwhich]  had  an  interview  at  the 
Privy  Council  Office  with  Earl  Crewe  (Lord  President),  as  a 
result  of  which  our  present  position  in  the  Government 
Poison  Bill  will  be  fully  maintained. 

There  are  occasions  on  which  the  strength  of  the  Associa- 
tion has  been  measured  with  that  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  the  latter  did  not  prevail.  Yet,  qualified 
chemists  and  their  representative  body  calmly  ignore  the 
devolution — for  this  is  a  devolution — of  a  section 
of  our  retail  trade,  with  the  ulterior  object  of  getting  Par- 
liamentary recognition  as  a  class,  either  by  amendment 
of  the  1868  Act  or  a  new  statute  with  independent  adminis- 
tration. Registered  chemists  may  well  ask  what  they  have 
qualified  for  if  this  sort  of  thing  is  to  go  on  in  strength 
without  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  asserting  its 
statutory  authority  more  boldly  than  it  has  been  doing. 


The  Pause  in  Legislation. 

There  will  be  general  satisfaction  throughout  the  trade 
with  the  result  of  the  interview  which  Mr.  Idris  and  Mr. 
Winfrey  have  had  with  Mr.  Samuel,  who  has  charge  of  the 
Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.  It  confirms  the 
statement  made  in  the  C.  <L-  D.  some  weeks  ago,  that  the 
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Bill  is  not  to  be  proceeded  with  further  this  Session. 
Messrs.  Idris  and  Winfrey  now  advise  their  confreres  in 
pharmacy  to  move  for  the  appointment  of  a  Select  Com- 
mittee to  which  the  Government  Bill  and  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  Bill  should  be  referred  early  next 
Session.  In  advising  this  course  last  week  we  gave  good 
reasons  for  it,  and  we  have  little  doubt  that  chemists,  in 
common  with  others  affected  by  the  proposed  legislation, 
will  find  a  Committee-room  a  more  judicial  place  than  the 
Lobby  for  presenting  their  case  and  getting  their  wrongs 
remedied. 

Coincidence. 

In  the  way  of  coincidence  the  proposed  French  stamp- 
duty  on  specialities  is  remarkable.  Our  Paris  correspon- 
dent mentions  this  week  that  it  is  to  take  the  place  of  a 
proposed  tax  on  mineral-waters,  which  was  defeated.  This 
recalls  what  happened  in  Great  Britain  :  in  1829  our  stamp- 
duty  yielded  37,000L,  of  which  12,000L  was  from  soda- 
water,  and  in  1833  the  latter  charge  was  abandoned,  thus 
opening  the  way  for  Mr.  Lamplough. 

The  Almost-lost  Leader. 

[Owing  to  having  been  appointed  leader  of  the  Municipal 
Reform  party  on  the  London  County  Council,  Mr.  R.  A. 
Robinson  is  resigning  the  Presidency  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Council.] 

Just  for  the  rise  in  the  rates  hath  he  left  us, 

Left  us  to  lead  Municipal  Reform ; 
Of  our  great  gift  hath  Spring  Gardens  bereft  us  ; 

Will  our  frail  bark  ever  weather  the  storm  ? 
They  with  the  votes  to  get  said  they  must  take  him, 

Take  him  to  lead  them  the  Moderate  Way, 
Out  of  his  suavity  nothing  can  shake  him ; 

See  the  Progressivists  blanch  with  dismay  ! 
We  that  have  hearkened,  have  followed,  applauded  him. 

Well  have  we  known  that  he  knew — what  he  knew. 
Thought  he  would  serve  us  till  we  had  discarded  him ; 

But  he  prefers  Norfolk,  and  leaves  us  to  Crewe. 
Carteighe  is  with  us,  Lord  Gifford  is  for  us, 

And  Hobbs  orates  fluently,  Young  looking  on. 
And  yet  he  forsakes  us ;  despairing  we  chorus 

"  Who  will  reign  o'er  us?    King  Richard  hath  gone  !  " 

Income-tax  Proposals. 

The  report  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Commons  on  Income-tax,  which  has  just  been  published, 
is  interesting  in  that  the  opinions  expressed  by  the  Com- 
mittee run  counter  to  the  views  expressed  by  the  officials 
who  were  examined  as  witnesses.  It  is  foiind,  for  instance, 
that  graduation  of  the  income-tax  by  an  extension  of  the 
existing  system  is  practicable,  but  the  Committee  recognise 
that  graduation  could  not  be  applied  to  all  incomes,  from 
the  highest  to  the  lowest,  with  satisfactory  results.  Gradua- 
tion by  a  super-tax  is  found  to  be  practicable,  and  the  levy 
would  be  based  on  personal  declaration.  It  is  recommended 
that  the  system  of  collecting  income-tax  at  the  source  be 
abandoned,  and  direct  personal  assessment  of  the  whole  of 
each  person's  income  be  substituted,  earned  and  unearned 
incomes  to  be  differentiated — this  being  practicable  if  the 
earned  incomes  be  taken  as  limited  to  3,000^.  a  year — effect 
being  given  to  this  recommendation  by  charging  a  lower 
rate  of  tax  on  earned  incomes.  Each  person  would  be  com- 
pelled to  make  a  declaration  of  total  net  income  in  respect  of 
which  tax  is  payable,  this  being  calculated  to  prevent  the 
evasion  and  avoidance  of  income-tax  which  at  present 
prevail.  The  super-tax,  which  is  the  most  revolutionary 
proposal  of  the  Committee,  is  defined  as  "  a  second  income- 
tax,  distinct  from  and  supplementary  to  the  existing  tax, 
to  be  levied  on  individuals  by  direct  personal  assessment." 
At  the  present  time  700,000  persons  with  incomes  not  ex- 
ceeding IQQl.  a  year  make  income  declarations  for  the 
purpose  of  claiming  abatements  ;  but,  the  report  adds,  "  to 
demand  information  with  a  view  to  increasing  the  taxation 
of  those  who  supply  it  is  totally  different."  The  report  will 
make  the  appearance  of  the  next  Budget  in  April  of  extra 
interest,  as  it  shows  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  a  way 
of  raising  more  money,  thus  enabling  him  to  remit  such 
'direct  taxes  as  that  on  sugar,  which  presses  so  hardly  on 
the  makers  of  aerated  waters,  jams,  syrups,  and  confec- 
tionery. 


Zbz  Binti0b  pbarmacopoeia. 


WE  are  indebted  to  the  President  of  the  General  Medical 
Council  for  a  copy  of  the  report  presented  to  the  Phar- 
macopoeia Committee  of  the  Council  by  the  Committee  of 
Reference  in  Pharmacy  nominated  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Societies  of  Great  Britain  and  of  Ireland.  The  latter  com- 
mittee consists  of  Messrs.  Walter  Hills  (Chairman),  W.  N. 
Allen,  G.  D.  Beggs,  F.  C.  J.  Bird,  J.  E.  Brunker,  M.A., 
W.Inglis  Clark,  D.Sc,  D.  B.  Dott,  W.  Kirkby,  E.W.  Lucas, 
G.  F.  Merson,  J.  C.  Umney,  E.  White,  B.Sc,  R.  Wright, 
and  H.  G.  Greenish  (Secretary).  Their  report  consists  of  a 
series  of  recommendations  respecting  certain  published 
criticisms  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1898,  the  form 
being  similar  to  that  initiated  by  Dr.  John  Attfield,  F.R.S., 
in  his  "  Digest  of  Criticisms."  The  Report  is  published  and 
sold  for  the  Medical  Council  by  Messrs.  Spottiswoode  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  54  Gracechurch  Street,  London,  E.G.,  price  Is.  Id., 
post  free.  The  abstract  of  it  which  we  give  sununarises  the 
statements  as  a  rule,  although  the  conunittee's  paragraphs 
are  models  of  conciseness  : 

AcaeicB  Oummi. — Alcock's  suggestion  to  limit  the  insoluble 
matter  to  0.2  p.c.  not  supported,  as  a  small  proportion  of  in- 
soluble matter  might  -disqualify  a  very  good  gum. 

Acetanilidum. — Omit  ferric-chloride  test.  M.p.  might  be 
113°. 

Acid.  Acetic. — A  test  for  butyric  acid  should  be  inserted. 

Acid.  Acetic.  Olac. — Titration  requires  98.9  p.c,  and  m.p. 
99.5  p.c.    Change  latter  from  15.5°  to  14.7°  C. 

Acidum  Boricum. — Titration  with  alkali  in  presence  of 
glycerin  might  be  substituted  for  the  present  quantitative 
test,  and  should  indicate  98  p.c.  at  least.  No  test  for  free 
sulphuric  acid  at  present. 

Acid.  Carbolic.  Liq. — Increase  proportion  of  water  to  give 
50  grains  of  phenol  in  each  fluid  drachm. 

Acid.  Oallic. — Tartarated-antimony  statement  is  incorrect. 

Acid.  Oleic. — Tests  exclude  samples  suitable  for  medicinal 
use. 

Acid.  Phosphoric:  Cone. — The  U.S.P.  volumetric  test  is 
simpler  than  the  B.P.  lead-oxide  test. 

Acid.  Tannic. — Water  of  crystallisation  is  doubtful. 

Aconiti  Radix. — Exclusion  of  the  Japanese  variety  neces- 
sary owing  to  difference  in  nature  and  physiological  action  of 
the  alkaloids.  The  assay  for  total  alkaloid  has  been  decided 
upon  and  undertaken  by  the  Brussels  Conference,  but  ether- 
soluble  alkaloid  (chiefly  aconitine)  is  preferable. 

Adeps. — The  iodine-value  should  be  introduced,  and  saponi- 
fication omitted.    Re-write  the  monograph. 

Adeps  Benz.  should  be  prepared  with  Sumatra  benzoin. 

Adeps  Lance. — Elborne's  modification  of  the  cholesterin 
test  is  unnecessary.    The  iodine  value  is  not  of  much  use. 

.Xther. — It  should  distil  at  a  temperature  not  under  34°  C. 

JSther  Pur. — Aldehyde-test  should  be  with  solid  caustic 
potash.  The  test  by  odour  requires  more  detailed  instruc- 
tions. 

Aloe  Barb. — No  aloin-assay  method  accurate.  The  mono- 
graphs for  aloes  require  complete  revision. 

Ammoniacum. — Experiment  needed  on  limit  of  matter  in- 
soluble in  alcohol.    Ash  should  not  exceed  7.5  per  cent. 

Ammonii  Carb. — Slightly  lower  volumetric-test  require- 
ments. 

Amyl  Nitris. — Omit  the  words  "  the  bulb  of  the  thermometer 
not  dipping  below  the  residual  fluid." 

Amylum. — Determine  with  different  starches  relative  cover- 
ing power  and  differences  in  the  mucilages.  The  litmus 
reaction  is  not  given  by  most  commercial  starches  (as  a  rule, 
maize). 

Anethi  et  Anisi  Fructus. — It  is  necessary  to  determine 
whether  these  have  been  partially  exhausted  or  not,  as  cara- 
way, fennel,  and  cloves  so  treated  are  mixed  with  unexhausted 
fruits,  and  so  marketed.

Alcock's  method  (dissolving  in  hydrochloric  acid  in  the 
cold  with  the  addition  of  Rochelle  salt  and  excess  of  sodium 
bicarbonate  before  titrating  with  standard  iodine  solution)  is 
preferable. 

Antim.  Sulphurat. — The  product  made  by  the  B.P.  process 
does  not  comply  with  the  tests  given. 

Antim.  Tart. — Alcock's  test  also  applies  here. 

Apomorph.  Hydrochlor. — Should  be  soluble  in  59  (not  50) 
parts  of  water;  1  gram  dissolves  in  48  c.c.  of  90- percent, 
alcohol. 

Aqua  Cinnamomi. — Assay  process  not  required. 
Aqua  Samhuci. — No  alteration  necessary. 
Araroba. — No  object  in  raising  the  requirements.    It  may 
be  omitted.

Ihc  two 
varieties  should  be  described  separately,  but  it  is  a  question 
whether  Siam  benzoin  should  be  retained  The  Palembang 
variety  contains  the  highest  proportion  of  benzoic  acid,  and 
might  be  introduced.  .  m  •  i  u 

Bismuthi  C'arft.— Determine  bismuth  in  official  salts  as 
oxide.    Bi.03  =  89-91  p.c.  .  .         ,■  r 

Bismuthi  Salicylas.— The  U.S.P.  test  for  the  free  sa,licylic 
acid  is  better.  Five  grams  treated  with  30  c.c.  purified  ether 
should  yield  not  more  than  3  mgms.  of  salicylic  acid. 

Bismtithi  Subnitras.— The  p.c.  of  bismuth  should  be  raised. 
Caffcina.— hoses  water  by  keeping,  and  samples  from  stock 
do  not  show  the  loss  at  100°  C.  stated  in  the  B.P. 

Caffcina  Citras.— The  formula  and  tests  require  revision. 
Calcii  C  hi  or  idum.— The  formula  is  for  a  crystalline  variety 
unobtainable  under  the  conditions  described.   The  characters 
and  tests  are  very  vague,  but  most  nearly  describe  the  anhy- 
drous chloride,  which  might  be  made  official. 

Calcii  I'hosphas. — Description  obscure,  and  allows  the  use 
of  both  Ca32(PO.)  and  CaHPO.. 

Calumha  7?ad.— Microscopic  characters  and  ash  percentage 
should  be  given.  . 

Calx  Sulj)hurata.—ln  the  copper  test  a  definite  quantity  of 
acid  should  be  prescribed  to  be  added  in  portions,  and  not  all 
at  once. 

Camboc/ia. — If  this  is  retained,  not  more  than  30  p.c.  should 
be  insoluble  in  alcohol. 

Cannabis  Indica. — If  a  yield  to  alcohol  is  included,  it  should 
bo  not  lower  than  10  p.c,  as  the  yield  is  rarely  less  than  11  p.c. 

Cantharidcs. — Should  be  assayed  to  contain  0.5  p.c.  total 
cantharidin.    Compare  processes. 

Capsici  Fruct. — Restrict  the  drug  as  now  to  the  fruits  of 
Capsicum  minimrim.  Standards  for  ash  and  eleo-resin  should 
be  introduced  Experiment  with  solvents,  so  as  to  extract 
oleo-resin  without  fixed  oil.  Microscopical  characters  should 
be  introduced. 

Cardamnmi  Scm. — Ash  should  be  raised  to  6  p.c.  as  a  maxi- 
mum. Microscopical  characters  of  the  powder  should  be 
given. 

Caryophylla. — Include  limit  of  ether-extract  and  ash  per- 
centage. 

Catechu. — Dieterich's  gambier-fluorescein  test  might  be  in- 
troduced, and  further  details  for  the  starch  test. 

Cera. — Include  separate  monographs  for  white  and  yellow 
waxes.  For  yellow  the  present  test  for  parafliii  should  be 
revised,  and  the  solubility-tests  made  more  definite.  The 
monograph  for  white  wax  should  be  for  chemically  bleached 
variety. 

Cerii  Oxalas. — Omit  the  formula,  for  although  pure  cerium 
oxalate  is  now  obtainable,  it  is  not  known  to  what  constituents 
the  medicinal  effect  is  due. 

CctarrnJn.—'Revhe  the  monograph  and  introduce  saponifi- 
cation number  (125  to  130). 

Chloral  Hydras.— Modify  the  quantitative  test  and  add  the 
isonitrile  test.    Alter  the  temperature  of  solidification. 

Chloroform  urn. —Test  by  odour  with  10  c.c,  and  revise  the 
sulnhuric-acid  test. 

Cimicifugcp  P hi zoma.~ Assay  for  alcoholic  extract  not 
favoured.  The  section  of  the  rhizone  should  be  described 
and  the  ferric-chloride  test  made  with  an  infusion. 

Coca"  Fo//r7.— Restrict  to  the  Bolivian  varietv  of  South 
America  or  Ceylon  growth.  For  galenical  preparations  use 
leaves  with  0  5  p.c.  of  total  alkaloids. 

jT'"t"?  „^'"'™'"'''"'-;'''""-TP*'™^n&anate  test  unreliable, 
and  the  U.S.P.  should  be  used. 

f'o(/»'jna.-In  the  colour-test,  sodium  arsenate  should  be  sub 
stitu ted  for  potassium  ferriovanide.  Add  to  the  tests  "  codeine 
which  has  been  dried  at  100°  C.  melts  at  155°  C  " 

Codeince  Phosphas.—The  formula  should  be 
C,.H„N03H3PO,2H.O. 


Colchici  Semina. — If  the  suggestion  of  the  International 
Conference  to  use  seeds,  and  not  corm,  be  adopted  for  galeni- 
cal preparations,  the  finished  preparations  should  be  assayed. 

Colocynthidis  Pulpa. — Ash  9  to  12  p.c,  a  limit  for  fixed  oil 
(extraction  with  petroleum  spirit),  and  microscopical  char- 
acters of  the  powder  should  be  included. 

Conii  Fol. — Presumably  will  be  omitted,  and  fruits  used  for 
preparations. 

Conii  Fruct. — These  preparations  should  be  assayed.  The 
U.S.P.  minimum  (0.5  p.c.  of  coiiiine)  is  too  low. 

CubebcF  Fruct. — Should  have  microscopical  characters,  an 
ash-limit,  and  standard  for  oleo-resin  (not  less  than  17  p.c). 

Crocus. — Will  probably  bo  omitted.  If  not,  little  to  com-  ■ 
plain  of  in  the  monograph. 

Digitalis  Fol. — Chemical  assay  impossible,  and  physio- 
logical assay  not  feasible.  Directions  must  be  given  for  care- 
ful drying  and  storing.  Also  ash-limit  and  revised  micro- 
scopical characters. 

Kmp.  Belladonnce. — Assay  process  desirable. 

Ext.  Belladon.  Alcohol. — Revise  the  wording  and  require 
the  product  in  dry  powder. 

Ext.  Belladon.  Liq. — Amend  the  assay  process. 

Ext.  Belladon.  Vir. — Standardise  to  1  p.c.  alkaloid. 

Ext.  Cannabis  Ind. — Improve  the  process. 

Ext.  Cascarce  Sagradce  Liq. — Alcohol  insufficient.  Amend 
the  process. 

Ext.  Cinchonce  Liq. — Amend  the  assay  process. 
Ext.  Cocce  Liq. — Standardise  and  investigate  published  pro- 
cesses. 

Ext.  Gentiance. — No  change  is  desirable. 
Ext.  Hyoscyami. — Standardise. 

Ext.  Ipecac.  Liq. — Process  unsatisfactory,  and  should  bo 
entirely  avoided.    Assay  method  unsatisfactory. 
Ext.  Jaborandi  Liq. — Standardise. 

Ext.  Nucis  Vom.  Liq. — Modify  process  to  ensure  the  absence 
of  fat.    Revise  assay  process. 

?lxt.  Pareirce  Liq. — Process  needs  alteration. 

Ext.  Strophanthi. — Standardise,  but  thorough  and  lengthy 
investigation  of  assay  processes  needed. 

Ferri  Arsenas. — Determine  arsenium  as  well  as  ferrous  iron. 

Ferri  et  Amman.  Cit. — The  U.S.P.  iodometric  determina- 
tion of  iron  preferable  to  B.P.  method. 

Ferri  SSulphas  Exsic. — Either  omit  temperature  for  drying 
or  sav  100°  to  110°  C. 

Ferrum  Redact.— Oi  the  U.S.P.  limits  of  1  in  100,000  for 
arsenic  and  90  p.c.  for  metallic  iron,  the  latter  is  too 
stringent. 

Ferrum  Tart. — The  iodometric  method  for  iron  preferred. 

Galbanum. — Maximum  soluble  in  alcohol  should  be  50  p.c, 
and  ash  not  exceeding  10  p.c. 

Gelsemii  Pad. — Ash  limit  not  necessary. 

Glycer.  Acidi  Borici. — Amend  the  process  to  give  a  moro 
uniform  result. 

Glycer.  Boracis. — No  alteration  necessary. 

Glycer.  Pcpsini. — Give  method  for  testing  its  activity. 

Glycyrrhizce  Pad. — Give  ash  -determination  and  microscopi- 
cal characters  to  exclude  olive-stones,  etc.,  and  include  a  test 
of  the  extractive  or  glycyrrhizin  value. 

Gossyvium. — "Solution  of  copper  ammonio-sulphato " 
should  read:  "  Ammoniacal  solution  of  cupric  oxide." 

Granati  Cort. — If  not  omitted  no  ash  figure  necessary,  as  it 
is  not  used  in  powder. 

Guaiaci  Resina. — Not  less  than  90  p.c.  soluble  in  alcohol, 
and  not  more  than  3  p.c.  of  ash.  Experiment  on  the  acid 
value. 

Hamamelidis  Cortex  et  Folia. — Ash  limit  not  necessary. 

Hydmrrjyri  Oleas.— Is  better  made  by  direct  combination 
of  mercuric  oxide  and  oleic  acid. 

Bydrarg.  Amman. — The  standard  of  mercury  is  too  high, 
and  should  not  be  higher  than  77  p.c.  The  preparation  should 
be  dried  at  not  over  30°  C. 

Hydrastis  Rhiznma. — Ash  limit  necessary. 

Hyoscyami  Folia.— The  Brussels  Conference  decided  to 
make  a  standardised  extract  from  dried  leaves.  Both  tincture 
and  extract  might  be  made  from  a  liquid  extract,  and  ono 
standardisation  process  serve  for  the  two.  An  important 
question  arises,  however,  as  to  the  properties  of  henbane  and 
its  principal  use  as  a  sedative — whether  it  has  not  some  other 
effects  principally  diuretic,  and  whether  it  would  be  desirable 
fo  standardise  its  preparations  on  the  basis  of  mydriatic  alka- 
loids, seeing  that  other  more  powerful  drucs.  having  prac- 
♦^ically  the  same  active  principles,  are  included  in  the  B.P. 
The  committee  is  of  opinion  that  if  the  drug  is  retained  ifc 
should  not  be  retained  on  the  jrrnunds  of  its  importance  as  a 
competitor,  as  it  were,  with  belladonna. 

Ipecacuanhcp  Radix.— The  Brussels  Conference  decided  that 
onlv  the  Brazilian  root,  containinc-  2  n.c  of  total  alkaloid,  is 
to  be  used.  Experiments  are  desirable  as  to  whether  it  would 
not  be  preferable  to  introduce  solutions  of  emetine  as  ex- • 
pectorants.  and  solutions  of  cephfelino  as  emetics:  or  to  make 
two  series  of  preparations  from  the  Brazilian  and  Carthagena 
varieties  for  the  two  different  purposes.    If  the  Rio  variety 
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(from  Brazil  or  India)  is  alone  retained,  it  may  be  assayed  for 
emetine  by  Paul  and  Cownley's  process. 

Jaborandi  Folia.— li  retained,  pilocarpus  microphyllus 
should  bo  substituted  for  the  present  official  variety,  and  the 
galenical  preparations  standardised ;  leaves  to  give  0.5  to  0.75 
p.c.  total  alkaloid.  .  .  . 

Jalapa.—Reta.in  the  present  standard  and  give  description 
of  powder. 

Kino.— The  solubility  is  a  matter  for  investigation. 

Lin.  4 conzi/.— Standardise  if  a  reliable  process  can  be  found. 

Lin.  Belladonna. — Insert  an  assay  process. 

Lin.  CamphorcE.— Give  method  for  determining  camphor 
and  fixed  minimum  limit. 

Lin.  Terebinthina:. — The  formula  needs  modification. 

Liq.  Ammonite  Fortis. — The  official  sp.  gr.  0.891  corresponds 
to  31.6  p.c.  NHa  instead  of  32.5  j).c.  Sulphuric  acid  should 
be  substituted  for  hydrochloric  aci-d  in  the  test  for  "  tarry 
matters."  Absence  of  residue  after  evaporation  and  ignition 
would  be  a  useful  test. 

Liq.  Ammonii  Acet. — The  concentrated  preparation,  1  to  7, 
should  be  introduced  in  the  place  of  this,  with  test  for  lead, 
Bp.  gr.,  and  an  amended  test  for  neutrality. 

Liq.  Bismuthi  et  Ammon.  Cit. — Formula  requires  altera- 
tion. 

Liquores  Concentrati. — Amend  all  the  formulae  except 
quassia,  if  retained. 

Liq.  Ferri  Perchlor.  Fort. — A  solution  sp.  gr.  1.42  does 
not  yield  the  quantity  of  ferric  oxide  stated.  The  sp.  gr. 
might  be  altered  to  1.49;  the  yield  of  oxide  would  then  be 
1.6  gram  from  5  c.c. 

Liq.  Hydrarg.  Perchlor. — Should  be  preserved  in  amber 
bottles. 

Liq.  Hydrogenii  Peroxidi. — Magnesium-sulphate  solution 
should  be  used  in  the  gasometric  assay,  but  a  volumetric 
process  (iodine  and  thiosulphate  or  potassium  bichromate) 
would  be  preferable.  Tests  for  limit  of  free  acid  and  for 
fluoride  should  be  added. 

Liq.  Morphince  Hydrochlor. — Reduce  the  acid  to  1  c.c.  and 
the  alcohol  to  20  c.c. 

Liq.  Pancreatis. — Add  glycerin  to  the  formula  and  modify 
the  test. 

Lithii  Carb. — The  analytical  data  actually  work  out  to 
99.5  p.c.,  and  not  98.5  p.c. ;  this  standard  is  difficult  to  attain. 
A  volumetric  test,  as  in  the  U.S. P.,  would  be  better. 

Lithii  Citras. — The  loss  of  weight  stated  to  occur  at  115.5°  C. 
is  incorrect.  The  last  portions  of  water  are  removed  only  at 
about  140°  C.  The  formula  should  be  Li3C6H50,5H.O,  which 
loses  24  p.c.  at  95-100°  C. 

Lupulinum. — Presumably  this  drug  will  be  omitted,  as  it  is 
practically  never  used.  The  ash  figure,  10  p.c,  is  high  enough 
if  the  drug  is  retained. 

Magnesia  Levis. — See  next  note. 

Magnesia  Ponderosa. — Some  allowance  should  be  made  for 
loss  on  ignition  [water  and  carbonic  acid  absorbed]. 

Magnesii  Carb.  Levis. — The  composition  varies,  and  cannot 
be  represented  by  a  definite  formula. 

Mel. — Revise  the  monograph  completely,  adding  tests  for 
sugars. 

Myrrha. — Ash  limit  should  be  5  p.c.  Limit  substances  in- 
soluble in  alcohol  and  revise  colour  test. 

Morphines  Hydrochlor. — The  solubility  in  water  is  1  in  25 
and  1  gram  dissolves  in  69  c.c.  of  alcohol  (90  p.c).  In  the 
precipitation  test  the  salt  should  be  dissolved  in  50  c.c.  of  warm 
morphinated  water  (not  250  c.c.)  and  the  precipitated  mor- 
phine should  weigh  1.5  to  1.51  gram. 

Nux  Yomica.—^he  Brussels  Conference's  standard  is  2.5  p.c. 
of  total  alkaloid.  Revise  the  assay  process,  especially  if 
strychnine  is  to  be  determined  separately.  The  U.S. P.  process 
is  quite  incorrect.  The  powder  should  be  microscopically 
described. 

Olea. — In  all  statements  of  solubility  the  temperature  is 
most  important,  and  pointed  attention  should  be  called  to  it. 

01.  Amygdalce.— Iodine  value  (95  to  100)  and  saponification 
value  (190  to  200)  should  be  stated.  The  U.S.P.  oleic-acij  test 
should  be  experimented  on. 

01.  Anethi. — A  45-p.c.  minimum  of  carvone  by  fractionation 
might  be  demanded,  the  apparatus  employed  being  exactly 
described. 

01.  Ams/.— The  minimum  m.p.  should  be  15°  C,  and  solu- 
bility 1  in  3  vols,  of  90-p.c.  alcohol. 

01.  Carui. — At  least  40  p.c.  should  distil  over  200°  C  and 
op.  rot.  -1-74°  to  -1-78°. 

01.  Cajupuii. — If  retained,  which  is  doubtful,  a  revised  test 
will  be  necessary.  The  cineol  should  not  be  less  than  50  p.c. 
by  the  phosphoric-acid  process. 

01.  Caryoijhylli.—Should  contain  at  least  80  p.c.  of  eugenol 
by  the  potassium-hydroxide  test.  Also  state  solubility  in 
70  p.c.  alcohol. 

01.  Cinnamomi. — Alter  details  of  the  aldehyde  assay  and 
give  minimum  as  68  p.c. 

01.  Copaiba. — The  description  needs  revision. 
01.  Coriartdri. — Optical  rotation  -7°  to  -14°. 


0?.  CM6e6cB.— Optical  rotation  -30°  to  -40°. 

01.  Eucalypti. — Introduce  assay  process  indicating  not  less 
than  55  p.c.  of  eucalyptol.    Sp.  gr.  should  be  raised  to  0.910. 

01.  Lini. — Revise  the  monograph,  introducing  iodine  and 
saponification  values. 

01.  MenthcB  Pip. — Foreign  oils  other  than  Japanese,  which 
is  excluded  by  the  description,  should  be  official,  and  free  and 
combined  menthol  determined. 

01.  Olivce. — The  monograph  requires  complete  revision. 

01.  Pimentoe. — Require  65  per  cent,  of  eugenol  by  potash 
method. 

01.  Ricim.. — Revise  the  monograph  completely,  introducing 
saponification  and  iodine  values,  and  excluding  or  revising 
the  sulphuric-acid  test. 

01.  Santali. — A  santalol  figure  (possibly  94  p.c.)  should  be 
included. 

Oxymel  Scillce. — The  process  needs  revision  so  as  to  ensure 
a  constant  product. 

Paraffinum  Durum. — M.p.  should  be  altered  to  50-55°  C. 

Parafjinum  Liquidum. — Sp.  gr.  too  high;  usually  it  is 
between  0.860  and  0.880. 

Paraffinum  Mollc.—M.p  should  be  rai.sed  to  37-40°  C. 

Pareirce  Badix. — This  drug  will  probably  be  omitted. 

Pepsinum. — The  monograph  requires  complete  revision. 
See  U.S.P.  and  paper  by  Lucas.  Pepsin  is  nearly  insoluble  in 
alcohol  (90  p.c). 

Physostigmatis  Semina. — This  drug  will  probably  be 
omitted,  and  its  alkaloid  only  retained. 

Pilula  Ferri. — Amend  the  formula,  introducing  glucose  in 
the  place  of  sugar. 

Pil.  Hydrarg.  Subchlor.  Co. — Omit  the  castor  oil. 

Pimenta. — An  ash  limit  should  be  stated. 

Piper  Nigrum. — The  characters  of  the  powder,  ash  yield, 
and  oleo-resin  standard  may  be  given. 

Podophylli  Besina. — The  question  of  the  exclusion  of  Indian 
podophyllin  is  a  matter  requiring  further  consideration.  The 
committee  does  not  know  of  a  satisfactory  test  to  distinguish 
the  one  variety  from  the  other. 

Potassa  Caustica. — The  method  of  preparation  should  be 
omitted. 

Potassa  Sulphurata. — Modify  the  solubility  test  to  exclude 
inferior  qualities.  The  best  varieties  form  an  opalescent  solu- 
tion with  water. 

Potassii  Aeetas. — The  formula  given  does  not  represent  the 
substance  actually  in  use,  which  cannot,  on  a  technical  scale, 
be  rendered  anhydrous  without  decomposition.  An  allowance 
of  10  p.c  water  on  drying  at  110°  C.  would  be  reasonable. 

Potassii  Bromidum. — Modify  the  thiocyanate  test  as  sug- 
gested by  Upsher  Smith. 

Potassii  Carbonas. — The  commercial  article  is  a  mixture 
containing  about  16  p.c.  of  combined  water. 

Potassii  Citras. — The  formula  of  this  salt  contains  one  mole- 
cule of  water  of  crystallisation  ;  the  volumetric  requirements 
do  not  correspond  to  the  formula  given,  and  should  be  altered. 
The  anhydrous  salt  can  be  obtained  only  with  difliculty. 

Potassii  Tartras. — The  formula  should  contain  half  the 
water  shown  in  the  B.P.  The  figures  in  the  volumetric  test 
are  based  upon  the  incorrect  formula. 

Quinines  Sulphas. — The  B.P.  test  should  be  replaced  by  that 
in  the  French  Codex,  which  is  more  easily  carried  out.  The 
B.P.  standard  requires  a  less  pure  quinine  sulphate  than  any 
other  important  Pharmacopoeia.  The  3  p.c.  of  cinchonidine 
obtained  in  the  assay  indicates  the  presence  of  more  than  twice 
that  amount  in  the  sample. 

Bhei  Badix. — Ash  limit  is  not  feasible.  Experiment  with 
Tschirch's  assay  process.  A  limit  of  extractive  to  60  p.c. 
alcohol  is  a  useful  test. 

Bhoeados  Petala. — Will  probably  be  omitted. 

Sapo  Animalis. — Introduce  a  test  for  the  nature  of  the  fatty 
acids.    The  allowance  of  moisture  is  very  liberal. 

Sapo  Durus. — Introduce  a  test  for  the  nature  of  the  fatty 
acids. 

Sapo  Mollis. — A  limit  for  water  should  be  added. 

Scammonice  Badix. — Probably  no  standard  need  be  in- 
cluded, but  different  varieties  of  scammony  resin  are  now 
being  obtained  from  roots  imported  from  Mexico,  and  this 
should  be  considered. 

Scammonium. — This  will  probably  be  omitted,  as  there  i? 
no  object  in  its  retention  if  the  extracted  resin  is  official. 

Scilla. — A  limit  of  moisture  is  necessary. 

Senegee  Badix. — No  ash  limit  is  necessary. 

Senna. — The  ash  should  be  almost  entirely  soluble  in  hydra 
chloric  acid,  and  microscopical  characters  should  be  included. 

SerpentaricE  Rhizoma. — An  ash  limit  is  necessary. 

Sevum. — If  retained,  acid,  saponification,  and  iodine  values 
should  be  given. 

Sodii  Arsenas. — The  lead-acetate  test  is  correct  if  carried 
out  as  described. 

Spdii  Benzoas. — More  allowance  should  be  made  for 
moisture,  say  4  p.c. 

Sodii  Bicarhonas. — The  test  for  carbonate  should  be  re- 
placed by  one  on  the  lines  of  the  U.S.P. 
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Sodii  Carb.  Exsicc. — Allow  a  limit  of  water. 
Sodii  Hi/pophos2>/iis.—B.<ip\&ce  the  permanganate  test  by 
Jowett's. 

Sodii  Nitris.— Give  the  volumetric  permanganate  test  in- 
stead of  the  gasometric  one. 

Sodii  Sulp/ns. — The  volumetric  test  is  best  performed  by 
adding  the  sulphite  to  iodine  solution  and  titrating  back 
with  thiosulphate  solution.    The  B.P.  standard  is  too  high. 

Spt.  Ammon.  Arom. — Amend  the  test  for  carbonate  by 
adding  ammonium  chloride. 

Spt.  Camphorw. — A  method  of  estimating  the  camphor  is 
desirable. 

Staphisagrice  Semina. — Experiment  on  ash  limit. 

Stramonii  Folia. — Give  an  ash  limit,  15  p.c,  and  micro- 
scopical characters. 

StrophaiUhi  Semina. — The  reaction  with  sulphuric  acid  has 
not  proved  of  great  value,  as  seeds  taken  from  the  same  pod 
have  given  a  green  and  a  red  reaction.  A  process  of  assay  is 
desirable. 

Strychnince  Hydrochloridum . — The  temperature  for  loss  of 
water  of  crystallisation  is  too  low.  The  composition  of  th© 
salt  needs  re-investigating. 

Styrax  Praparatus. — Experiments  should  be  made  to  deter- 
mine whether  purification  by  some  other  solvent  (such  as 
acetone)  is  not  possible.  Proportion  of  cinnamic  acid,  acid 
value,  and  ester  value  should  be  stated. 

Succus  Taraxaci. — The  proportion  of  alcohol  should  be  in- 
creased. 

Sulphur  Svblimatum. — Always  gives  an  acid  reaction  unless 
freshly  washed  and  dried.  The  residue  left  in  the  ammonia 
test  might  be  arnmonium  sulphate,  and  is  no  proof  of  the 
presence  of  arsenic  or  arsenium  sulphide.  The  arsenic  test  is 
not  delicate  enough. 

Sulphur  is  lodidum. — Solution  in  potassium  iodide  and  titra- 
tion with  sodium  thiosulphate  would  be  a  better  test  for 
quality  than  the  determination  of  residual  sulphur. 

Syr.  Codeince. — The  formula  should  be  revised. 

Syr.  Ferri  I odidi.— Revise  the  formula  and  give  a  better 
assay  process. 

Syr.  Ferri  Phos.  cum  Quin.  et  Sfrych.— An  assay  process  is 
desirable,  and  the  formula  requires  some  slight  alteration  in 
detail. 

Syr.  Glucosi. — Introduce  a  monograph  for  glucose  with 
limits  of  arsenic  and  sulphites. 

Syr.  Pruni  Virginiance. — The  formula  requires  revision. 

Tr.  Cardam.  Co.— The  substitution  of  glycerin  for  raisins 
and  of  oil  of  cinnamon  for  cinnamon  bark  should  bo  con- 
sidered. 

Tr.  Cinchona. — The  assay  process  requires  revision. 

Tr.  Nucis  Vomicx.~The  assay  process  requires  revision. 
_  Tr.  Opii  and  Tr.  Opii  Ammon.— The  assay  process  requires 
improvement,  and  should  be  adapted  to  the  latter  prepara- 
tion. 

Tr.  Strophanthi.—Sta,nda,rdiso  this  preparation,  and  investi- 
gate published  suggestions. 

U ng.  Acidi  Carbolici.— Does  not  keep  satisfactorily.  Eevise 
the  formula. 

_  Ung.  Coniii. — Revise  the  formula  with  the  view  of  prevent- 
ing mould. 

Ung.  Bamamelidis. — Ditto. 

Vin.  4«ran«u'.— Detannate  the  wine  and  give  a  test  for 
tannin. 

Vin  Ipecacuanha. —Improve  by  using  detannated  wine  and 
acidifying  the  liquid  extract.  Assav. 

7Anci  Sulphas.— Ahex  "magnesium"  insert  "manganese." 

^inct  Sulphocarbolas.— The  method  of  manufacture  would 
not  yield  a  pure  product.  The  salt  contains  eight  molecules 
ot  water  of  crystallisation,  not  one,  as  given  in  the  B  P 
-7  u  K'[^^'i!r''^''^-^P^?-  f9rmula  is  wrong,  and  should  be 
Zn(C=H,0,),2H,0.  The  limits  of  residue  stated  in  the  quan- 
titative test  are  too  divergent,  and  should  be  altered  to  not 
less  than  26  and  not  more  than  27  per  cent,  zinc  oxide  which 
is  consistent  with  the  salt's  solubility  in  absolute  alcohol. 

z;ingiber.— The  powder  should  yield  not  more  than  5  p  c. 
of  ash  and  not  less  than  1.5  p.c.  of  soluble  ash,  or  5  p.c!  of 
alcoholic  extract. 

Test  Solution  of  Ferric  Chloride.— Anhydrous  ferric 
chloride  is  unnecessary.

Among  local  chemists  pre- 
sent were  Messrs.  G.  P.  Fairman,  R.  Robinson,  R.  H.  Bell. 
A.  W.  Golightly,  R.  E.  Cherrett,  J.  G.  Harrison,  C.  Hodg- 
son, H.  S.  Corder,  W.  Nimmo,  J.  W.  Todd,  R.  Anderson, 
F.C.S.  (Hon.  Secretary),  &c.  After  the  loyal  toast,  Mr. 
W.  Kerse  (Newcastle)  proposed  "The  Pharmaceutical 
Society,"  and  gave  a  short  historical  sketch  of  the  Society 
and  its  work.  Alderman  Harrison  replied.  After  giving  an 
account  of  the  proceedings  in  respect  to  the  Society's  Bill 
and  the  Government  Poisons  Bill,  neither  of  which  he  was 
of  opinion  would  make  further  progress  this  Session,  he 
expressed  the  hope  that  an  opportunity  might  be  arranged 
for  a  conference  with  the  Government  on  the  question,  so 
that  a  Bill  might  be  prepared  for  the  next  Parliamentary 
Session  which  should  provide  for  the  safety  of  the  public 
a,nd  protect  the  legitimate  rights  of  the  chemist.

A.  W.  Golightly  next  proposed  "The  Mayor  and  Corpora- 
tion," which  the  Mayor  responded  to.

Dinner  at  Notting-ham. 

The  thirty-eighth  annual  dinner  of  the  Nottingham  and 
Notts  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  at  the  Victoria 
Station  Hotel,  Nottingham,  on  Thursday,  November  29, 
Mr.  R.  Fitzhugh  (the  President)  in  the  chair,  and  among 
those  present  were  the  Mayor  (Alderman  J.  A.  H.  Green) 
the  Sheriff  (Councillor  F.  Ball),  Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young, 
Dr.  Wilson,  Messrs.  F.  Ross  Sergeant  (Vice-President),  A. 
Eberlin,  W.  Riley  (Derby),  W.  Thompson,  H.  Brown. 
J.  H.  Shacklock,  H.  F.  Wood.  G.  J.  Parkes,  A.  Middleton, 
F.  C.  Carr,  T.  Freeman,  G.  J.  Parkes  (Hearon,  Squire  & 
Francis),  A.  C.  Vallance  (Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.),  W.  Bronson 
(Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  vvebb),  S.  H.  Collis  (Harker,  Stagg 
&  Morgan),  W.  S.  Adamson  (Parke,  Davis  &  C),  S.  Royce 
(Principal  of  Nottingham  School  of  Pharmacy),  H.  S.  Plat- 
tin,  D.  Ellis,  K.  Nixon,  T.  Wilson,  A.  E.  Beilby,  H. 
Smith,  H.  C.  Prince,  A.  A.  Ringer,  E.  E.  H.  Turton, 
W.  Gill,  T.  J.  Vvilliamson,  —  Clarke,  J.  Smith,  and  J.  B. 
Brown. 

After  the  loyal  toast,  Mr.  A.  Middleton  proposed  "  The 
City  of  Nottingham,"  the  Mayor  and  Sheriff  briefly  re- 
sponding. Mr.  A.  E.  Beilby  submitted  "The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society."   He  said  the  Society  was  very  much  like 


one  of  those  impregnable  castles  which  they  sometimes  saw 
presented  on  the  stage.  It  had  been  very  busy  adding  addi- 
tional bolts  and  bars  to  the  front  door,  so  that  it  had  been 
with  very  great  difficulty  that  anybody  could  get  in  legiti- 
mately ;  but  the  general  public  had  'discovered  that  this 
strength  was  only  formidable  in  appearance,  that  there 
was  only  a  front  wall,  and  that  they  could  walk  in  anywhere 
without  the  trouble  of  going  through 

The  Pharmaceutically  Barricaded  Door. 
To  put  it  simply,  he  rather  fancied  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  had  been  too  intent  upon  stiffening  the  examina- 
tions without  seeing  that  chemists  received  corresponding 
advantages ;  and  he  personally  thought  that  the  proposed 
curriculum  would  have  a  further  disadvantage  of  handi- 
capping the  trade,  unless  they  could  have  a  corresponding 
protection.  It  seemed  to  him  that  the  more  they  moved 
in  that  direction  they  were  loading  themselves  with  chains 
and  were  handicapping  themselves  in  their  struggle  with 
illegitimate  traders.  Rather  than  securing  by  Bills  the 
legalising  of  drug-stores,  or  even  the  stiffening  of  examina- 
tions, they  should  endeavour  not  only  to  secure  titles  for 
chemists,  but  to  do  something  which  would  be  of  real 
benefit  to  the  trade,  such,  for  instance,  as  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  medicines  which  could  only  be 
sold  by  qualified  men.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  had  been  occupied  in  giving  them  on  the  one  hand 
an  Education  Bill,  and  on  the  other  hand  a  Poisons  Bill. 
What  they  really  wanted  was  a  Pharmacy  Bill — something 
which  would  really  be  of  advantage  to  the  trade.  He  did  not 
think  that  legislation  would  give  them  affluence ;  the  trade 
had  never  been  a  money-making  one.  (Laughter.)  He  was 
content  himself  to  be  poor  but  virtuous — (laughter) — and 
so  he  supposed  they  must  rather  look  to  the  idea  of  the 
great  use  they  performed  to  the  public  than  any  idea  of 
acquiring  any  affluence  from  the  trade  which  they  followed. 
There  was  no  doubt  that  they  did  perform  a  distinct  service 
to  the  community.  (Hear,  hear.)  If  he  had  been  critical,  it 
was  not  because  he  was  disloyal. 

Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young,  in  responding,  said  he  was  not 
one  of  those  who  took  a  pessimistic  view  of  things ;  he 
thought  that  things  would  work  out  their  own  redemption, 
but  he  was  aware  that  a  great  number  of  their  craft  were 
suffering  under  social  disadvantages  and  disadvantages 
which  came  from  illegitimate  and  thoroughly  improper  com- 
petition. How  far  the  individual  chemist  was  to  be  blamed 
for  allowing  himself  to  be  over-trodden  he  would  hardly 
venture  to  say,  but  he  thought  they  were  very  largely  to 
blame  for  the  indifference  they  had  shown  for  years  and 
years  in  their  own  interests.  (Hear,  hear.)  In  regard  to 
the  examinations,  he  did  not  consider  they  were  too  severe. 
The  Society  abandoned  its  own  Bill  because  the  Bill  intro- 
duced by  the  Government  contained  so  much  that  com- 
mended itself  to  the  judgment  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  They  were  in  hopes  that  they  would  be  able  to 
get  reintroduced  into  the  Bill  the  clause  protecting  their 
title  of  "  chemist,"  which  was  rejected  by  the  House  of 
Lords;  but,  failing  this,  it  would  be  their  duty  to  oppose 
with  all  their  power  the  Poisons  Bill. 

A  new  toast  on  the  list  was  "  The  Medical  Profession," 
which  was  submitted  by  Mr.  F.  Ross  Sergeant  and  re- 
sponded to  by  Dr.  Wilson.  Mr.  W.  Riley  (Derby)  pro- 
posed "  The  Nottingham  and  Notts  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation," and  said  chemists  were  not  complaining  of 
competition— they  were  not  opposed  to  it— they  were  simply 
defending  titles  they  had  earned,  and  it  was  only  right  the 
Government  should  star  their  Bill.  (Hear,  hear.)  Mr. 
Gill  replied  for  the  Association.  The  toast  of  "The 
Visitors  "  was  proposed  by  Mr.  T.  Freeman  and  responded 
to  by  the  Chief  Constable,  and  the  health  of  the  Chairman 
was  drunk  on  the  call  of  Mr.  J.  R.  Young. 

During  the  dinner  selections  of  music  were  performed 
by  Mr.  F.  Hooton's  band,  and  the  vocal  items  between  the 
speeches  were  admirably  rendered  by  the  Haydn  Glee 
Quartette.

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THERE  were  six  absentees  at  Wednesday's  meeting, 
nev.ertheless  the  Council  sat  for  two  hours  with  well- 
sustained  interest.  Half  the  time  was  taken  up  with  a 
discussion  on  a  motion  by  Mr.  Hobbs,  having  for  its  object 
the  devising  of  a  scheme  for  bringing  the  divisional  secre- 
taries in  closer  touch  with  the  Council.  The  scheme  had 
been  before  the  Organising  Conmiittee  in  a  slightly  different 
form,  and  was  sent  back  for  reconsideration,  Mr.  Hobbs 
being  made  a  member  of  the  committee.  The  Benevolent 
Fund  has  received  375?.,  a  moiety  of  a  legacy  left  by  the 
late  J.  E.  Williams,  of  Chester,  and  the  committee  granted 
46Z.  in  relief  of  applicants.  A  committee  has  been  appointed 
to  consider  Surgeon-General  Evatt's  scheme  of  pharma- 
ceutical ai'my  reserve  as  propounded  at  the  last  evening 
meeting  of  the  Society.  The  President  announced  his 
intention  of  resigning  his  office  at  the  January  Council- 
meeting,  owing  to  his  increased  public  duties  elsewhere.  It 
was  stated  that  the  chances  of  the  Government  Poisons  Bill 
coming  before  ParHament  this  Session  are  remote,  and  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  has  been  summoned  to  consider 
what  the  policy  of  the  Council  shall  be  in  the  new  year. 
The  Law  Committee  agree  that  emplastrum  plumbi  should 
be  added  to  Part  I.  of  the  Poisons  Schedule,  and  steps  will 
be  taken  to  give  effect  to  that  opinion  when  the  next  re- 
vision of  the  Schedule  takes  place.

The  Council-meeting  was  held  on  December  5  at  16  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  London,  W.C.  There  were  present  the 
President  (Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson),  the  Vice-President  (Mr. 
J.  R.  Young),  the  Treasurer  (Mr.  Walter  Hills),  and 
Messrs.  C.  B.  Allen,  S.  R.  Atkins,  W.  G.  Cross,  W.  L. 
Currie,  W.  H.  Gibson,  R.  L.  Gifford,  A.  Hagon,  J.  F. 
Harrington,  A.  E.  Hobbs,  A.  Southall,  C.  Symes,  and 
A.  C.  Wootton. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  having  been  taken  as 
read,  the  Peesident  said  he  had  received  messages  from 
four  or  five  councillors  asking  to  be  excused  for  absence. 

Death. 

The  President  then  referred  to  the  death  of  the  late 
Mr.  Harold  Wilson,  who  was  for  five  years  an  examiner  of 
the  Society.  Mr.  Wilson  was  apprenticed  to  the  late  Mr. 
William  Martindale,  and  was  a  pupil  in  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy during  the  session  1896-7.  After  that  he  became 
pharmacist  to  University  College  Hospital,  and  subse- 
quently filled  a  similar  position  at  St.  Thomas's  Hospital. 
The  President  added  he  was  sure  the  Council  regretted 
that  so  promising  a  career  had  been  cut  short,  and  moved 
that  the  deep  regret  of  the  Council  be  conveyed  to  Mr. 
Wilson's  relatives.    This  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 
Some  members  were  elected  and  two  or  three  restored  to 
their  former  position  in  the  Society. 

Finance. 

Mr.  Haerington  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  which  was  as  follows  :

Mr.  Harrington  said  that  donations  to  the  Benevolent 
Fund  included  375?.,  part  of  a  legacy  from  the  executors 
of  John  Eyton  Williams,  of  Chester.  The  money  was  left 
some  time  ago,  but  could  not  be  paid  over  before  owing 
to  some  legal  difficulty.  The  executors  have  now  paid 
75  per  cent,  of  the  legacy  as  an  instalment.  The  Bradford 
Chemists'  Association  had  also  contributed  ten  guineas. 
The  repoi-t  was  adopted. 

The  Benevolent  Fund. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  taken 
in  committee,  after  which 

Mr.  Atkins,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  [46?. 
was  recommended  to  be  granted],  said  that  the  smallness  of 
the  list  [there  were  four  cases]  should  not  be  taken  to  indicate 
a  normal  state  of  things;  it  was  simply  the  swing  of  the 
pendulum — the  lists  during  1906  had  been  heavy. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Library,  etc.,  Committee. 

Mr.  Walter  Hills  presented  the  report  of  the  Library, 
Museum,  School,  and  House  Committee,  which  dealt  with 
the  Society's  libraries  and  museums  in  London  and  Edin- 
burgh. The  Curator  reported  that,  as  authorised,  he  had 
sent  thirty-one  materia-niedica  specimens  to  the  Lecturer  iB 
Pharmaceutics  at  the  evening  course  of  instruction  insti- 
tuted by  the  Leeds  University  in  conjunction  with  the 
Leeds  Higher  Education  Authority.  A  purchase  of  a 
specimen  of  Persian  opium  has  been  made  for  the  Museum. 
Messrs.  Parkinson's  bill  for  13?.  10s.  for  work  done  during 
the  month  was  approved.  The  Dean  of  the  School  reported 
that  one  student  had  entered  for  the  full  Minor  course,  one 
for  the  full  Major  course,  and  four  for  partial  courses, 
bringing  the  total  number  of  students  up  to  sixty,  including 
Bell  scholars. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Organisation  Committee. 
The  President  presented  the  report  of  the  committee  en 
organisation,  which  contained  the  following  items  :  Two 
letters  of  protest  against  the  method  of  nominating  the 
divisional  secretary  for  Leith  were  received,  and  the  North 
British  Branch  were  asked  to  make  their  observations 
thereon.  The  list  of  divisional  secretaries  was  drawn  up 
for  presentation  to  the  Council.  The  conmiittee  also  con- 
sidered a  letter  from  Mr.  Hobbs,  which  contained  a  scheme 
for  getting  into  closer  touch  with  local  officers  throughout 
the  country.  Mr.  Hobbs  suggested,  among  other  things, 
the  sending  of  a  monthly  letter  to  divisional  secretaries, 
such  letter  to  contain  : 

1.  Notes  on  any  subject  of  special  importance  claiming  the 
attention  of  chemists  and  druggists. 

2.  Statistical  facts  which  might  bo  of  value  for  reference. 

3.  Suggestions  for  subjects  for  debate  by  local  associations 
and  invitations  for  reports  on  the  same. 

4.  Lists  of  the  names  of  chemists  in  the  division,  with  a 
list  of  those  who  aro  not  members  of  the  Society. 

5.  Forms  for  a  monthly  report  to  be  sent  to  the  Council, 
with  such  data  as  might  be  used  for  statistical  purposes. 

These  suggestions  were  not  considered  practicable  on  the 
grounds  of  expense,  that  the  reports  could  give  no  more 
information  than  is  now  obtained  from  the  reports  of 
divisional  officers,  that  few  of  the  most  valued  of  the 
present   officers   could    undertake   extra   work,    that  a 
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number  of  the  present  officers  are  without  assistants 
and  are  restricted  in  the  performance  of  voluntary  duties, 
and  that  in  many  instances  the  persons  appointed  are  the 
only  members  of  the  Society  available.  Before  the  adoption 
of  the  report  was  put  to  the  meeting, 

Mr.  HoBBS  asked  whether  he  would  be  allowed  to  move  a 
motion  which  stood  in  his  name  and  which  referred  to  a 
scheme  of  organisation  mentioned  in  the  report. 

The  President,  having  given  an  assurance  that  Mr. 
Hobbs  would  be  quite  in  order,  proceeded  to  tumment  on 
fche  report.  There  are  seventy-six  cases  where  the  com- 
mittee have  not  been  able  to  appoint  divisional  secretaries, 
as  no  nominations  had  been  received.  He  (the  President) 
hoped  that  efforts  would  be  made  to  reduce  the  number  of 
vacancies.  In  regard  to  Mr.  Hobbs's  scheme,  the  committee 
were  fully  aware  of  the  desirability  of  carrying-out  the  sug- 
gestions, but  could  not  recommend  that  they  be  undertaken, 
for  reasons  given  in  the  report. 

Mr.  SoTJTHALL  said  the  editor  of  *he  "  Pharmaceutical 
Journal "  might  take  a  hint  from  Mr.  Hobbs's  suggestions 
by  publishing  a  monthly  review  of  the  duties  of  divisional 
secretaries,  with  some  suggestions  as  to  the  work  to  be  done. 
This  might  make  the  "  Journal  "  more  read  by  some  of  those 
who  take  an  active  part  in  the  Society. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Examination-superintendents. 

The  following  superintendents  and  deputy-super- 
intendents of  written  examinations  were  appointed  : 
London,  C.  B.  Allen  and  Harry  Moon;  Edinburgh,  C.  F. 
Henry  and  Jas.  Nesbit;  Manchester,  Harry  Kemp  and 
C.  Swinn. 

General  Purposes  Committee. 
The  report  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  dealt 
with  Surgeon-General  Evatt's  war-reserve  scheme  of  phar- 
maceutical officers.  A  resolution  of  approval  of  the  sug- 
gestion was  also  received  from  the  Brighton  Junior  Associa- 
tion, and  as  a  consequence  it  was  recommended  that  a 
committee,  consisting  of  the  President,  Vice-President, 
Treasurer,  Mr.  Gibson,  and  Mr.  Harrington,  be  appointed 
to  consider  what  steps  should  be  taken  to  put  the  scheme 
into  operation.  The  North  Kent  Association  asked  per- 
mission to  use  the  lecture-theatre  for  a  meeting,  and  this 
was  recommended  to  be  given.  The  Council-meeting  for 
January  was  fixed  for  the  second  Wednesday  of  the  month. 
The  Assistant-Secretary  in  Scotland  submitted  a  draft 
communication  which  the  executive  of  the  North  British 
branch  proposed  to  submit  to  the  Privy  Council  on  behalf 
of  the  degree  in  pharmacy  of  the  Glasgow  University.  The 
matter  was  deferred  until  after  it  had  been  considered  by 
the  Education  Committee,  and  the  North  British  executive 
were  asked  in  the  meantime  to  defer  taking  active  steps  in 
the  matter.  It  was  proposed  to  call  an  early  meeting  of 
the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  consider  the  Government 
Poisons  Bill. 

The  President  said  the  idea  of  a  pharmaceutical  reserve 
•corps  of  officers  originated  in  Surgeon-General  Evatt's 
mind.  He  offered  to  give  a  lecture  before  the  Society  on 
the  matter,  and  the  lecture  given  at  the  end  of  November 
was  an  excellent  one,  enthusiastically  received.  The 
scheme  was  worthy  of  earnest  consideration,  and  he  (the 
President)  hoped  it  woald  lead  to  practical  results.  The 
object  of  the  suggestions  was  to  provide  that  the  soldiers 
in  the  field  should  have  their  medicines  properly  made  up  : 
the  pharmaceutical  corps  would  in  peace  time  consider  the 
best  way  of  organising  the  dispensing  in  the  army.  The 
suggestion  was  that  the  reserve  should  have  the  rank  of 
officers ;  it  would  not  be  wise  to  let  it  degenerate  into  any- 
thing lower.  In  regard  to  the  communication  from  the 
Assistant-Secretary  in  Scotland,  it  was  felt  that  while  the 
Council  are  desirous  of  encouraging  higher  education, 
nothing  should  be  done  to  detract  from  the  supreme  autho- 
rity of  the  Council  in  educational  affairs.  The  statement 
made  in  reference  to  the  Poisons  Bill  was  that  he  (the  Presi- 
dent) called  at  the  Home  Office  a  fortnight  ago,  and, 
although  the  proper  official  was  out,  he  had  received  a 
letter  informing  him  (the  President)  that  the  Poisons  Bill 
had  not  been  definitely  dropped,  but  it  was  difficult  to  say 
in  the  present  state  of  public  business  when  it  would  come 
on.  The  President  added  that  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel,  who 
iias  charge  of  the  Bill,  definitely  promised  in  the  summer 


to  give  the  Council  a  week  or  a  fortnight's  notice  of  the 
time  when  the  Bill  would  come  on,  so  that  as  the  session 
ends  very  soon  it  does  not  seem  likely  that  the  Bill  will  be 
taken.  Other  parliamentarians,  on  the  other  hand,  say  it  is 
not  impossible  that  the  Bill  may  yet  be  taken.  He  (the 
President)  wanted  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  meet 
soon  because,  the  Parliamentary  year  having  ended  with- 
out pharmacy  legislation,  the  Council  are  quite  free  to 
reconsider  their  position  and  see  what  their  policy  shall  be 
in  the  future. 

Mr.  Atkins  :  Have  we  a  Watch  Committee  in  existence  ? 
The  President  :  No,  I  was  instructed  to  act  as  occasion 
arose. 

Mr.  Wootton  inquired  whether  he  understood  Surgeon- 
General  Evatt's  scheme  aright — that  it  is  not  proposed  to 
abolish  the  present  system  of  army  dispensing.  The  fifty 
officers  mentioned  certainly  could  not  do  the  whole  of  the 
dispensing  of  the  army. 

The  President  :  It  is  proposed  that  the  officers  shall 
formulate  a  scheme  by  which  the  dispensing  would  be 
effectively  carried  out  in  war-time. 

Dr.  Symes  asked  whether  it  would  be  possible  to  take  any 
steps  in  the  question  of  dividing  the  Minor.  The  Pharmacy 
Bill  contains  definite  proposals  for  this,  but  seeing  that  the 
Bill  gets  no  further  it  seemed  that  the  Council  are  losing 
the  opportunity  of  bringing  about  a  much-needed  reform. 

The  President  said  the  Parliamentary  Committee  would 
consider  that  point. 

The  President  to  Resign. 

The  President  then  announced  that,  owing  to  the  large 
amount  of  public  work  he  had  in  hand,  he  had  not  the  time 
and  opportunity  to  continue  his  work  on  the  Council.  He 
intended  asking  the  Council  to  accept  his  resignation  of  the 
office  of  President  at  the  January  meeting.  He  did  not  like 
retaining  an  office  when  he  could  not  properly  perform  the 
duties,  and  so  he  considered  the  proper  course  was  to  resign. 
He  hoped  it  would  not  be  inconvenient  to  the  Council ;  it 
would  be  the  end  of  the  Parliamentary  year,  and  easier  for 
the  new  President  to  take  up  the  threads.  The  Parliamen- 
tary recess  is  not  likely  to  be  a  long  one,  but  there  would 
be  time  for  the  new  President  to  get  into  the  work.  He 
(the  speaker)  hoped  he  might  still  be  of  some  use  to  the 
Council  and  to  pharmacy.  It  was  with  regret  that  he  re- 
signed the  great  honour  that  the  Council  did  him  when  they 
made  him  President. 

The  Treasurer  :  As  the  senior  Past-President  

Mr.  Atkins  :  Not  in  years. 

The  Treasurer  (jokingly)  :  No ;  but  in  wisdom. 
(Laughter.)  He  said  he  desired  to  act  as  the  mouthpiece 
of  the  Council  in  expressing  their  sorrow  at  losing  such  a 
splendid  President.  He  wished  Mr.  Robinson  health  and, 
personally,  success  in  the  work  he  is  undertaking.  The 
President  may  be  able  to  assist  the  Council  almost  as 
effectually  in  his  new  position  as  he  does  at  present. 

Mr.  Atkins  said  he  claimed  the  privilege  of  anno  domini 
in  expressing  his  sorrow  at  losing  the  President,  being  at 
the  same  time  proud  of  the  cause  because  of  the  certain 
measure  of  honour  reflected  on  the  Council.  It  is  an  honour 
to  pharmacists  to  know  that  there  is  a  man  among  them  who 
can  accept  and  discharge  the  important  duties  which  the 
President  has  undertaken. 

The  President  thanked  the  speakers  for  their  kind  per- 
sonal references. 

Mr.  Hagon  said  that  the  success  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill 
in  the  next  Session  depends  on  the  place  secured  in  the 
ballot,  and  he  thought  that  chemists  throughout  the  country 
might  be  usefully  engaged  during  the  Parliamentary  vaca- 
tion in  getting  their  local  member  of  Parliament  to  try  for 
a  place  in  the  ballot.  If  some  thirty  or  forty  members  of 
Parliament  could  be  got  to  act,  the  Bill  might  occupy  a  good 
position  on  the  list. 

The  President  said  the  Parliamentary  Committee  would 
consider  that  question,  and  proceeded  to  refer  to  the  lists 
of  divisional  secretaries.  In  some  cases  no  replies  had  been 
received,  while  the  appointment  as  regards  Leith  is  still 
under  consideration. 

Mr.  Cross  said  that  one  naturally  turned  to  see  how 
one's  own  district  was  represented,  and  as  far  as  Shropshire 
was  concerned,  the  ground  seemed  to  be  covered.  There 
was  one  case  which  he  saw  was  unrepresented,  and  he  should 
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take  steps  to  confer  with  a  local  member  with  a  view  to 
suggesting  a  chemist  for  the  vacancy. 

Mr.  Allen  thought  members  of  Council  could  often  act 
in  a  similar  manner.  The  duty  might  be  put  on  divisional 
officers  of  finding  out  suitable  names.  Organisation  is 
more  important  at  this  time  than  ever  before.  He  noted 
among  the  names  of  the  retiring  officers  many  well-known 
names,  making  special  mention  of  Mr.  Gostling  (Diss),  who 
was  formerly  a  Vice-President  of  the  Society.  Among 
those  who  have  died  occurs  the  name  of  Mr.  Durrant  (Hert- 
ford), who  was  a  type  of  everything  a  pharmacist  should  be. 

Mr.  Ctjrrie  obtained  from  the  President  a  promise  that 
the  list  of  divisional  secretaries  for  Scotland  should  be 
published  at  the  same  time  as  the  list  for  England  and 
Wales.  Last  year  there  was  an  interval  between  the  publi- 
cation of  the  two  lists,  and  some  dissatisfaction  was  caused 
in  consequence. 

Mr.  Hagon  thought  it  would  be  better  not  to  split  up 
the  list  into  divisions  and  boroughs,  but  he  was  assured 
by  the  President  and  Secretary  that  the  present  method  was 
adopted  at  the  request  of  divisional,  secretaries. 

Mr.  WooTTON  elicited  from  the  President  that  divisional 
secretaries  are  first  asked  if  they  are  willing  to  serve  again, 
and  when  no  reply  is  received  the  members  of  the  Society 
are  addressed  and  asked  to  nominate  a  suitable  man  for  the 
position. 

Mr.  Cderie  was  not  sure  that  the  present  method  is  the 
best  one,  as  it  does  not  give  chemists  an  opportunity  of 
making  a  choice. 

The  President  said  formerly  the  alternative  way  was 
the  one  that  obtained,  but  the  Society  ran  too  much  risk 
cf  losing  the  services  of  excellent  men. 

The  retiring  divisional  secretaries  were  thanked,  and  also 
the  Associations  which  have  helped  the  Society  in  choosing 
local  representatives. 

Closer  Organisation. 
Mr.  HoBBS  then  moved  the  following  resolution  which 
stood  in  his  name  : 

That  a  recommendation  be  sent  to  the  Committee  of 
Organisation  to  promote  a  closer  and  more  practical  scheme 
of  co-operation  between  the  Council  and  its  divisional  secre- 
taries, with  a  view  to  better  organisation  of  the  registered 
chemists  throughout  the  country. 

Mr.  Hobbs  first  explained  the  circumstances  which  led 
him  to  send  a  letter  to  the  Organisation  Committee,  and 
also  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  Council.  It  was  a  coinci- 
dence that  the  Committee  reported  at  the  same  meeting  as 
he  moved  his  motion  ;  no  reflection  was  intended  on  the 
Committee.  It  was  the  importance  of  the  subject  which 
induced  him  to  bring  it  before  the  Council  in  this  way,  as 
he  feared  that  not  much  notice  would  be  taken  of  it  in  a 
formal  report.  In  a  speech  of  some  length  Mr.  Hobbs 
went  over  the  general  principles  of  the  appointment  of 
divisional  secretaries,  the  history  of  the  appointments  from 
the  foundation  of  the  Society,  and  the  duties.  Some  closer 
connection  with  the  country  was  needed  to  keep  up  the 
effect  of  the  President's  energetic  campaign,  otherwise  the 
visits  would  "  simply  be  like  a  grand  display  of  fireworks, 
lighting  up  the  atmosphere  brilliantly  at  the  time,  but 
leaving  the  landscape  as  dark  as  before."  The  weakness  of 
the  present  organisation  is  due  not  so  much  to  want  of 
activity,  but  to  want  of  direct  association  with  the  Council. 
Mt.  Hobbs  then  referred  to  the  confidential  communica- 
tions from  the  Council  which  are  mentioned  in  the  report 
of  the  Organisation  Committee.  As  regards  the  expense, 
he  (the  speaker)  did  not  think  500/.  would  be  ill-spent  on 
such  a  scheme,  and  if  each  divisional  secretary  brought  in 
one  more  member  the  amount  would  be  made  up.  The 
Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations,  with  their 
miserable  resources,  have  set  the  Society  a  good  example 
by  the  way  the  attention  of  Local  Associations  is  directed  to  ! 
particular  subjects.  The  Society,  with  far  greater  power, 
could  accomplish  much  more  in  gauging  the  feeling  of  the 
country  on  given  questions.  A  series  of  resolutions  from 
different  parts  of  the  country  could  more  effectually  be 
considered  the  voice  of  the  chemists  than  the  few  isolated 
resolutions  at  present  received.  The  Associations  are  not 
satisfied  with  the  present  organisation,  but  through  the 
divisional  secretaries  much  could  be  accomplished  in  bring- 
ing the  Council  in  touch  with  the  chemists  throughout  the 
country. 


Mr.  GiFFORD  seconded  the  resolution  because  it  was  a 
pleasant,  pious  sort  of  motion  that  merely  asked  the  Council 
to  take  an  interest  in  organisation.  The  original  scheme 
ot  Mr.  Newsholme  had  never  been  completed  and  had  not 
had  a  good  trial.  The  most  effective  organisation  is  the 
cheapest — that  brought  about  by  forming  an  intimate  con- 
nection with  the  divisional  officers.  Meetings  of  divisionar 
secretaries  could  be  formed  in  certain  districts.  He 
instanced  Blackpool  as  a  centre  for  Lancashire,  where 
cheap  railway  travelling  is  available  all  the  year  round. 

Mr.  Cross  suggested  that  the  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
Organisation  Committee,  and  that  Mr.  Hobbs  be  added  to 
the  Committee,  so  that  he  can  be  given  an  opportunity  of 
putting  his  views  before  the  Committee  at  greater  length. 
Before  local  secretaries  meet  for  discussion  it  would  be 
necessary  that  they  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
subject. 

The  Treasurer  said  nobody  would  have  any  difficulty  in 
agreeing  with  the  resolution — it  was  a  pious  wish  with 
which  all  agreed.  To  put  it  in  concrete  form,  Mr.  Hobbs 
should  be  added  to  the  Organisation  Committee. 

Mr.  Currie  said  the  question  was  raised  at  an  opportune 
time,  but  if  the  scheme  that  already  exists  were  carried 
out,  Mr.  Hobbs's  views  would  be  largely  met.  Judging 
from  his  recent  visits  to  meetings  of  Yorkshire  chemists, 
he  thought  much  advantage  would  result  if  members  of 
Council  attended  more  meetings  throughout  the  country. 

Mr.  Hagon  was  afraid  that  to  add  Mr.  Hobbs  to  the 
Committee  would  only  smother  another  critic,  as  it  did  in 
the  case  of  another  councillor  some  time  ago.  He  favoured 
parcelling  out  the  country  between  the  councillors,  and  so 
getting  in  touch  with  chemists. 

Mr.  Cross  protested  that  he  did  not  suggest  that  Mr. 
Hobbs  be  added  to  the  Committee  for  the  purpose  of 
stifling  his  criticism. 

Dr.  Symes  said  the  proposals  were  by  no  means  new  ; 
he  proposed  a  similar  plan  fifteen  years  ago.  The  difficulty 
is  that  the  Council  cannot  insist  on  the  duties  of  divisional 
secretaries  being  carried  out.  Most  men  have  such  pressure 
of  business  that  they  are  not  always  able  to  do  as  much  as 
they  would  like.  The  suggestions  should  certainly  be  con- 
sidered, although  he  did  not  think  they  would  bring  forth 
much  fruit. 

Mr.  SouTHALL  suggested  that  the  duties  of  divisional 
secretaries  as  given  in  the  calendar  might  be  printed  and 
sent  to  the  secretaries ;  but  the  Secretary  said  this  is 
already  done  every  year. 

The  President  said  the  real  difficulty  is  to  find  what 
practical  steps  can  be  taken.  There  is  the  expense  to  con- 
sider, and  care  must  be  taken  not  to  overload  the  office  of 
divisional  secretary.  Mr.  Hobbs  must  not  be  downhearted 
in  this  matter.  It  would  be  difficult  for  the  Council  to 
legislate  by  reference  to  divisional  secretaries.  The  Council 
might  take  the  opinions  of  local  officers,  and  then  not  be 
able  to  carry  out  the  wishes.  The  President  said  the 
Council  must  take  the  responsibility  of  initiating  legisla- 
tion. He  suggested  that  the  words  "and  Local  Associa- 
tions "  be  added  after  divisional  secretaries,  as  he  con- 
sidered local  associations  a  very  valuable  part  of  the  system 
of  organisation. 

Mr.  Hobbs  said  he  aimed  at  something  more  than  a  pious 
resolution  ;  he  wanted  action.  He  could  not  agree  to  the 
insertion  of  the  reference  to  Local  Associations,  as  these 
consist  of  chemists  who  are  not  necessarily  members  of 
the  Society. 

_  The  motion  was  put  and  carried,  and  a  subsequent  resolu- 
tion adding  Mr.  Hobbs  to  the  Organisation  Committee  was 
likewise  agreed  to. 

Correspondence. 

The  Privy  Council  approved  of  the  appointment  of 
examiners,  and  the  examiners  thanked  the  Council  for  their 
appointments. 

The  Colonial  Office  forwarded  a  copy  of  a  recent  Ordi- 
nance to  provide  for  the  registration  of  druggists'  assistants* 
in  St.  Vincent. 

The  Scotch  Education  Department  sent  a  copy  of  the 
report  for  1906  on  Secondary  Education  in  Scotland. 

An  application  for  the  acceptance  of  the  Matriculation 
Certificate  of  the  University  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  was 
accepted  from  a  Minor  candidate. 

A  communication  was  read  from  Dr.  Xeall,  of  Birming- 
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ham  University,  asking  the  views  of  the  President  on  a 
scheme  for  establishing  a  school  of  pharmacy  and  granting 
a  degree.  The  letter  added  that  it  was  proposed  to  take 
the  Society's  syllabus  as  a  guide,  and  to  require  that  candi- 
dates for  a  degree  in  pharmacy  should  have  first  passed 
the  Minor  examination.  It  was  suggested  that  the  course 
might  include  practical  bacteriology  of  sputum,  vomited 
matter,  urine,  and  pus. 

The  Dean  of  the  University  also  wrote,  and,  referring  to 
the  Manchester  degree,  inquired  if  that  degree  is  sufiicient 
to  enable  the  holder  to  be  registered. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  answer  the  Dean's  letter 
in  the  negative,  and  Dr.  Neall's  letter  was  referred  to  the 
Education  Committee. 

The  Thames  Valley  Association  sent  a  resolution  regard- 
ing a  means  of  bringing  the  Society  into  closer  touch  with 
the  chemists  in  the  country,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Organisation  Committee. 

A  candidate  who  was  taken  ill  just  before  the  Minor  was 
excused. 

Diachylon. 

The  last  business  was  the  presentation  of  that  part  of  the 
Law  Committee's  report  that  dealt  with  a  resolution  from 
the  Peterborough  Association  in  regard  to  the  sale  of 
diachylsn.  The  Committee  reported  that  it  is  desirable 
that  diachylon  be  added  to  Part  1  of  the  Poison  Schedule, 
and  that  this  be  done  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

The  Treasurer,  who  took  the  chair  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Law  Committee  (in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Carteighe  through 
illness),  said  that  since  the  matter  was  considered  some 
years  ago,  it  has  been  strongly  impressed  on  the  Council 
that  it  is  desirable  that  restrictions  be  placed  on  the  sale 
of  lump  diachylon.  The  Committee  also  considered  two 
draft  poison-schedules  from  Mr.  Carteighe  and  Mr.  Hobbs, 
and  although  the  practical  effect  of  the  schedules  was  the 
same,  the  wording  of  the  two  schemes  was  different.  After 
a  long  sitting  the  Committee  were  obliged  to  postpone  the 
matter. 

This  portion  of  the  Law  Committee's  report  was  adopted. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Asso- 
ciation inviting  the  Council  to  an  evening  meeting  in  the 
lecture-theatre  of  the  Society's  house  on  December  13. 

This  concluded  the  public  business. 


Colonial  anb  Jforeian  IRews. 

A  Fatal  Fire. — The  "  Novoe  Vremya"  reports  a  fire  at 
a  druggist's  shop  in  Podolsk  Street,  St.  Petersburg,  on 
November  29,  through  an  explosion  of  turpentine.  The 
cellar  and  shop  were  burnt  out.  Much  damage  was  done  to 
the  house  over  the  shop,  and  when  the  fire  was  extinguished 
it  was  found  that  the  shop-boy  was  missing. 

Travellers'  Samples. — An  agreement  has  been  con- 
cluded between  the  British  and  Belgian  Governments  for 
the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  clearance  through  the  respec- 
tive Customs  departments  of  samples  of  dutiable  goods 
brought  into  the  t-erritories  of  one  country  by  commercial 
travellers  of  the  other  to  be  used  as  models  or  patterns  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  orders  and  not  for  sale.  The  agree- 
ment is  as  follows  : 

The  marks,  stamps,  or  seals  placed  upon  such  samples  bv 
the  Customs  authorities  of  one  country  at  the  time  of  ex- 
portation, and  the  officially  attested  list  of  such  samples 
containing  a  full  description  thereof  issued  by  the  proper 
authority,  shall  bo  reciprocally  accepted  bv  the  Customs 
officials  of  the  other  as  ostablisliing  their  character  as 
samples,  and  exempting  them  from  inspection  on  importa- 
tion, except  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  establish  that  the 
samples  produced  are  those  enumerated  in  tho  list.  The 
Customs  authorities  of  either  country  may,  however,  affix 
a  supplementary  mark  to  such  samples  in  special  cases 
where  they  may  think  this  precaution  necessary. 

By  an  exchange  of  notes  dated  November  10  it  has  been 
further  arranged  that  the  "  acquit  de  transit  "  issued  bv 
the  Belgian  Government  to  importing  travellers  and  tho 
"  declaration  of  free  export  "  issued  by  the  same  Govern- 
ment to  exporting  travellers  shall  bo  recognised,  the  first 
by  the  Belgian  Customs  and  the  second  by  the  British 
Customs,  as  equivalent  for  every  purpose  to  the  lists  men- 
tioned in  the  agreement.

Association  Presidents. 

One  of  the  notable  points  that  come  to  the  surface  in  going 
the  round  of  the  Associations  is  the  evidence  aff^orded  that 
pharmacy  runs  in  families,  and 
that  many  leaders  of  associa- 
tions have  been  born  in  the 
business.  Last  week  we  had 
the  case  of  Mr.  Hunt,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Derby  Association, 
and  now,  when  we  go  round  to 
Keighley,  we  find  that  the 
President  of  the  Association 
there,  Mr.  Arthur  Noble  Ker- 
shaw, is  a  member  of  a  family 
which  has  been  connected  with 
chemistry  and  pharmacy  for 
seventy  years.  His  father,  Mr. 
J.  H.  Kershaw,  in  1837  was 
articled  as  a  pupil  to  the  late 
Mr.  Abraham  Jubb,  surgeon, 
Halifax.  He  commenced  busi- 
ness as  a  chemist  at  Bull  Green, 
Halifax,  where  Mr.  A.  N. 
Kershaw  was  born,  in  1859,  in 
the  premises  now  occupied  by 
Mr.  H.  K.  Woodward,  chemist.  The  late  Mr.  William  Ker- 
shaw, a  brother  of  the  Keighley  President,  was  for  several 
years  dispenser  at  the  Halifax  Infirmary,  being  succeeded  by 
Mr.  Richard  Kershaw,  another  brother,  who  for  the  last 
thirty  years  has  been,  and  still  is.  Secretary  of  the  Central 
London  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital,  besides  being  private  secre- 
tary for  many  years  to  the  late  Dr.  Lennox  Browne.  A 
nephew,  Mr.  Richard  Kershaw,  chemist,  is  manager  of  Fresh- 
neys.  Chemists,  Grimsby.  Mr.  A.  N.  Kershaw  was  educated 
at  Rishworth  Grammar  School  and  at  Heath  Grammar 
School.  After  being  with  his  father  some  time  he  was  junior 
to  Mr.  T.  R.  Cooper,  chemist,  of  Keighley,  now  of  Selby. 
Leaving  there  to  join  his  father  again,  afterwards  dispensing 
at  the  Halifax  Infirmary,  subsequently  holding  appointments 
at  Northampton  and  Rugeley,  he  commenced  business  in 
Keighley  in  1883,  five  years  after  passing  the  Minor.  In 
1890  he  was  a  member  of  the  Leeds  B.P.C.  Local  Committee. 
Mr.  Kershaw  is  a  Freemason,  being  an  officer  of  Lodge  of 
Probity,  No.  61,  and  a  member  of  the  Chapter  of  Judse, 
No.  265.

Teesside  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Stockton-on-Tees, 
on  Wednesday  evening,  November  28,  Mr.  T.  W.  Coltman 
(President)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  W.  R.  Brackenbury  read  a 
paper  on  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Bill,  in  which  he 
touched  on  those  points  which,  he  considered,  would  affect 
retail  chemists  and  their  staffs,  A  discussion  followed. — 
The  Dew.sbury  Association's  communication  ?'c  unprofitable 
proprietaries  was  read,  but  no  decision  was  come  to. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

About  a  dozen  members  turned  up  at  73  Newman  Street, 
London,  W.,  on  November  29,  but  no  formal  meeting  was 
held.  It  had  been  arranged  that  the  Recorders  in  pharmacy 
(Mr.  F.  Penfold),  botany  (Mr.  R.  E.  Lownsbrough),  and 
photography  (Mr.  W.  Rothwell)  should  read  short  papers 
in  their  respective  subjects,  but  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
smoking-concert,  held  the  same  evening,  proved  to  be  a 
stimrbling-block,  and  two  of  them  wrote  praying  to  be 
excused  on  that  account.  The  third  had  prepared  a  paper 
on  serums,  but  it  was  decided  in  an  informal  discussion 
over  the  coffee  that,  as  most  of  those  present  were  also 
anxious  to  seek  the  greater  attraction,  the  meeting  should 
not  be  opened. 

North-East  Lancashire  Chemists'  Association. 

The  members  of  this  Association  had  a  most  enjoyable  and 
instructive  afternoon  on  November  29,  when  they  visited 
the  chemical-works  of  Messrs.  Hardman  &  Holden  and  the 
flour-mills  of  Messrs.  R.  Shackleton  &  Son  at  Blackburn. 
At  the  former  place  the  tar  made  by  various  gas  companies, 
and  Blackburn  Corporation  particularly,  is  fractionally 
distilled  in  large  retorts.  The  manufacture  of  benzine, 
anthracene,    naphthslene,    carbolic   and   sulphuric  acids, 
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ammonium  sulphate,  etc.,  was  investigated,  and  various 
suggestions  were  made  for  the  use  of  the  only  waste  product 
of  the  works — viz.,  impure  calcium  carbonate.  Messrs. 
iShackleton's  corn-mill  was  a  maze  of  machinery,  and  the 
wonderful  way  in  which  the  embryo  is  extracted  from  the 
wheat  before  grinding  is  almost  superhuman.  Not  less 
marvellous  is  the  separation  of  barley  and  oats  from  the 
grains  of  wheat.    Votes  of  thanks  were  passed  to  each  firm. 

Barnsley  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  on  November  30,  Mr.  J.  P.  Norwood 
(President)  in  the  chair.  Circular  letters  were  read  from 
the  Federation  of  Pharmaceutical  Associations  and  from  the 
Dewsbury  Association  rc  unprofitable  proprietaries.  The 
former  was  left  on  the  table,  and  the  Secretary  was  requested 
to  send  a  protest  to  the  firms  mentioned  by  Dewsbury,  more 
than  one  speaker  urging  that  the  time  had  come  when 
retailers  should  decline  to  stock  goods  that  do  not  pay 
rent. — A  vote  of  sympathy  with  Mr.  Oglesby  at  the  loss  of 
his  daughter  was  passed. — Mr.  A.  Wright  then  read  a  short 
paper  on  glycerin  and  its  uses,  describing  how,  from  being 
a  waste  product  in  the  manufacture  of  soap,  it  has  become  an 
article  of  universal  use.  The  methods  of  manufacture  were 
enumerated,  and  the  chemical  changes  which  take  place 
explained.  Its  wide  range  of  solvent  and  preservative 
powers  was  referred  to,  and  the  paper  concluded  with  a 
list  of  pharmaceutical  preparations  containing  it.  Mr. 
Wright  was  thanked  for  his  paper. 

Dewsbury  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  on  Monday  evening,  December  3,  Mr. 
John  Day  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present 
Messrs.  J.  Rhodes  (Mirfield),  W.  Stead,  F.  Mallinson,  and 
A.  B.  Barker  (Heckmondwike),  Councillor  A.  Taylor 
(Morley),  Mr.  S.  N.  Pickard  (Ossett),  Mr.  R.  Broadhead 
(Batley),  Mes.srs.  R.  GledhiU,  G.  N.  Gutteridge,  and  G. 
Walker,  Secretary  (Dewsbury). 

Firms  Outside  the  P. A. T. A. —It  was  reported  that  out 
of  the  twenty-three  firms  written  to  by  the  Association  only 
two  had  replied— namely.  Mr.  G.  Teasdale,  Bramley,  Leeds, 
and  the_  Maltine  Co.  The  latter  wrote  stating  that  the 
Association  was  evidently  under  some  misapprehension,  as 
they  are  already  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list.  It  was  decided  to 
apologise  to  the  company. — Mr.  Teasdale,  while  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  object  which  the  Association  had  in  view, 
said  he  did  not  see  his  way  to  join  the  P.A.T.A. — Mr.  Taylor 
remarked  that  the  Association  had  received  more  replies  than 
he  expected. — Mr.  Pickard  moved  that  a  letter  be  sent  to 
Mr.  Teasdale  pointing  out  that  his  prices  are  very  largely 
cut,  and  consequently  the  profits  are  small.  Mr.  Taylor 
seconded  this  proposition,  which  was  carried. 

The  Federation's  Letter  was  read,  some  remarks  being 
made  on  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Bill. 

Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Grand  Hotel,  Birmingham,  on 
Tuesday,  December  4,  Mr.  H.  W.  Jones  (the  President)  in 
the  chair.  Among  those  present  were  Messrs.  A.  W.  Gerrard, 
A.  W.  Southall,  F.  H.  Alcock,  G.  E.  Perry,  J.  Poole,  J. 
Radford  (Hon.  Secretary),  Chas.  Thompson,  J.  Carries, 
and  F.  L.  Smith  (Riviera).  Mr.  C.  E.  Dallow  read  a  paper 
on  French  pharmacy.  In  this  he  said  that  French  pharma- 
cists are  of  two  distinct  classes — first  and  second,  according 
to  where  they  graduate.  The  herbalists  sell  all  simple 
drugs,  but  are  not  entitled  to  manufacture  anything.  The 
herbalists  are  by  no  means  considered  quacks,  but  no  doctors' 
prescriptions  are  taken  to  them.  Chemists  are  on  an 
equality  with  the  doctors.  Minor  surgery  is  often  per- 
formed at  the  pharmacy,  and  in  cases  of  operations  else- 
where the  dressings  are  all  sent  from  the  pharmacy.  Doctors 
do  not  dispense  and  patents  are  not  numerous.  One 
largo  case  might  be  found  suflficient  to  hold  the  latter  in 
anything  like  a  moderate-sized  business.  An  ordinary 
dressing  would  be  charged  3f.,  or  about  2^.  6d.  ;  analysis 
of  different  liquids  about  lOf.,  or  7s.  6d.  ;  simple  estimation 
of  sugar  or  albumen,  density  and  reaction  of  urine,  about 
3f.,  or  2s.  6d.;  more  fully,  5f.  to  lOf.  (4.s.  2d.  to  8.s.  M.). 
Size  of  package  is  not  so  much  looked  upon  as  a  guide  to 
price,  and  there  is  a  fixed  price  for  all  drugs.  Everything 
is  weighed,  and  sj'rup  of  some  kind,  or  wine,  is  often  used 


as  a  vehicle  for  drugs.  Mr.  Dallow  enumerated  a  number 
of  French  specialities  sold  by  chemists.  Examples  of  retail 
prices  were  quoted,  and  some  curiosities  in  the  way  of 
peculiarities  (to  us)  were  mentioned.  Mr.  Dallow  described 
the  inside  of  a  pharmacy,  selecting  one  in  the  Rue  du  Bac 
quarter,  a  swell  part  of  Paris,  and  showed  a  niunber  of 
views,  also  a  few  specimens  of  specialities.  In  conclusion 
Mr.  Dallow  drew  attention  to  the  style  of  label  used  and 
also  to  a  French  prescription  of  no  use  to  the  stores.  "  Salts 
of  England  "  (sel  d'Angleterre)  are  Epsom  salts,  but  English 
salts  (sel  Anglais)  are  smelling-saits.  Lait  de  perne,  or 
milk  of  fowls,  is  broken  eggs  massed  up  and  swallowed. 
Orange-flower  water  is  given  for  hysteria ;  and  as  so 
many  "simples"  are  in  such  demand  with  the  French, 
they  could  see  how  great  a  faith  the  French  have  in  their 
remedies.  Mr.  Dallow  followed  his  paper  by  showing  a 
number  of  French  scenes  on  the  screen.  Considerable 
trouble  had  evidently  been  taken  in  the  preparation  of  the 
lecture.  Among  the  medicines  peculiar  to  French  pharmacy 
shown  were  a  crude  form  of  mag.  calc,  psyllium-seeds, 
amadou  granules,  taffeta,  chiffon,  pilules,  etc. 

In  an  interesting  discussion  which  followed  the  President 
assured  the  author  that  he  had  learnt  much  of  the  ways  of 
the  French  that  evening,  and  Mr.  Gerrard  expressed  the 
opinion  that  French  pharmacy,  although  of  a  high  order, 
considering  the  professional  status  of  the  pharmacien,  is  not 
in  advance  of  that  of  our  own.  The  great  pity  is,  he  said, 
that  the  English  pharmacist  is  hampered  in  his  calling  by 
many  things.  He  congratulated  Mr.  Dallow  on  the  way 
he  had  prepared  his  lecture.  Mr.  G.  Perry  asked  whether 
preparations  are  made  by  the  pharmacien  himself  or  are 
they  factory  products.  Mr.  A.  W.  Southall,  commenting  on 
the  social  side  of  the  paper,  said  he  preferred  the  Southamp- 
ton-Havre route.  It  is  cheaper,  gives  a  night's  sleep  to  the 
traveller,  and  he  is  fresh  on  the  French  soil  to  pursue  his 
way  to  Paris.  Mr.  A'.cock,  in  calling  attention  to  the 
presence  of  Mr.  F.  L.  Smith,  an  old  Birmingham  studenfc 
who  had  seen  pharmaceutical  service  in  the  South  of  France, 
said  that  the  lecture  was  one  of  great  interest,  and  he  hoped 
a  series  of  such  lectures  would  be  forthcoming.  He  asked 
from  what  class  the  French  pharmacien  is  drawn,  for  he  had 
had  conversation  with  them,  and  in  particular  letters  from 
students  of  the  Ecole  de  Pharmacie  of  Paris,  and  found 
them  good  English  linguists  and  very  enthusiastic  about 
their  work.  Mr.  F.  L.  Smith  referred  to  the  pharmacien 
as  a  scientist,  an  expert  in  bacteriology  and  chemical 
science,  and  a  pathologist  and  analyst.  Mr.  Thompson 
expressed  the  pleasure  he  had  had  in  attending,  and  ap- 
proved of  this  kind  of  lecture  heartily.  He  seconded  the 
vote  of  thanks  which  had  been  proposed  by  Mr.  Alcock, 
and  was  supported  by  Messrs.  Perry  and  Gerrard. 


A  Cure  for  the  Opium-habit. — The  anti-opium  crusade 
in  Malaya  has  spread  with  astonishing  rapidity  during  the 
past  few  weeks  owing  to  the  discovery  of  a  cure  which, 
according  to  all  accounts,  is  proving  efficacious.  A  few 
weeks  ago  a  well-to-do  Chinaman  in  Kuala  Lumpur  re- 
ceived from  China  specimens  of  a  plant  which  was  said  to 
be  a  cure  for  the  opium-habit.  A  short  search  revealed  the 
fact  that  the  plant  grew  freely  in  Selangor  in  a  wild  state, 
and  in  a  very  short  time  a  quantity  was  obtained  and  active 
operations  commenced.  The  leaves  of  the  plant,  which 
appears  to  be  a  shrub  somewhat  akin  to  gambier,  are  ex- 
posed to  the  sun  for  a  day,  then  chopped  fine  and  roasted, 
after  which  an  infusion  is  made,  and  the  specific  is  ready 
for  use.  The  first  man  experimented  upon  was  a  coolie 
employed  by  a  European  lady,  and,  although  he  was  a  con- 
firmed opium-smoker,  he  was  pronounced  cured  in  a  week. 
Now  an  anti-opium  society  has  been  formed  in  Kuala 
Lumpur,  and  the  specific  is  distributed  free,  while  so  great 
has  become  the  demand  for  the  opium-plant,  as  the  Chinese 
call  it,  that  those  who  gather  the  leaves  in  the  jungle  now 
demand  $10  per  picul  (133^  lb.)  for  them.  The  dispensaries 
established  for  the  distribution  of  the  specific  are  hard 
pushed  to  keep  up  with  the  demand,  the  applicants  in  Kuala 
Lumpur  alone  numbering  over  2,000  daily.  The  anti- 
opiumists  claim  to  have  cured,  in  the  few  short  weeks  since 
the  plant  was  discovered,  over  14,000  people  in  the  Kuala 
Lumpur  district  alone,  and  the  receipts  of  the  opium-shops 
at  Kuala  Lumpur  have  fallen  off  by  two-thirds.

WE  have  on  several  occasions  reported  a  lecture 
delivered  to  Pharmaceutical  Societies  and  Chemists' 
Associations  by  Mr.  William  Mair,  F.C.S.,  of  Messrs. 
Fletcher,  Fletcher  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  on  American  Pharmacy. 
The  lecture  brought  up  to  date  and  with  a  lot  of  new 
pictures  (making  altogether  over  150  lantern  slides)  was 
given  by  Mr.  Mair  at  the  Metropolitan  College  of  Pharmacy, 
Kennington  Park  Road,  London,  S.E.,  on  Tuesday  evening,

December  4,  to  a  goodly  gathering  of  students  and  their 
friends,  Mr.  C.  Edward  Sage,  Principal  of  the  College, 
,being  in  the  chair.  In  the  course  of  the  lecture,  the  more 
interesting  pharmaceutical  and  general  features  of  New 
York,  Philadelphia,  Washington,  Baltimore,  Pittsburg, 
St.  Louis,  Chicago,  Detroit,  Niagara,  Buffalo,  Boston,  Mon- 
treal, and  Toronto  were  illustrated  and  described.  Some 
novel  features  were  included,  the  four  pictures  now  given 
being  among  them.  First,  we  have  the  "front  shop"  in 
Messrs.  Eraser  &  Co.'s  new  pharmacy  in  the  Fifth  Avenue 
Arcade,  New  York,  a  most  select  business.  There  is  no 
display-counter  in  the  shop,  but  a  series  of  "silent  sales- 
men," as  the  show-cases  are  called.  Above  the  wall-fixture 
is  a  good  collection  of  old  English  pharmacy-pots,  Mr. 
Horatio  N.  Eraser,  the  proprietor,  being  an  art  connoisseur 
of  distinction.  The  dispensing  department  is  seen  at 
back  of  this  picture,  and  it  is  given  more  in  detail  in  the 
next  one  :

■branch  pharmacy  in  the  "Times"  Square  Building,  New 
York.  The  next  photograph  shows  part  of  the  street 
floor  where  one  finds  everything  except  drugs  and  dis- 
pensing, which  are  in  the  basement.  Patent  and  proprie- 
tary medicines,  cigars,  candy,  and  fancy  goods  are  on 
this  floor.  In  the  foreground  is  a  revolving  electrical  show- 
case, which  is  a  novelty.    "  Drug  Topics  "  says  of  it  : 

Imagine  a  slowly  revolving,  miniature,  elongated  Ferris 


wheel  encased  in  glass,  with  glass  shelves  substituted  for 
cars,  and  you  will  have  some  idea  of  this  unique  show-case. 

On  the  shelves  are  a  great  variety  of  small  toilet  articles 
and  accessories,  whose  attractiveness  is  much  enhanced  bj

their  polished,  transparent  support.  There  are  eight  or 
ten  of  these  shelves,  about  4  ft.  long,  which  preserve  a 
horizontal  position  as  the  wheel  carrying  them  turns. 

An  electric  motor,   placed   in   the  hollow  ornamental 
pedestal  on  which  the  wheel  stands,  regulates  its  action. 
Small  incandescents,  within  the  glass  case  enclosing  it,  pro- 
duce a  very  pretty  effect  as  the  light  is  reflected  from  the 
bright  objects  upon  the  shelves,  and  the  whole  kaleidoscopic 
picture  is  mirrored  in  the  glass  floor  of  the  case. 
The  next  and  last  picture  shows  the  basement-floor  of  the 
Hegeman  branch,  where  the  drug-sales  counter  is  located 
with  the  dispensing-department  adjoining.    On  the  oppo- 
site side  surgical-instruments  are  shown.    In  the  course  of

A STEADY  tone  characterises  the  markets  in  drags  and 
chemicals,  although  the  volume  of  business  done  is 
slowly  becoming  restricted  as  the  end  of  the  year  ap- 
proaches. Another  twopenny  advance  in  camphor  is  one 
of  the  principal  alterations  since  our  last;  it  was  inevitable 
in  view  of  the  famine  in  crude  camphor.  Cream  of  tartar 
has  advanced  a  further  l.s.,  and  English  tartaric  acid  has 
followed  last  week's  advance  in  foreign.  The  speculative 
demand  for  quinine  has  improved  at  advancing  rates,  the 
German  factories  having  meanwhile  withdrawn  from  the 
market.  Platinum  salts  are  much  dearer  again.  Apomor- 
phine  has  advanced  2s.  and  thymol  is  higher.  Among  rough 
chemicals  sulphate  of  soda  is  dearer  and  sulphate  of  ammonia 
is  cheaper.  Permanganate  of  potash  is  now  in  better  supply, 
but  oxalic  acid  is  extremely  scarce.  The  last  drug-auctions 
of  the  year,  which  consisted  of  new  and  old  drugs,  are 
reported  on  p.  875,  and  the  chief  alterations  in  values  are 
as  follows  :

Smyrna,  November  23.— The  sales  amount  to  37  cases,  in- 
cluding 27  cases  selected  t.q.,  three  cases  Malatia,  and  hve 
cases  extra  Karahissar,  all  for  the  Continent,  also  two  ca^s 
selected  t.q.  for  Interior  speculators.  The  dry  weather  sti 
continues,  and  farmers  in  the  Interior  are  complaining  on  all 
sides.

Quicksilver.— Unaltered.  The  importers  still  hold  at  77. 
per  bottle,  but  second-hand  owners  are  willing  to  sell  at 
67.  17s.  6(7. 

Quinine  is  dearer  in  second-hands.  On  Friday  of  last 
week  a  good  business  was  done,  spot  selling  at  8d.  and  March  ■ 
delivery  at  8^(7.  to  8|(7.  per  oz.  for  German  sulphate  in 
bulk.  "This  week  a  further  slight  advance  has  been  made, 
spot  selling  at  8^1.,  May  at  8if7.,  and  June  at  8^(7. ;  but  there 
are  very  few  sellers,  as  higher  prices  are  anticipated.  The 
German  factories  have  withdrawn  from  the  market  pro  tern. 
Some  mysterious  development  is  on  foot  among  the  makers, 
and  their  withdrawal  from  the  market  is  construed  by  some 
as  a  step  preparatory  to  an  advance.  The  recent  good 
business  speculatively'is  based  on  the  present  attitude  of  the 
German  makers. 
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The  imports  into  London  during  November  amounted  to 
46,000  oz.  and  the  deliveries  to  18,994  oz.,  making  the  stock  on 
November  30,  3,159,424  oz.,  against  2,826,736  oz.  at  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  1905. 

Spices. — At  auction  Jamaica  Ginger  was  bought  in  at 
66a.  for  good  ordinary.  A  large  quantity  of  Cochin  was 
offered,  of  which  170  sold  at  28s.  for  washed  rough,  slightly 
wormy.

White  pepper  at  auction  was  lower,  120  bags  selling 
without  reserve  at  5grf.  for  brown  limed  ;  fair  Singapore  was 
bought  in  at  6grf.,  and  privately  January-March  shipment 
has  been  sold  at  6j\d.,  c.i.f.  d/w.  West  Indian  Nutmegs 
were  steady  to  -^d.  lower.  Mare  was  also  steady.  Cloves 
were  quiet  at  auction,  125  bales  Zanzibar  passing  the  hammer 
unsold  at  7|(/.  to  7^d.  for  fair  to  good  fair,  and  lUO  bags 
fair  Amboyna  at  9d. ;  a  few  cases  good  Penang  were  bought 
in  at  Is.  2d.  Privately,  the  delivery  has  been  fairly  active 
at  fluctuating  prices.

StJXPHUR. — An  advice  from  Messina,  dated  November  27, 
states  that  "  outsiders'  "  stocks  are  now  completely  cleared, 
and  buyers  are  therefore  compelled  to  deal  with  the  "  Con- 
sorzio,"  which  has  again  raised  its  prices.  The  demand 
has,  however,  fallen  away.  During  October  the  total  ship- 
ments of  crude  and  refined  sulphur  from  Sicily  amounted 
to  22,515  tons,  a  decrease  of  2,292  tons  as  compared  with 
1905 ;  for  ten  months  ending  October  the  shipments  have 
been  349,116  tons,  or  38,204  tons  less  than  in  1905.  Of  this 
decrease  about  18,000  tons  are  attributed  to  the  U.S.A., 
about  16,000  tons  to  France,  and  the  remaining  3,800  tons 
to  other  countries.

Fair  even  brown  Zanzibar  block  was  held  at  6?.  15s.  For  a 
bale  of  inferior  Soudan  7?.  was  \vanted.  Good  bright  Cape 
was  bought  in  at  7?.  10s. 
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Stan^ar^ieation  of  Disinfectants. 


A MEETING  of  tlie  London  Section  of  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry  was  held  at  Burlington  House, 
Piccadilly,  W.,  on  December  3.    Dr.  Julius  Lewkowitsch 
was  in  the  chair,  Mr.  Friswell  being  absent  through  illness. 
The  first  paper  was  by  Mr.  H.  W.  Rowell  on  "  The  Direct 
Estimation  of  Antimony,"  and  gave  rise  to  a  short  discus- 
sion by  the  metallurgical  chemists  who  were  present.  It 
was  a  volumetric  method  of  estimating  antimony  in  alloys, 
and  can  be  performed  inside  an  hour.    The  next  paper  was 
by  Mr.  M.  Wynter  Blyth  with  the  title  "  The  Bacterial 
]NIethod  of  Investigating  Disinfectants,"  although  Mr. 
Blyth  at  the  outset  said  his  title,  and  the  one  he  preferred, 
was  "  Standardisation  of  Disinfectants."    He  began  by 
referring  to  the  importance  of  the  disinfectant-industry 
and  the  inefficiency  of  chemical  tests  as  indications  of  the 
practical  value  of  disinfectants.    Mr.  Blyth  next  spoke  of 
the  Rideal-Walker  test  as  the  first  practical  method  of 
testing  disinfectants.    "  It  is  an  admirable  method,"  he 
said,    ''but  neglects  entirely  the  intluence  of  organic 
matter."   Then,  after  a  few  comments  on  the  report  of  the 
Disinfectant  Standardisation  Committee  of  the  Royal  Sani- 
tary Institute,  which  was  hastily  withdrawn,  Mr.  Blyth 
said  that  the  position  now  is  that  many  important  public 
bodies  purchase  disinfectants  on  the  Rideal-Walker  co- 
efficient to  the  detriment  of  many  honest  disinfectants.  Mr. 
Blyth  has  conducted  numerous  experiments  as  to  the  in- 
fluence of  organic  matter  in  the  Rideal-Walker  test.  He 
used  an  emulsion  of  normal  faeces  as  the  organic  matter 
for  the  test  because  he  regarded  faeces  as  the  type  of  all 
organic  matter  upon  which  disinfectants  are  used.    As  the 
result  of  a  comparison  of  the  curves  of  the  results  obtained 
Mr  Blyth  suggests  that  a  mixture  of  whole  and  separated 
milk  should  be  used  m  place  of  the  ffeces  emulsion.  He 
held  that  the  Rideal-Walker  test  is  not  reliable  for  prac- 
tical purposes,  although  it  is  the  best  at  present  known  for 
giving  an  idea  of  the  relative  germicidal  value  of  disin- 
fectants.   The  test  can  be  improved  by  the  introduction  of 
organic  matter,  the  only  question  being.  In  what  form  shall 
It  be  introduced  ?   Mr.  Blyth  did  not  think  it  fair  to  judge 
ot  the  value  of  a  disinfectant  from  one  figure  only,  but  if 
more  data  were  given  it  would  be  possible  to  form  an  ade- 
quate idea  of  the  worth  of  a  particular  disinfectant. 

The  paper  had  been  put  forward  with  a  view  to  provoking 
discussion,  as  the  question  is  a  burning  one  with  disinfec- 
tant-manufacturers at  the  present  time.  Dr.  Lewkowitsch 
opened  the  discussion  by  referring  to  the  fact  that  most 
disintectants  are  soft-soap  solutions,  with  a  little  carbolic 
or  CTCsyhc  acid,  sold  under  fancy  names.    He  could  not 
see  that  much  value  would  attach  to  a  carbolic  coefficient 
wlien  in  the  present  state  of  knowledge  chemists  cannot 
even  determine  with  accuracy  the  amount  of  carbolic  acid 
in  cresylic  acid,  to  say  nothing  of  there  being  no  means  of 
separating  the  three  kinds  of  cresylic  acid.— Dr.  Wynter 
iilytli,  who  is  Chairman  of  the  Disinfectant  Committee 
o±  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute,  said  the  report  was  pub- 
iisned  prematurely,  and  withdrawn  because  certain  points 
required  reconsideration.    He  preferred  not  to  give  his 
views  as  to  the  introduction  of  organic  matter.— Dr.  Martin 
said  that  the  first  step  in  arriving  at  a  method  of  standardis- 
§  ^r'^-^^^^f ^'^^        Rideal-Walker  test.    Dr.  Rideal 
and  Mr.  Walker  were  entitled  to  the  credit  of  devising  some- 
\r""Tj,  *i"'^^'"''^  dismfectants.-Professor  Kenwood  said 
Mr  Blyth  was  working  on  right  lines,  as  the  use  of  organic 
S'^i   1'  w         generally  admitted  to  be  necessary  in  the 
Rideal-Walker  test.    At  pi^sent  the  test  is  only  of  academic 
value,  the  R.  and  W.  coefficient  conveying  a  totally  mis- 
eadmg  idea  to  the  public.    As  an  oxidising  disinfectant 
there  15  nothmg  that  approaches  potassium  permanganate 
VVhat  IS  wanted  is  a  series  of  figures  from  which  the  value 
ot  the  dismfectant  can  be  judged,  according  to  the  cir- 
cumstances of  its  employment.-Mr.  Kingzetfc  said  that  if  it 
IS  wanted  to  disinfect  stools,  lime  is  the  ideal  substance  to 
use  but  the  question  does  not  arise  on  a  large  scale.  He 
contended  that  disinfecting  is  an  art  which  varies  accord- 
ing to  the  conditions.    The  value  of  disinfectants  cannot 
be  measured  by  the  germicidal  properties  alone  :  the  anti- 
septic value  IS  equally  important,  and  the  oxidising  value  1 


cannot  be  neglected.  Bacteriological  tests  cannot  tell  the 
value  of  disinfectants  employed  for  oxidising  the  air  of 
sick-rooms.  There  is  also  the  difficulty  of  standardising  the 
culture  :  every  strain  of  a  bacterium  differs  from  others,  and 
no  bacteriolgist  can  guarantee  a  pure  bacterium.  The  test 
also  varies  with  different  operators.  Mr.  Kingzett  told 
also  how  he  had  split  up  a  disinfectant  by  chemical  means 
and  obtained  figures  for  the  constituent  parts  which  showed 
an  enormous  loss  in  the  coefficient  value.  A  disinfectant 
should  be  selected  according  to  its  adaptability,  and  the 
bottle  should  bear  directions  that  would  ensure  trust- 
worthy results  being  obtained. — Dr.  S.  Rideal  did  not 
agree  that  organic  matter  is  needed  in  the  R.  and  W.  test, 
but  even  the  author  of  the  paper  did  not  recommend  any- 
thing definite.  What  is  normal  faeces  ?  Surely  such  a 
variable  material  could  not  be  taken  as  a  basis  of  a  standard. 
— Dr.  Sommerville  thought  the  R.  and  W.  test  logical,  as 
germicidal  efficiency  is  the  chief  object  in  view. — Mr.  Ainslie- 
Walker  said  that  the  procedure  of  the  Rideal-Walker  test  is 
useful,  but  the  introduction  of  organic  matter  is  necessary. 
The  question  is,  In  what  form  shall  it  be  ? — but  whatever  the 
material  it  is  impossible  to  use  faeces. — Mr.  Blyth,  in  reply- 
ing, agreed  that  faeces  is  better  than  milk  in  applying  the 
test. 

(Bencral  flDcbical  Conncil. 

AFTER  the  penal  cases  had  been  disposed  of  on  Thursday, 
November  29,  the  Council  was  careful  that  no  oppor- 
tunity should  be  given  for  a  variety  entertainment  such 
as  animated  the  proceedings  on  the  previous  day.  A  debate 
took  place  over  the 

Report  of  the  Education  Committee 
with  regard  to  the  fifth  year  of  professional  study.  The 
recommendations  of  the  committee  were  finally  carried  as 
follows  : 

(1)  a,  that  the  reference  to  a  period  of  pupilage  should  be 
erased  from  Section  V. ; 

6,  that  special  reference  should  be  made  (1)  to  instruc- 
tion in  "  administration  of  anaesthetics,"  (2)  to  attendance 
at  "  post-mortem  examinations." 

(2)  That  statistics  relating  to  the  average  length  of  the 
curriculum  under  the  present  regulations  should  be  pro- 
cured and  laid  before  the  Council. 

A  long  and  animated  debate  occupied  two  hours  of  the 
afternoon  of  Friday,  the  last  day  of  the  session ;  the  re- 
mainder of  the  programme,  consisting  of  three  motions  and 
five  reports,  being  got  through  in  an  hour.  The  following 
motion  was  proposed  by  Sir  John  Tuke  : 

That  the  note  to  Requirement  III.  in  regard  to  profes- 
sional education  (vide  Vol.  xxx.,  p.  80)  be  deleted,  and 
that  in  its  place  the  following  note  should  be  adopted : 

"  That  the  Council  is  of  opinion  that  the  required  subjects 
should  be  divided  into  two  groups ;  one  group  comprehend- 
ing physics,  chemistry,  elementary  biology,  anatomy,  and 
physiology,  the  other  comprehending  all  the  other  subjects ; 
and  that  the  Council  is  of  opinion  that  no  licensing  body 
should  recognise  instruction  in  any  subject  comprehended 
in  the  second  group  until  candidates  have  passed  in  the 
subjects  comprehended  in  the  first  group." 

Among  those  who  took  part  in  the  discussion  besides  Sir 
John  were  Sir  T.  McCall  Anderson,  Sir  Thomas  R.  Eraser, 
Sir  Charles  Ball,  Dr.  Caton,  Sir  C.  Nixon,  Mr.  Morris,  Dr. 
Norman  Moore,  and  Sir  Thomas  Myles.  The  members 
had  all  so  much  to  say  that  at  last  the  closure  was  put 
on  the  debate.  The  following  motion  by  Sir  John 
Williams  was  carried  as  a  rider  : 

That  it  be  referred  to  the  Education  Committee  that  it  is 
desirable  to  divide  the  subjects  of  the  medical  curriculum 
into  three  groups — ^preliminary  scientific,  intermediate,  and 
final ;  and  that  no  instruction  in  the  last  two  be  recognised 
till  the  candidate  has  passed  the  subjects  in  the  pr^  ious 
group. 

This  reference  to  the  Education  Committee  quieted  obj. 
tiohs  to  motion  and   amendment,   and  both   were  thi 
passed  with  an  addendum,  proposed  by  Dr.  Mackay,  a 
follows  : 

That  the  existing  requirementB  of  the  Council  with  regard 
to  professional  education  be  referred  to  the  Education 
Committee,  with  instructions  to  prepare  a  revised  statement 
of  such  emendations  as  they  may  think  necessary  for  the 
Council  to  consider. 
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Dublin  Apothecaries. 
An  apparently  harmless  motion  by  Sir  J.  Moore  that 
the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  Dublin,  be  requested  to  furnish 
the  Council  with  the  numbers  of  the  students  who  have 
passed  and  failed  in  their  Finals  since  the  appointment  of 
examiners  in  surgery  by  the  Council,  was  resented  by  one 
or  two  of  the  members,  but  was  declared  carried,  twelve 
voting  for,  nine  against,  and  seven  not  voting.  Professoi 
Thomson  then  made  the  surprising  discovery  that  it  had 
heen  carried  "illegally,"  the  Act  requiring  that  a  motion 
be  carried  by  a  majority  of  the  Council,  and  twelve  out 
of  thirty-one  members  was  not  a  majority.  The  Council 
might  have  been  led  into  a  devious  and  indefinite  tangle 
over  this  paradoxical  pitfall,  but  the  President  ruled  with 
nice  distinction  that  if  the  motion  was  not  carried  it  was 
not  lost. 

Miscellaneous. 
With  regard  to  the  extension  of  Part  2  of  the  Medical 
Act  to  Japan,  the  President  stated  that  they  were  wait- 
ing to  take  action  pending  the  sanction  of  a  law  which  had 
not  yet  come  into  operation  in  Japan.  In  the  case  of  Nova 
Scotia  they  waited  till  they  received  a  reply  from  that 
country. 

The  Dental  Education  and  Examination  Committee 
recommended  that  the  Council  accede  to  the  request  of  the 
University  of  New  Zealand  for  the  recognition  of  their 
degree  of  Bachelor  in  Dental  Surgery  ;  that  the  further  con- 
sideration of  the  application  of  the  tjniversity  of  Sydney 
ior  the  recognition  of  their  degree  of  B.D.S.  be  postponed 
for  further  information  on  the  report ;  and  that  the 
examination  of  the  College  of  Dental  Surgeons  in  Quebec 
be  not  recognised.    These  recommendations  were  adopted. 

Attention  having  been  drawn  by  the  Dental  Board  of 
the  University  of  Liverpool  to  the  fact  that  whereas  the 
Council  recommend  a  three-years'  pupilage  in  mechanical 
dentistry,  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  and  the  Victoria 
University  only  require  two,  the  committee  recommended 
that  "  not  less  than  two  years  "  be  substituted  for  "  three 
years"  in  the  Council's  recommendations.  This  was  also 
adopted. 

The  British  Pharmacopceia. 
The  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Com- 
mittee was  moved  by  Dr.  Norman  Moore,  seconded  by  Sir 
John  Moore,  and  agreed  to  without  remark,  except  from 
the  President,  who  said  that  the  thanks  of  the  Council  were 
due  to  the  pharmacists  who  are  working  for  them  and 
making  suggestions  likely  to  be  of  great  use  to  them  in 
furthering  the  work  of  the  Pharmacopoeia.  The  report 
was  as  follows  : 

From  May  20,  1906,  to  November  17,  1906,  the  number  of 
copies  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  (1898)  sold  by  the 
publishers  was  565.  The  total  number  of  copies  sold  in  the 
year  beginning  November  21,  1905,  was  1,081.  Up  to  the 
present  time  38,149  copies  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  and 
4,421  of  the  Indian  and  Colonial  Addendum  have  been 
sold.  The  stock  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  remaining  on 
hand  now  consists  of  1,878  copies,  with  1,943  copies  of  the 
Addendum. 

From  the  Committee  of  Reference  in  Pharmacy  a  valuable 
report  has  been  received,  which  contains  a  number  of 
definite  recommendations  for  the  revision  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia, and  suggests  that  certain  questions  raised  by 
puolished  criticisms  on  the  work  should  be  made  the  subject 
of  further  investigation.  The  committee  have  resolved  to 
publish  the  report  for  the  information  of  practitioners  and 
pharmacists,  and  propose  to  take  into  consideration  its 
recommendations,  and  the  published  comments  to  which 
they  may  give  rise,  when  the  form  and  contents  of  the  next 
Pharmacopoeia  are  under  discussion. 

The  thanks  of  the  Council  are  due  to  the  Committee  of 
Reference  for  the  time  and  skill  which  they  have  bestowed 
on  this  important  work.  It  is  hoped  that  they  will  continue 
their  inquiries  on  the  questions  relating  to  pharmacopoeial 
revision  which  are  still  outstanding,  and  that  they  will 
favour  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  with  further  reports 
thereon. 

Mr.  Brown  brought  forward  his  annual  motion  on  behalf 
of  an  additional  direct  representative  for  England  and 
Wales  on  the  Council.  Mr.  Jackson  seconded,  and  the 
motion  was  lost  by  two  votes. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  President  concluded  the  proceed- 
ings, and  the  Council  adjourned  after  sitting  only  four 
days — an  unparalleled  record  for  brevity.

B.P.  Suggestions. 
Sir, — There  is  an  important  defect  in  the  B.P.  which 
requires  rectification,  or  some  comment  thereon  in  the 
preface  to  that  work  "  by  authority."  No  mention  is  made 
as  to  the  mode  of  procedure  to  be  followed  in  the  assay  of 
such  preparations  as  emplastrum  plumbi,  unguentum 
hydrargyri,  mistura  ferri  composita,  pulvis  jalapse  com- 
positus,  and  many  others,  all  of  which  have  some  amount 
of  definiteness  in  their  composition.  To  take  pulv.  jalap. 
CO.,  what  must  be  done  to  ascertain  whether  it  conforms 
with  the  requirements  of  the  B.P.  ?  No  doubt  the 
microscope  would  be  the  first  instrument  to  use,  and  rightly 
so.  Seeing  also  that  cream  of  tartar  is  a  constituent  to  the 
extent  of  60  per  cent.,  ignition  would  be  resorted  to,  and 
the  soluble  alkali  neutralised  by  normal  sulphuric-acid 
solution,  using  methyl-orange  as  indicator,  and  then  the 
residue  of  a  mineral  nature  determined  in  the  remaining 
charred  mass  from  which  the  alkali  had  been  washed  with 
hot  distilled  water.  The  total  acidity  in  the  sample  could 
also  be  determined  by  means  of  N/2  NaOH  solution,  using 
phenolphthalein  as  an  indicator  ;  care  being  taken  to  ensure 
all  the  cream  of  tartar  being  dissolved  by  using  hot  dis- 
tilled water,  and  allowing  the  solution  to  cool  before 
filtration — bearing  in  mind  the  rate  of  solubility  of  cream 
of  tartar  in  cold  water.  But  what  must  be  done  to  know 
whether  the  ginger  and  jalap  are  there  in  proper  propor- 
tions and  quality  ?  This  appears  to  me  to  be  an  important 
matter  and  well  worth  the  attention  of  the  authorities. 
But,  it  will  be  said,  the  B.P.  things  are  but  little  used. 
True,  alas  !  and  there  comes  the  soreness  :  the  less  some  are 
used,  the  more  frequently  are  they  called  for  by  the  gentle- 
men who  divide  their  purchases,  like  ancient  Gaul,  "  into 
three  parts."  Then,  again,  is  the  pharmacist,  in  the 
formula  for  this  preparation,  to  use  cream  of  tartar  or 
purified  cream  of  tartar ;  and  how  is  such  to  be  differen- 
tiated, seeing  that  lime  is  present  both  in  these  and  in  the 
ash  of  the  ginger  and  jalap  ?  Once  more  it  may  be  suggested 
that  the  yield  to  90-per-cent.  alcohol  shall  be  not  less 
than  8  per  cent.,  but  in  this  case  the  figure  may  some- 
times come  out  much  higher,  and  even  lower ;  for  there  are 
jalaps,  especially  if  they  happen  to  belong  to  a  period  of 
twenty  years  or  more  ago,  containing  18  to  20 
per  cent,  of  resin  which  would  be  soluble  in  the  alcohol. 
Nowadays  one  has  to  be  content  with  the  very  poor  sample, 
which  satisfies  official  requirements.  This  figure  (for  resin) 
would  never  be  very  high  in  the  case  of  ginger,  for  in  the 
preparation  of  pilula  scammonii  resinse  composita,  B.P., 
the  3  fl.  oz.  of  tincture  does  not  yield  more  than  about  nine 
grains  of  residue;  and  this  quantity  of  "  gingerin "  is,  to 
the  writer's  knowledge,  often  used  instead  of  the  tincture, 
with  a  saving  of  the  spirit  and,  if  properly  done,  with  no 
serious  detriment  to  the  product.  These  and  some  other 
points  need  attention  in  a  subsequent  edition  of  the  B.P.

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Children's  Cough-mixtiires. 

Dr.  E.  Vipont  Brown  said  in  a  popular  lecture  last  week 
that  thousands  of  children  are  killed  every  year  by  cough- 
bottles,  and  advised  his  hearers  not  to  go  to  a  chemist  for  a 
cough-bottle.   When  what  they  make  themselves  is  not  suffi- 
cient, it  is  time,  he  added,  to  go  for  a  doctor.    He  also  said 
that  doctors  who  order  respirators  for  men,  and  the  men  who 
wear  them,  ought  to  be  shut  up  in  a  lunatic  asylum. 
Sir, — Seeing  the  above  reported  in  the  C .  Jb  D.,  I  thought 
you  would  like  to  know  the  other  side  of  the  question — the 
side  which  was  not  reported.    I  am  a  member  of  the  Hulme 
Healthy    Homes    Association    Committee,    under  whose 
auspices  the  above  lecture  was  given,  and  it  fell  to  me  to 
propose  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Brown  for,  his  lecture.  In 
the  course  of  my  remarks  in  fulfilling  that  duty,  I  said  that 
I  belonged  to  a  body  of  professional  men  called  chemists, 
and  that,  as  a  chemist,  I  took  great  e.xception  to  Dr.  Brown's 
remarks  about  a  class  of  men  who  were  so  highly  respected 
by  the  community,  and  that  I  could  assure  Dr.  Brown  and 
the  audience  (fully  800  adults)   that  no  self-respecting 
chemist  would  ever  give  either  paregoric  or  laudanum  for  a 
young  child's  cough,  and  that  the  chemist  was  as  particular 
on  this  matter  as  any  doctor  could  be.    I  further  said,  if 
people  went  to  a  chemist  and  asked  for  some  advertised  pre- 
paration, he  had  no  option  but  to  supply  it,  and  that  he  could 
not  know  whether  they  intended  it  for  a  child  or  an  adult, 
unless  his  opinion  was  asked  ;  further,  that  Dr.  Brown  could 
not  have  given  the  lecture  with  a  chemist  as  one  of  his 
hearers  before,  or  he  (the  chemist)  would  very  quickly  have 
corrected  him.    From  remarks  which  have  been  made  to  me 
since,  I  feel  that  the  sympathies  of  the  people  were  not  with 
the  doctor,  but  that  they  looked  upon  his  remarks  on  this 
head  as  a  case  of  pushing  business.

Sir, — I  should  be  sorry  to  impute  malice  or  deliberate 
misrepresentation  to  your  correspondent  "A  Manchester 
Pharmacist."  I  Would  prefer  to  think  of  him  as  a  well- 
intentioned  but  a  very  much  misinformed  gentleman,  and 
therefore  excuse  him  for  the  misstatements  contained  in 
his  letter,  which  I  am  quite  sure  he  does  not  give  from 
first-hand  knowledge. 

It  is  not  true  to  say  "  the  Council  of  the  Manchester 
Association  is  self-elected."  Every  member  has  the  right 
each  year  to  nominate  whom  he  chooses  for  the  position, 
and  every  member  can  vote  for  just  such  of  the  nominated 
ones  as  he  thinks  fit.  The  voting  is  by  ballot,  conducted  on 
similar  lines  to  that  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  That 
"its  committees  are  generally  composed  of  the  same  men 
year  by  year"  is  quite  true — every  member  of  the  Council 
deplores  the  fact.  It  is  not,  however,  the  fault  of  the  men 
who  compose  them  :  it  is  their  misfortune.  Year  after  year 
these  same  men  have  to  keep  the  show  running,  because 
others  cannot  be  found  to  take  a  share  in  the  work.  Times 
without  number  various  others  have  been  begged  of — yea, 
one  might  almost  say  pleaded  with — to  allow  themselves 
to  be  nominated  for  office,  and  only  in  isolated  instances  has 
any  inclination  for  work  in  that  direction  been  mfinifested. 
If  "A  Manchester  Pharmacist"  is  really  in  earnest,  and 
will  oblige  me  with  his  name,  I  will  undertake  not  only  to 
see  that  he  is  nominated  for  office,  but  that  all  the  influence 
I  have  shall  be  exerted  to  secure  his  election.  Then  he  can 
give  us  the  benefit  of  his  assistance,  and  if  the  Association 
be  "old-fashioned,"  which  I  do  not  admit,  he  can  work 
to  bring  it  up  to  date.  Our  friend  will  then  find  that  it  is 
not  "  three  or  four  that  rule  it,"  but  rather  that  it  is  upon 
a  few  that  the  burden  of  the  work  devolves.  We  welcome 
most  heartily  the  advent  of  young  blood,  and  I  have  publicly 
stated  so  on  several  occasions. 

One  statement  I  cannot  allow  to  pass  unchallenged.  He 
says  "most  of  those  present  at  the  meetings  are  in  the 
wholesale."  This  is  not  in  accordance  with  my  experience, 
and  I  hope  that  the  inference  to  be  drawn  from  this  state- 
ment was  unintended,  because  in  our  President  we  have 
a  man  who  has  worked  indefatigably,  in  season  and  out  of 
season,  for  the  good  of  the  Association ;  and  I  do  not  recall 
a  single  instance  in  twenty  years  in  which  he  has  intruded 
his  firm  or  its  wholesaling  interests  upon  the  Association. 

Finally,  let  me  say  that  if  the  present  hour  of  meeting 
does  not  suit  the  majority  of  members  it  is  quite  competent 


for  a  majority  to  alter  it ;  but,  in  any  case,  I  do  hope  that 
not  only  "  A  Manchester  Pharmacist,"  but  dozens  of  other 
Manchester  pharmacists,  will  now  give  us  an  earnest  of  their 
sincerity  by  taking  a  practical  interest  in  the  proceedings  of 
our  Association.

Sir, — Mr.  Walton  has  replied  at  considerable  length  to 
my  short  letter  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Novem- 
ber 24.  He  quotes  Rule  8,  and  says  later  on  that  no  use 
is  made  of  it ;  therefore  half  his  letter  is  irrelevant.  It  is 
quite  true  that  a  notice  of  the  annua!  meeting  is  sent  to 
every  member,  together  with  Rule  8,  but  a  list  of  members 
is  not  always  sent  with  it.  I  have  received  only  one  such 
list  during  the  past  eight  years — viz.,  three  or  four  years 
ago.  I  have  never  received  a  voting-paper  by  post ;  it  may 
be  an  accident — I  don't  know.  Mr.  Walton  does  not  seem 
willing  to  admit  that  the  Council  is  self-elected  :  perhaps 
he  will  tell  me  who  elects  it.  I  have  my  doubts  that  "  new 
views  presented  would  command  a  good  following  " ;  the 
treatment  received  would  probably  be  like  that  of  Mr. 
Wootton  at  the  last  Phaimaceutical  Council  meeting. 
"  Consideration  and  sympathy."  Yes,  plenty  of  both,  and 
a  "ducking"  at  the  end  of  it.  How  were  Mr.  Kemp's 
proposals  treated  by  the  Executive  of  the  B.P.C.  ?  The 
douche  was  served  in  ice,  was  it  not  ?  No,  Mr.  Walton ; 
the  party  in  power  will  always  drive — they  will  not  be  led. 

I  did  not  use  the  term  "new-fashioned,"  therefore  I  am 
not  prepared  to  define  it.  In  my  opinion,  a  local  associa- 
tion should  take  some  interest  in  local  affairs,  such  as  the 
condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  district,  the  cause  of  the  great 
increase  in  drug  and  herbal  stores,  the  evasion  of  the 
various  Acts  by  unqualified  vendors,  the  manufacture  of 
galenicals,  dispensing  problems,  etc.  There  was  a  large 
attendance  at  Owens  College  when  Mr.  Grier  read  a  paper 
on  pharmacy  some  time  ago,  and  according  to  report  there 
was  a  large  attendance  of  Glasgow  chemists  a  few  days  ago, 
when  the  subject  was  interesting — namely,  prices,  proprie- 
taries, and  profits.  An  association  that  would  take  up  those 
matters  might  become  a  useful  one,  but  not  necessarily 
"  new-fashioned."  Mr.  Walton  is  entirely  wrong  when  he 
says  "the  Association  is  what  its  members  make  it."  I 
have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  it  is  what  its  Council  makes 
it :  the  members  have  absolutely  nothing  to  do  with  the 
policy  of  the  Council.  I  will  not  say  a  word  against  the 
members  of  the  wholesale  ;  I  know  their  value  too  well.

Australia  and  Proprietaries. 

Sir, — In  the  C.  <b  D.,  November  24,  I  read  :  "  At  a  well- 
attended  meeting  of  proprietors  of  proprietary  articles  held 
in  London  on  November  22,  among  those  present  were  pro- 
prietors or  representatives  " — here  follows  a  list  of  twenty- 
one  firms.  On  comparing  this  list  with  the  P.A.T.A.  Year- 
book I  find  that  only  seven  firms  out  of  the  twenty-one  men- 
tioned are  members  or  supporters  of  the  P.A.T.A.  move- 
ment. The  fourteen  non-member  firms  were  seemingly  very 
pleased  to  have  the  services  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  the  P.A.T.A. 
Hon.  Secretary,  on  their  committee,  and  to  have  the  support 
of  the  P.A.T.A.  when  they  approached  the  Colonial  Secre- 
tary. I  trust  that  these  non-member  firms  will  now  be 
manly  enough  to  become  members  and  supporters  of  the 
P.A.T.A.,  seeing  the  P.A.T.A.  is  supporting  them.  At 
the  same  time  I  do  not  believe  that  the  ordinary  British 
chemist  feels  much  s.ympathy  for  the  proprietary  proprietors 
in  their  difficulty,  all  the  more  so  seeing  that  among  those 
present  at  this  meeting  were  some  whose  proprietaries  show 
such  a  meagre  profit  to  the  retailer  that  it  almost  requires  a 
microscope  to  detect  it.  I  am  sure  that  in  the  end  of  the 
day  the  Australian  chemists  will  be  benefited  by  this  law, 
and  will  find  a  better  demand  for  their  own  proprietaries 
which  they  can  recommend,  instead  of  being  commission- 
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agents  for  the  many  quack-remedy  companies  which  at 
present  flood  the  market.  May  the  day  soon  dawn  when  a 
similar  measure  will  be  passed  to  protect  the  British  public 
and  the  British  chemist  from  the  many  quack  exploiters  who 
at  present  parade  the  country.        Yours  faithfully,

and  submit  to  the  Editor. 

HAL.  (224/46).— Receipts  for  sums  exceeding  21.  paid  to 
persons  outside  the  United  Kingdom  are  valid  although  they 
do  not  bear  a  Id.  stamp.  The  receipts  should  conform  with 
the  law  of  the  country  in  which  they  are  given— e.g-.,  in  France 
the  stamp  required  by  the  French  Revenue  authorities  has  to 
be  afiBxed. 

Milsom  (229/72).— The  Veterinary  Surgeons  Act  does  not 
prevent  persons  not  registered  under  it  from  visiting  animals 
in  order  to  treat  them  medically  or  surgically,  nor  does  it 
prevent  fees  being  charged  for  such  visits ;  but  Section  17  of 
the  Act  limits  legal  recovery  of  such  fees  to  registered  persons. 

F.  E.  R  (228/18).— "I  am  one  of  the  most  skilful  dental 

operators  in  K  "  does  not   imply  that  the   person  is 

registered  under  the  Dentists  Act,  but  it  does  imply  that  the 
person  who  says  so  is  specially  qualified  to  practise  dentistry, 
and  that  in  unregistered  persons  is  an  offence  under  the  Act.

— Removing  Mildew  from  Silk.— ^Dip  a  piece 
of  flannel  in  spirit  and  rub  the  mildew  spots  with  it,  then  iron 
the  silk  on  the  wrong  side,  placing  a  piece  of  damp  cotton 
cloth  between  the  silk  and  the  iron.  The  cautious  applica- 
tion of  chlorinated-lime  solution  should  be  tried  if  spirit  is 
not  effectual. 

Bruno  (203/66).— Recovering  Platinum.— We  recommend 
you  to  offer  the  platinum  residues  to  a  refiner  of  precious 
metals,  as  the  difficulties  of  manipulating  the  metal  necessi- 
tate special  appliances. 

Medcalf  (206/74). — As  sal  ammoniac  is  soluble  in  three  parts 
of  water,  that  will  be  the  obvious  solvent  to  use  for  removing 
the  salt  from  a  fabric.  In  hot  water  the  solubility  is  much 
increased. 

J.  A.  C.  (206/15).— Cocaine  hydrochloride  is  not  a  volatile 
alkaloidal  salt. 

Inquirer  (203/^5).— 'SwEET  Oil  is  usually  olive  oil  or  nut  oil, 
but  the  term  is  sufficiently  indefinite  to  .apply  to  any  edible 
oil.    In  some  parts  of  the  country  rape  oil  is  given. 


C.  R.  P.  (208/53).-^Removing  Mildew  from  Calico.— The 
application  of  chlorinated  lime  followed  by  vinegar  is  the 
best  way  of  removing  mildew  from  calico. 

M.  R.  (Stuttgart)  (205/12).— Colman's  Mustard  Oil  does 
not  profess  to  be  anything  more  than  a  pure  fixed  oil  of 
mustard. 

J.  _  L.  S.  (204/58).— Crystallising  Sugar  of  Lead.— To 
obtain  large  crystals  the  liquor  is  only  allowed  to  cool  slowly. 
It  is  run  into  the  crystallising-pans  when  of  a  density 
of  1.5.  The  pans  are  usually  of  wood,  lined  with  lead  or 
copper,  4  ft.  by  2  ft.  and  6  or  8  in.  high. 

W.  T.  K.  (210y 06).— Books  on  Gas-making.— Butterfield's 
book  mentioned  in  the  bibliography  in  the  C.  &  D.  Diary  is 
one  of  the  best  general  books  on  the  subject  of  gas-manu- 
facture.

In  the  case  of  I.  and  II.  macerate  for  seven  days  and  filter. 
In  III.  dissolve  the  carbonate  in  8  oz.  of  water,  triturate  the 
iridin  with  this,  and  warm  until  dissolved.  Separately  mix 
the  papain  with  the  glycerin  previously  warmed.  Mix  the 
solutions  with  the  spirit,  and  set  aside  for  a  week,  then  decant : 
wash  the  residue  with  2  oz.  of  water  and  filter  into  the 
decanted  portion. 

Bristol  (211/71). — Detecting  Aniline  Colours  in  Food  and 
Drink. — The  following  method  is  given  in  Thresh  and 
Porter's  "  Preservatives  in  Food  and  Food-examination " 
(Churchill).  The  process  is  based  on  that  of  Sostegni  and 
Carpentieri : 

Make  a  clear  solution  or  infusion  of  the  substance  to  be 
examined,  and  divide  into  two  portions  of  50  and  100  c.c. 
each.  Render  one  faintly  alkaline  with  ammonia  and  the 
other  distinctly  acid  with  hydrochloric  acid.  Into  each 
put  about  1  ft.  of  white  worsted  which  has  previously 
been  well  boiled  in  distilled  water  rendered  faintly  alkaline 
with  caustic  soda,  and  afterwards  washed  to  remove  any 
trace  of  alkali.  Place  the  flasks  on  a  hot-plate  and  keep 
the  liquid  at  the  boiling-point  for  an  hour,  or  less  if  the 
wool  IS  distinctly  dyed.  The  dyed  wool  is  then  removed, 
pressed  between  sheets  of  blotting-paper,  and  washed  by 
boiling  in  two  successive  quantities  (20  c.c.)  of  distilled 
water.  The  wool  from  the  acid  solution  is  tnen  boiled  in 
about  20  c.c.  of  dilute  solution  of  ammonia  (1  part  of  liq. 
ammon.  sp.  gr.  0.88  to  9  parts  of  water),  while  the  wool 
from  the  alkaline  solution  is  boiled  in  about  the  same  quan- 
tity of  5-per-cent.  acetic  acid.  The  wools  are  removed,  and 
the  alkaline  fluid  made  acid  by  the  addition  of  acetic  acid, 
and  the  acid  liquid  made  alkaline  by  the  addition  of 
ammonia.  A  fresh  grease-free  piece  of  worsted,  2  or 
3  in.  in  length,  is  now  put  into  each  tube,  and  both  are 
placed  in  a  water-bath  for  about  half  an  hour,  at  the  expira- 
tion of  which  time  the  wools  can  be  removed,  washed  in 
distilled  water,  dried,  and  mounted  for  comparison  with 
worsted  similarly  treated  with  known  dyes.  If  an  aniline 
d^e  were  present  in  the  original  solution,  one  of  the  samples 
will  be  brilliantly  dyed.  If  the  dye  present  were  of  a 
"  basic  "  character,  the  wool  originally  inserted  in  the  alka- 
line liquid  will  be  dyed,  whereas  that  in  the  acidified  solu- 
tion will  be  barely  tinted.  _  If,  on  the  other  hand,  as  is 
usually  the  case,  the  dye  is  of  the  acid  type,  the  wool 
originally  placed  in  the  acidified  solution  will  be  the  on© 
more  distinctly  dyed.

Cape  Colony, 

Dr.  John  Stephen  Gibbons,  J.P.,  district  surgeon,  died 
at  Prieska,  on  November  10,  from  an  overdose  of  a  drug 
taken  to  induce  sleep.  Dr.  Gibbons  had  been  in  the  habit 
of  taking  narcotics  for  insomnia. 

Me.  F.  W.  C.  Thomas,  for  many  years  in  business  at 
Claremont,  Cape,  has  returned  to  South  Africa  and  re-joined 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony.  He  is  not 
now  actively  engaged  in  trade. 

Miscellanea. — Among  extraneous  lines  that  chemists 
handle  in  South  Africa  should  be  mentioned  coal,  and  in 
Strand  Street,  Cape  Town,  is  a  toy-store  that  sells  homoeo- 
pathic medicines,  according  to  the  large  enamelled  letters 
on  the  window. 

Duty-free  Spirit.— A  deputation,  including  one  chemist, 
waited  upon  the  Government  recently  with  a  view  to  getting 
spirit  for  manufacturing-purposes  free  of  Excise.  From 
what  a  member  of  the  deputation  had  to  say  it  does  not  look 
over-hopeful.    The  Press  were  not  admitted. 

SotrxH  African  Products  Exhibition. — Captain  P.  C. 
van  B.  Dam,  M.L.A.,  who  is  Chairman  of  the  London 
Executive  of  this  exhibition,  was  entertained  to  a  public 
lunch  in  the  Royal  Hotel,  Cape  Town,  on  November  12, 
prior  to  his  departure  for  London.  About  eighty  were 
present,  and  the  Mayor  of  Cape  Town  presided. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Boyd,  representative  in  South  Africa  of 
Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  Detroit,  U.S.A.,  was  in  the 
Cape  peninsula  when  the  mail  left.  Mr.  Boyd,  who  now 
makes  Johannesburg  his  headquarters,  has  made  a  close 
canvass  of  the  country,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  there  are 
not  many  chemists  or  medical  men  in  South  Africa  who  are 
not  fully  acquainted  with  P.,  D.  &  Co.  products  now. 
Although  comparatively  a  recent  arrival  in  South  Africa, 
Mr.  Boyd  is  one  of  the  most  popular  men  on  the  road. 

Bacteriological  Research. — A  conference  of  medical 
officials  representing  the  various  Colonies  *as  opened  at 
Cape  Town  on  November  11  by  the  Colonial  Secretary,  to 
consider  the  establishment  of  an  Inter-colonial  Institute  for 
the  investigation  of  South  African  animal  and  plant 
diseases.  In  the  course  of  his  opening  speech  the  Colonial 
Secretary  mentioned  that  among  the  human  diseases  of 
peculiar  importance  in  South  Africa  to  be  dealt  with  were 
malaria  and  blackwater  fevers,  leprosy,  syphilis,  dengue 
fever,  Bilharzia  hcematobia,  scurvy,  and  Malta  fever. 
Among  animal  diseases  there  were  redwater,  lung-sickness, 
lamziekte,  rinderpest,  African  Coast  fever,  horse-sickness, 
rabies,  and  biliary  fever.  Dr.  Hutcheon  was  chairman  of 
the  conference,  and  the  deliberations  were  in  private. 

The  Customs  Authorities  are  trying  to  adjust  their 
differences  in  opinion  as  to  what  constitutes  a  wine  that 
can  be  imported  under  tariffs  No.  41  and  416 — mostly  the 
latter.  Hall's  wine,  Wincarnis,  Stearns'  wine  of  cod- 
liver  oil,  and  similar  lines  have  not  hitherto  all  been  classed 
under  one  heading.  Stearns'  wine,  for  instance,  is  duti- 
able to  the  extent  of  25  per  cent,  ad  valorem-,  and  Contains 
34  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit.  Wincarnis  is  said  to  contain 
33  per  cent.,  and  is  an  article  levied  on  as  a  wine.  Now  the 
Customs  say  that  no  natural  wine  contains  so  much  spirit, 
and  that  these  lines  will  have  to  pay  20s.  per  gal.  Item 
416  of  the  tariff  provided  for  wines  containing  more  than 
20  per  cent,  but  not  exceeding  50  per  cent,  of  spirit — in- 
other  words,  for  fortified  wines,  which  these  products  really 
seem  to  be. 
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College  Botes. 


The  Inter-phakmacy  League  :  Metros  v.  London. — Owingto 
influenza  being  rampant  in  the  Metros'  team,  this  fixture  was 
postponed  from  last  Saturday  to  Wednesday,  December  5.  It 
resulted  in  an  easy  win  for  London  by  seven  goals  to  one,  four 
of  them  being  scored  by  Evans  and  one  apiece  by  Abel, 
Elliott,  and  Thomson.  The  Londoners  were  without  the 
services  of  their  captain,  Evans,  who  is  down  with  influenza. 

Football. — A  friendly  match  between  Muter's  School  and 
South  of  England  College  of  Pharmacy  was  played  at  Old 
Oak  Farm,  Shepherd's  Bush,  on  December  1.  Vacancies 
occurred  in  both  teams  owing  to  colds  and  business  calls, 
;so  that  with  London  and  Metropolitan  Colleges  supplying 
several  players,  the  match  was  a  sort  of  pharmacy  inter- 
national. Muter's  were  able  to  claim  the  lead  by  two 
'goals  in  the  first  half.  On  resumption  of  play  a  further  goal 
was  added.  The  South  of  England  College  team  attacked 
persistently,  and  Prince,  after  several  well-intentioned  rushes, 
-placed  the  ball  in  the  net.  Adams  scored  another  for  the 
South  of  England  team.  Play  was  brisk  after  these 
successes,  the  South  of  England  team  striving  hard  to 
equalise.  Muter's,  however,  eventually  proved  victors  of  a 
■well-contested  and  pleasant  match  by  four  goals  to  two. 

Leeds  College  of  Pharmacy. — On  November  26  the  students 
of  this  College,  including  four  ladies,  paid  a  visit  to  Liver- 
pool, on  the  invitation  of  Messrs.  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb, 
Ltd.  Travelling  from  Leeds  in  reserved  saloons,  Liverpool 
was  reached  at  3.15.  Light  refreshments  were  provided,  after 
which  the  students  were  conducted  in  parties  over  the  labora- 
■tories  of  the  firm.  The  various  departments  were  visited  in 
turn,  th©  machinery  and  processes  employed  in  the  manu- 
facture of  all  kinds  of  pharmaceutical  products  being  lucidly 
explained  by  the  officials.  Two  hours  were  thus  spent,  and  at 
5.30  P.M.  tea  was  provided  by  the  firm.  After  tea  the  landing- 
stage  and  other  places  of  interest  in  the  town  were  visited.

special  note  is  made  of  the  fact  that  a  number  of  intending 
candidates  for  the  1906  competition  were  prevented  owing  t9 
their  not  having  registered  as  students  of  phai-macy  in  time  to 
entitle  them  to  enter  as  candidates.  Candidates  are  therefore 
strongly  advised  to  register  as  students  under  the  Pharmacy 
Act  not  later  than  the  month  of  April  ;  otherwise  they  may  not 
be  eligible  for  the  ensuing  competition. 

Metropolitan  College  of  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy. — 
Before  the  lecture  by  Mr.  Mair  on  Tuesday  evening  (reported 
elsewhere  in  this  issue),  the  students  and  visitors  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  inspecting  an  excellent  exhibit  of  pharmaceutical 
misccUaiica  collected  by  the  lecturer  during  his  visit  to  tho 
United  States.  In  another  of  the  demonstration-rooms  was 
a  display  of  the  manufacturers  of  Aerators,  Ltd.,  Upper 
Edmonton,  London,  including  syphons,  seltzogenes,  spark- 
loids,  "  Prana  "  fruit  crystals,  and  Parson's  sparklet  inflatora 
for  motor-car  tyres.  The  last-named  apparatus  looks  like  a 
baby-set  of  oxy-hydrogen  cylinders,  and  chemists  who  culti- 
vate motor  business  would  do  well  to  write  to  the  company 
for  particulars  of  it.  The  Aerator  demonstrator  showed  the 
students  a  simple  experiment  in  the  solidification  of  gases. 
^Yith  a  syphon-top  placed  over  a  duster  a  sparklet  was 
pierced,  and  as  the  liquid  contents  escaped  as  gas  the  cold 
produced  left  a  disc  of  snowlike  00=  on  the  duster.  This 
little  experiment  embodies  the  principle  which  underlies  the 
liquefaction  and  solidification  of  all  gases;  given  pressure  to 
the  critical  point  rapid  evaporation  draws  heat  from  the 
compressed  gas,  with  resulting  liquefaction  or  solidification. 
The  evening  was  as  profitable  to  the  students  as  it  -was 
enjoyable. 

Liverpool  School  of  Pharmacy.— On  November  29  the 
students  of  this  School,  with  their  Principal  (Mr.  R.  C. 
Cowley),  paid  a  visit  to  the  Muspratt  Chemical-works  at 
Widnes.  On  arriving  at  the  works  the  party  were  received 
by  Mr.  Hedley,  the  general  manager,  who  placed  them  under 
the  care  of  Mr.  Tyres,  chemist  to  the  works,  for  the  afternoon. 
Mr.  Tyres  conducted  the  visitors  over  the  works  and  explained 
the  ■  various  processes  involved  in  the  manufacture  of  the 
different  products,  and  also  the  construction  of  the  plant.  The 
pyrites-burners  and  the  nitre-pots  were  first  inspected,  and 
then  the  Glover  tower,  the  leaden  chambers,  and  the  Guy 
Lussac  tower.  The  part  played  by  each  of  these  in  the  manu- 
facture of  sulphuric  acid  was  explained  to  the  students.  They 
then  passed  on  to  the  various  stages  in  the  manufacture  of 
washing-soda.  They  inspected  the  decomposing-pans  and  the 
muffle  furnaces,  the  revolving  furnace  (in  which  the  salt-cake 
is  decomposed),  and  the  emptying  of  the  contents  of  this 
proved  to  be  the  finest  spectacle  of  all,  the  black-ash  flowing  in 
streams  of  liquid  fire  from  the  revolver  into  the  bogies,  and 
the  latter  lit  up  with  golden  flame— the  sodium  flame.  The 
pans  in  which  solution  of  caustic  soda  was  being  evaporated 
wore  next  visited,  and  the  students  were  here  reminded  that 
this  substance  passes  directlv  from  the  state  of  solution  to 
that  of  fusion  without  assuming  the  intermediate  condition — 
namely,  the  crystalline  form.  The  last  portion  of  the  works 
inspected  was  the  sulphur- roooverv  plant.
